Origin and primary Purpose of the Red Cross 
Movement. 


The Red Cross is the symbol of human compassion. 
A Genevese citizen named Henry Dunant, who had been 
profoundly moved by the sufferings of the wounded whom 
he had seen on the battlefield of Solferino in June 1859, 
embarked on a campaign which led to the formation 
in 1863 of a Genevese Committee for the initigation of 
the sufferings of wounded soldiers in time of war. This 
committee, which later took the name of Comifé Inter- 
national de la Croix-Rouge, secured the signature by the 
principal States of the world of the Geneva Convention 
of 1864, which, revised in 1906, constitutes the basis of 
the code of civilized warfare to-day. 

The primary purpose of the National Red Cross Societies 
which have arisen since 1864 in nearly all civilized countries 
has been, until 1919, to care for the sick, wounded and 
prisoners of armies and navies in times of war. 

The Comité International de la Croiz-Rouge has, since 
its foundation, continued to act as the custodian of the 
principles of the Red Cross and of the Geneva Convention, 
The International Red Cross Conferences, of which eleven 
have met in the past 60 years, are summoned by this 
Committee, and new Red Cross Societies receive official 
recognition from it

Peace Programme and Foundation of the L@ue 
of Red Cross Societies. 


In 1919, on the initiative of Mr. Henry P. Davison, 
Chairman of the War Council of the American Red Cross, 
the Red Cross Societies of the United States, France, 
Great Britain, Italy and Japan founded the League of 
Red Cross Societies. The purpose of the League, which 
to-day comprises fifty-one national Red Cross Societies, 
is to maintain in time of peace the enthusiasm and devotion 
displayed during the war by the National Red Cross 
Societies in the relief of human suffering, and Lo utilize 
this great force for the purposes stated as follows in Ar- 
ticle 2 of the Articles of Association of the League : 

1, ‘To encourage and promote in every country 
in the world the establishment and development of a 
duly authorized voluntary national Red Cross organiz- 
ation having as purposes the improvement of health, 
the prevention of disease and the mitigation of suffer- 
ing throughout the world, and to secure the co-oper- 
ation of such organizations for these purposes. " 

2. “To promote the welfare of mankind by fur- 
nishing a medium for bringing within the reach of all 
the peoples the benefits to be derived from present 
known facts and new contributions to science and 
medical knowledge and their application. 

3. To furnish a medium for co-ordinating relief 
work in case of great national or international calam- 
ities ". 


The present programme of the League. 


The League had been in existence for three years, during 
which time experiments and investigations of every kind 
were pursued by its Secretariat, before the General Council, 
at its second meeting in March, 1922, was able to formulate 
a specific programme in conformity with these general 
Pah The General Council then urged upon the 

ational Red Cross Societies the development of their 
organization on the basis of popular membership in order 
to assure to the Red Cross the greatest possible influence, 
especially invited their attention to “the pressing need 
which exists at the present time to create among all 
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clas@@an intelligent demand for better health conditions 


and an increasing knowledge of the means of securing 
them”, and recommended to them “the adoption of 
peacetime programmes aimed specially at meeting this 
need through the development, with the co-operation 
of the League Secretariat, of Popular Health Instruction, 
Public Health Nursing and Junior Red Cross Organization ; 
the latter constituting in the judgment of the Council a 
specially valuable means of securing the education of 
the coming generation in health matters, as part of its 
general purpose of instilling into children at the most 
impressionable age the spirit of service which lies at the 
basis of the Red Cross ideal. " 

The resolutions adopted by the General Council at its 
third meeting, in April 1924, endorsed and amplified this 
programme, laying additional stress on the relief functions 
of the Red Cross, and on “ the great importance of the 
réle which the Secretariat of the League can exercise 
in regard to international relief activities. 

Special attention was also drawn by the resolutions of 
this meeting to the desirability of action being undertaken 
by the Red Cross for the improvement of health conditions 
in the Merchant Marine. Red Cross Societies were also 
urged to continue and amplify their activities in the direc- 
tion of training volunteer personnel for work in the health 
and social fields, and organizing the services of the per- 
sonnel so trained, besides extending the facilities they 
offer to the public in the form of elementary courses 
in First Aid, Home Nursing, Personal Hygiene, ete, 


The Organization of the League. 


The control of the affairs of the League is vested in 
a General Council and a Board of Governors *. 


* The Board of Governors, which is the competent author- 
ity to revise the Constitution of the League, decided in 
lay 1924 to defer until December 31, 1925, the comin; 
into force of a number of amendments to the Articles o! 
Association and By-laws, which have been approved by 

the Board. The general effect of these amendments is: 

(1) to place the control of the affairs of the League in 
the hands of the Board of Governors ; 

(2) to enlarge the Board of Governors so as to comprise 





‘The General Council meets at least once every tears, 
and consists of not more than fivedelegates of each Nation- 
al Red Cross Society belonging to the League. Each 
Red Cross Society's delegation has one vote at the General 
Council. All Red Cross Societies organized in accordance 
with the prinicples laid down by the Comité International 
de la Croix-Rouge and subscribing to the programme 
indicated in the League's statutes are eligible for member- 
ship in the League. ‘The Board of Governors, which meets 
at least once every yenr, consists of representatives of 
each of the five founder Societies and ten nominees of 
Societies designated by the General Council, with the 
Director General and Secretary General of the League 
as ex-officio members. The Board elects its own Chair- 
man. The Director General is the chief executive officer 
of the League, and is nominated by the Board of Governors, 
as is also the Secretary General, The Secretariat, of 
which the Director General is the head, comprises a staff 
of about 70 persons of various nationalities. Besides 
the Central Secretariat, which handles questions of inform- 
ation, liaison and organization, as well as the publications 
of the League, and the financial services under the Treas- 
urer General, it includes Divisions of Health, Nursing, 
Junior Red Gross and Relief. The Secretariat, which was 
originally established at Geneva, was transferred to Paris 
in 1922 by decision of the General Council, Paris affording 
a more convenient centre for extensive international 
activities, 

The expenses of the activities of the Secretariat are 
met by contributions from National Red Cross Societies 
belonging to the League. Up to the present time, the 
greater part of these expenses has been borne by the 
American Red Cross, which in 1919 voted a substantial 
sum to constitute a guarantee fund during the first years 
of the League's existence. The other national Societies 
were first asked to contribute to the League's budget

For the year 1923-24 a 
total of 35 national Societies have contributed. Duly 
audited accounts are published annually. 


The Activities of the Secretariat. 


The prime function of the Secretariat lies in assisting 
National Red Cross Societies to develop their organization 
and membership, and the peacetime activities best caleul- 
ated to improve health, prevent disease and mitigate 
suffering in their respective countries, by means not at 
variance with their several national traditions, and in 
co-operation so far as possible with governmental and 
other agencies. As a natural corollary to the efforts made 
by the different National Red Crosses to further the co- 
ordination of national health and welfare activities in their 
respective countries, the League Secretariat seeks to 
secure greater co-ordination of these activities internation- 
ally. With this end in view, the Secretariat, besides 
constituting an instrument for facilitating joint action, 
when necessity arises, on the part of the Red Cross Societies 
of different countries, has also established close co-operative 
relations with the other international organizations which 
are concerned with health and welfare problems. It 
works in close touch with the Office International d' Hygiene 
Publique in Paris, the Heath Organization of the League 
of Nations and the Industrial Health Service of the Inter- 
national Labour Office, as well as with the Pan-American 
Sanitary Bureau and the Rockefeller Foundation. The 
Chairman of the International Council of Nurses is also 
Chairman of the Nursing Advisory Board of the League. 
The headquarters of the League affords accommodation 
and secretarial facilities to the International Unions 
against Tuberculosis and Venereal Disease, and to the 
eagle Committee of the nascent International 

inion against Cancer. ‘The Secretariat is also in close 
touch with other organizations engaged in combating 
the evils of alcoholism and slum conditions, and in pro- 
moting mental hygiene. 

Relations with the Cumilé International de la Croix- 
Rouge in Geneva are maintained by the intermediary 
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of a Joint Council constituted in April, 1921*, i jich 
members of the Committee and of the League's Secretariat 
meet periodically to consider questions which affect 
both bodies, and to ensure that any duplication of work 
shall be avoided. The Joint Council gives special atten- 
tion to disasters the magnitude of which demands interna- 
tional relief measures, 

The Secretariat maintains contact with National Red 
Cross Societies by means of correspondence and by con- 
stant visits of members of the League staff to National 
Societies and of officers of these Societies to the Secretariat 
of the League. In addition to the biennial meetings of 
the General Council, group conferences are periodically 
organized by the Secretariat to secure the exchange 
of views and experiences between representatives of 
National Societies with similar geographical, economic 
and social conditions and problems, and to facilitate 
their co-operation in meeting them. 

The First Oriental Red Cross Conference brought 
together representatives of seven Red Cross Societies of 
the Far East at Bangkok in November 1922 ; nine Eastern 
European Societies sent delegates to the Warsaw Confer- 
ence in April 1923, and representatives of fifteen American 
societies met at Buenos Aires in November 1923. 

The Secretariat publishes 2 monthly review entitled 
“ The World's Health " in three editions, English, French 
and Spanish, with a total circulation of 15,000 copies, 
and also issues to member Societies and to such persons 
as are directly interested, a fortnightly Information Circu- 
lar containing notes regarding its activities and those 
of member Societies, and detailed studies of specific 
problems based on Red Cross experience in different 
countries. With this circular are included popular articles 
on subjects connected with health and with other features 
of the Red Cross programme, which are available for 
teproauetian by Red Cross Societies in their own public- 
ations or in the press, Articles published by the League 
Secretariat have been quoted or reproduced in other 
publications more than 8,000 times. The League also 
helps to subsidize a scientific monthly journal, en-

and to abro- 
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tit! Matériaux pour U' Elude des Calamités, published 
by The Geographical Society of Geneva under the joint 
auspices of the League and the Comilé International de 
la Croiz-Rouge. This publication was started in the 
summer of 1924 with a view to stimulating interest and 
research in the scientific world as to the causes of natural 
disasters and their prevention. 

In addition to its periodical publications, the Secret- 
ariat prepares and issues special pamphlets when requested 
to do so by any member Society, or when a specific need 
arises. Eight such pamphlets, some of them in nine 
languages, have so far appeared. It also Benn for 
National Red Cross Societies, whenever called upon to 
do so, special documentary studies regarding the organ- 
ization of specific types of activities. 

A small library of standard works dealing with Red 
Cross questions, Public Health and related topics, has 
been collected in the offices of the Secretariat, which also 
maintains collections of health propaganda material of 
all kinds, cinematograph films (about 100), posters, 
pamphlets (2,200 in 17 different languages), etc. 

‘These collections are at the disposal of National Red 
Cross Societies belonging to the League. From April 1922 
to October 1923 the pamphlets sent out on request from 
these collections numbered over 7,500, in addition to 
800 posters. League films have been lent for use in 26 dif- 
ferent countries. The average number of films sent out 
in reply to requests is six each month. Each film com- 
prises 5 to 10 reels. 

A permanent exhibition of Red Cross material has been 
assembled at the League headquarters for the benefit of 
visitors. Travelling exhibits for propaganda purposes 
and for loan to member Societies are prepared by the 
Secretariat as required. 


Some Results achieved by the League. 


The League has been directly instrumental in securing 
the organization or recognition of National Red Cross 
Societies in twenty-two countries where no recognized 
independent Red Cross Societies previously existed. 
The membership of existing Societies has been increased 
and the Secretariat has been called upon at different times 
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' 
to assist nearly all the Societies belonging to the MPgue 
in formulating and launching their peacetime programme. 
Almost all National Red Cross Societies have now assumed 
responsibility for extensive activities in the Public Health 
field in time of peace. In almost every case these activ- 
ities are of a markedly educational character, aimed at 
affording to the masses of the people the opportunity 
of appreciating the advantages of hygienic habits, at 
teaching them what hygiene is, and at preparing them 
to use the hygienic equipment already at their disposal and 
to demand more. The Health Division has given special 
attention to the question of mobile health propaganda 
units. One such unit, launched in Czecho-Slovakia in 
1921, enabled 400 lectures to be given to a total of 160,000 
persons. The demonstration led to the establishment of 
two such units on a permanent basis by the Czecho- 
Slovak Red Cross. A similar unit was set up in Poland 
in 1922 with no less satisfactory results. The Nursing 
Division of the Secretariat has organized an International 
Course in London for teachers of Public Health Nursing, 
at which 66 nurses from 34 different countries have been 
or are being trained in nursing and Public Health work ; 
in at least six of these countries Public Health Nursing 
was previously unknown. This course, started in 1921, 
has been repeated every year since. A similar course in the 
administration of schools for nurses has been arranged 
to start in 1924, In three countries, Red Cross nursing 
schools have been organized or reorganized with the help 
of this Division. 

The League Secretariat organized in 1921 three confer- 
ences at which experts from Eastern, Western, and Nor- 
thern European countries Dolpa ars! were enabled to 
exchange views and formulate principles of anti-venereal 
work, In 1923 the League was instrumental in securing 
the constitution of the Union Internationale contre le 
Péril Vénérien, and members of the League staff consti- 
tute the secretariat of this organization, as well as (since 
1922) the secretariat of the International Union for 
Combating Tuberculosis. The development of Child 
Welfare work in Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania, and particul- 
arly in Czecho-Slovakia and Roumania has been fostered 
by the League Secretariat, which has worked in close 
co-operation with the various agencies, both national 
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and(@reign, engaged in Child Welfare work throughout 
Eastern Europe. 

Thirty-seven Red Cross Societies, with the assistance of 
the Junior Red Cross Division in the League’s Secretariat, 
have organized, or are now organizing, Junior Sections 
for the purpose of “inculcating in the school children 
of their several countries the ideal of peace and the prac- 
tice of service, especially in relation to the care of their 
own health and that of others, the understanding and 
acceptance of human and civic responsibility, and the 
cultivation of a spirit of friendly helpfulness toward other 
children in all countries." Co-operative relations have 
been established with organizations interested in other 
children’s movements. 

In July 1923 the American Junior Red Cross incorpor- 
ated its European office with the Junior Red Cross 
Division of the League Secretariat, the latter accepting 
responsibility for the administration of the funds allocated 
by American Juniors for the purpose of furthering Junior 
organization in European countries. 

In the relief field, the League Secretariat has hitherto 
devoted its main efforts to assembling documentation 
with a view to the compilation of an international code 
of disaster relief problems and methods. The League 
Bye an important part in assisting the Red Cross 

ieties of Eastern Europe — notably the Polish, Czecho- 
Slovak and Serbo-Croato-Slovene Societies — to meet 
the epidemic crisis in 1920, when the possibility of a 
general extension of typhus fever throughout Europe 
gave rise to grave apprehensions ; and, in conjunction 
with the Comilé International de la Croix-Rouge, the League 
has assisted in co-ordinating the dispatch of relief to the 
victims of the famines in Russia in 1921 and in Germany 
and Albania in 1924, and of the earthquakes in Chili, 
Colombia, Costa-Rica, Ecuador, Japan and Persia in 1923, 
‘The Secretariat has also placed personnel at the disposal 
of the Mixed Commission for the exchange of populations 


between Greece and Turkey under the Treaty of Lausanne. 


The Mobilization of the Red Cross for 
Peacetime Work. ° 


The purposes of the League of Red Cross Societies are 
incontestably worth attaining. If the results already 
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secured appear to give reasonable promise of future @-. 


the essential means to this end is the enrolment under the 
banner of the Red Cross of all those who want a healthier 
and a better world, and are prepared to devote time, 
money or service to this purpose. The power of the great 
educational movement, for which the League of Red Cross 
Societies is working, represents the sum total of the strength 
of National Red Cross Societies, and thestrength of Nation- 
al Red Cross Societies depends upon the support which 
local Red Gross sections can command. A led Cross 
Society can attain its maximum effectiveness only when 
every citizen is a member of the local section of his 
National Red Cross Society, taking an enlightened interest 
in the humanitarian purposes tor which the Red Cross 
exists, and ready to give personal assistance in their 
realization.

fi have boen intending for some time to write 
you with reference to tne {nfian Schools in New Brunswick. 
understood from correspondence received from you last winter that 
Mr. Verrier, Superintendent of indian Schools, was anxious to have 
these schools enrolled in Junior Red Cross, and that that was one 
of hie main reasons for sending them the "Re? Cross Junior". 


With thie idea in mind I wrote to each of these 
echools last Spring, and sent some of our New Brunewick literature. 
I had replies from two. ‘the Teacher at Kingsclear, Mise Elisabeth 
Toner, was most interested, and wanted to etart the branch at once. 
I sent her compl=te inforration, and as I was visiting Fredericton, 
my annual visit to the Normal School, at that tive, I thought it 
worthwhile, as she seemed anxions for me to do so, to hire a taxi 
and drive out to her school, It cost six dollars, but I felt it was 
quite worth while as it meant the enrolling of that branch, 
spent about an hour in her school, and found the children and teacher 
most interested. Mise toner told me that their Parish Priest had 
been planning to come to the school, as he was some much interested, 
But he had a sick call and was unable to be present. I left with 
Mise Toner the Knrollment Form, and she promised to send it in the 
following week. It did not arrive so in June 1 wrote to her, and 
received this reply: 


"I received your letter today, sorry to have put you 
to the inconvenience, but I will not be able t» send in 
the Snrollment rorm, until [ hear from the Inspect or, 
Reverend F.C Ryan, as he said he would take the ~atter up 
with Mr. rerrier,"” 


The other teacher who replied to my letter 
wap Shakes Mary Isidore of the Maliseet Reservation. Sister 
wrote me: 


"Our fifty little Indian children are anxious to start 
@ branch, and we would like to fill out the Enrollment Form 
a8 soon as possible. No doubt it will be rather difficult 
for therm to keep all the rules, but with encourarerent on 
our part, which we are very desirous to give, we hope to make 
thie a success." 
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I immediately sent her the literature and 
Enrollment Form, but did not hear from her again. I 
auppose the difficulty ie the same as in the other case. 


The question has been bothering me for some time, 
but has been neglected, as there seem to have been so ~any 
other teachers anxious to take up the work, who required 
immediate attention. 


Now that I have a chance to check up a few of 
these cases, I ar wondering just what to do about these 
Indian Schools, in as much as fey. do not come under our 
Provincial School System. So I thought I would refer the 
matter to you.

culprit, Carelessness, who alone is responsible for most of 
our fires? Why not bring before the bar of this court the 
guilty one who causes these defendants to work havoc 
throughout the land? Without his evil influences they 
would merely be servants of humanity. 

Judge: The court is of the opinion that the point is 
well taken. Carelessness should be the defendant here 
and not these prisoners. Where is Carelessness, Mr. 
Crown Attorney? This court is of the opinion that you 
have been remiss in your duty in overlooking the arch 
criminal who causes the majority of all fires. (Court 
Officer walks over and hands a note to the Crown 
Attorney.) , 

Crown Attorney: Your Honor, I have been looking 
for Carelessness and I have just received word that he 
has been brought to court and is now in the ante-room. 

Judge: Have him brought in. (Carelessness repre- 
sented by a pupil in patched, dilapidated clothing, is 
hustled in roughly by the court officer who leads him 
before the judge, and into witness box where oath is 
administered.) 

Clerk: Do you promise that the evidence you shall 
give the court and jury sworn between our Sovereign the 
King, and the prisoner at the bar, shall be the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 

Carelessness: I do. 

Judge: The testimony that has been given in this 
court in the case of The King versus Fire, has indicated 
that you, Carelessness, are the culprit who should have 
been brought before the bar of justice. You are charged 
with having caused the loss of thousands of lives and the 
destruction of millions of dollars’ worth of property every 
year, What have you to say in defense? 

Carelessness: Nothing, Your Honor, except that I am 
an ingrained habit of the people. I begin with the 
youngest children and stay with them throughout their 
lives. I recognize danger, but I like to “take a chance.” 

Judge: That is an explanation, but not an excuse. I 
charge the Jury, on the evidence of all the other defend- 
ants and on his own admission, to find Carelessness 
guilty of the offence charged. (The Jury consult without 
leaving their seats, the Foreman rises.) e 

Foreman: We find him guilty, Your Honor. 

Judge: You heard the verdict. It is now my duty to 
sentence you in accordance with the dictates of justice. 
There can be no doubt as to your gui You have made 
it impossible for citizens and municipalities to live safely. 
You have killed thousands and devastated whole cities 
by your iniquity. You have filled the land with misery. 
You have undermined character, lowered efficiency, and 
retarded progress. Incarceration is too good for such as 
you. Instead you shall be labelled so that all men shall 
know you and shun your presence. You shall be an exile 
—a man without a country—unless some nation is so 
short-sighted as to take you in and call you her own. I 
banish you forever. Officer, take him away. (Officer exits 
with prisoner.) 

Judge: The court is adjourned.

Grandmother Frog and the Crab 

HERE was once an old Frog and she had a 

daughter who went by the name of Cinderella 

Frog, because she was ashen grey. When 
Spring came Mother Frog spun some green yarn, 
damped it and wound it up. Then she called the 
Crab to help her to thread the yarn on her loom 
in order to weave it into a coat. The Crab was in 
love with Cinderella, the daughter, and when it 
grew dark he mounted a grey horse, took a freshly 
baked cake under his arm and rode off to Mother 
Frog to ask the hand of her daughter.

E ARE accustomed to 

think of the Indian as a 

semi-wild man roaming 
through the northern wilds of 
Canada. This is far from the 
truth. Of the 100,000 Indians now 
in Canada the majority live on 
Government reservations and are 
looked after as the children of 
the Government. Our Indians 
wear the same kind of clothing 
as we do, except on festive oc- 
casions, when they don the very 
picturesque costumes seen in the 
photograph of Stony Indian 
Chiefs of Alberta.

Many of the Indians nowa- 
days are farmers and ranchers. 
Their children are educated in 
schools just as the white children 
are, while orphaned Indian chil- 
dren are looked after in special 
residential schools, Last year 
nearly $2,000,000 was set aside 
by the Dominion Government for 
educational purposes among the 
Indians. Their health also is 
carefully safeguarded, and, as a 
result, the Indians, who had been 
dying off from the ravages of 
tuberculosis and other diseases, 
are now increasing in numbers. 





School, the

The Indian, as a rule, is a good 
citizen. He is patient, honest, and 
fairly industrious. During the war 
he showed his citizenship in a 
striking way. Over 35 per cent. 
of the male Indians of fighting 
age enlisted voluntarily in the 
Canadian army. This number is 
as large as it is possible to get 
from any population. The Indian 
had no obligation in this war, for, 
as a ward of the Government, he 
could not be called upon for ac- 
tive service. He rapidly became a 
smart, well disciplined, first class 
soldier. About 4,000 Indians vol- 
unteered for active service and a 
large number of these received 
decorations and medals for con- 
spicuous bravery. They served 
mostly in fighting units, including 
the air force. One Indian trav- 
elled 3,000 miles to enlist and 
many tramped from the shores of 
the Arctic Ocean to serve “The 
Great White Mother.” On their 
return many of them were given 
public receptions. Quite a number 
died from tuberculosis contracted 
as a result of service in the field. 

In the Scugog group of thirty 
odd Indians there were only eight 
able-bodied men and these all 
volunteered for service and went 
overseas. In other tribes over 
60 per cent. volunteered, in some 
cases only two or three able-bod- 
ied men being left in the reserve. 
The pictures shown are Indians 
from one of the Plain Tribes. 
Most of these Plain Indians were 
great fighters. The Indian head

J. J. Oke, 
an outstanding Iroquois preach- 
er, who lives near Montreal, is a 
university graduate and a fine- 
looking man with the dark brown 
eyes of his race. In truth, through 
civilization, the Indian is rapidly 
becoming very similar to the 
white man. As the years go by 
the Indian in Canada is being 
held in ever higher esteem by 
the white man. 

The total estimated value of 
real and pers property of In- 
dians in Canada is $72,000,000, 
and the Government has Trust 
Funds on deposit for them to the 
amount of $12,000,000. Their es- 


great deal to steady the Indian 
and make him capable of com- 
peting with the white man. 
Though he is a ward of the Gov- 
ernment, he can now become a 
regular citizen by agreeing to 
take his share of the property 
that belongs to him and become 
independent like other citizens. 
Of course, it is difficult to induce 
some of the older Indians to give 
up all of their ancient customs. 
Many of them still act as guides 
and fishermen in the summer and 
as hunters in the winter time. 
Both women and men are excel- 
lent at handicrafts such as bead 
work and basket weaving, and 
earn money in this way. For years 
it has been against the law to sell 
liquor to an Indian, one of the 
best regulations ever suggested 
for helping to make him a suc- 
cessful citizen.

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SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OW 
INDIAN SCHOOLS 
ORGANIZED FOR JUNIOR RED CROSS. 


There are 14 Indian Schools in Canada enrolled as 

Junior Red Cross branches with a membership of 350. 

"The Canadian Red Cross Junior" goes to every Indian School 

in Canada. It is subscribed for by Mr. Ferrier, Superintendent 
of Indian Schools, Indian Department, Ottawa. 

According to reports received from the provincial 
divisions, the Indian Juniors are quite active, in selling 
Christmas Seals, Junior Magasines, home-made candy and 
sweet-hay baskets. Their contributions to the Crippled 
Children’s fund through these activities have been 
considerable. A few have prepared portfolios for exchange 
and others have made excellent exhibit material, such as 
sweet-hay baskets, bead-work, miniature canoes and wigwams. 
These examples of native art have been much appreciated 
wherever they have been exhibited, 

Undoubtedly through Junipr Red Cross good health 
habits have been established. The wife of one of the 
Principals of an Indian residential school in Alberta 
writes,~- “Until we tried Junior Red Cross we could not 
get the children to see any reason why they should clean 
their teeth and brush their hair, eto., but now we have no 
more trouble for each child now feels his own responsibility 
in these things. 

The following is a letter written by Mr. MacDonald, 


Principal of the Whycocomagh Indian School, Nove Scotia, 
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which explains what Junior Red Oroes hae done for his 
school,= 
“Received your letter of the 135th and 
I now gladly attempt to give you the required 
information. I am pleased to state that I 
consider the organisation and existence of this 
braneh of the Junior Red Cross, a real success, 
not only to my pupils; but likewise to the parents 
and home folks who are quick to practise the 
health habits of the children, when same are 
seen to be of advantage. 


As may be generally and truthfully

understood, the rules of sanitation were not strictly 


followed and carried out by the Indians, living 
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as they 414 in wigwame and feasting on whatever 
the day's hunting and fishing produced. The 


error was partly through ignorance and partly 
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through neglect and even to this day, some are 
inclined to consider the ancient manner of 
living superior to the presents but these ideas 
ere rapidly diminishing and without doubt the 
Junior Red Crosse is partly responsible. 

Many of our “white people” consider the 
average Indiam to be dull and stupid and devoid 
of the intelligence of modern life. This idea 
ie falee and without foundation or proof. The 


Indian of teday cannot be compared with the 
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Indian of yesterday and to consider then 
inferior to the average auman being is 
nothing short of degraded ignorance. They 
have their classes good and bad, like the 
“white people” and in many cases they could 
teach us lessons well worth learning. ‘The 
noted Canadian writer, George Pearson, while 
describing a visit to Nova Scotia, for the 
Regina Leader, commented on the snow white 
and clean appearance of the homes of the 
Whycocomagh Indians. 

The school children are examined by 
the Health Nurse of the Indian Department, 
quarterly, and are always found as followers 
of the "Rules of the Health Game” and from 
experience, I can truthfully say that the 
Junior Red Cross is largely responsible for the 
existing conditions, 

4 visit to our school will convince 
anyone that the Red Cross badge is not worn 
for its ornamental purpose only. You may not 
find the pupils attired in the height of fashion 
and the clothing of the rich; but you will 
find, boys and girls with clean bodies, who 
had a good breakfast of porridge and milk, who 
walked knee-deep in snow while coming to school

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bringing these conditions about, I give 
due and just credit to the Junior Red Crose 
and feel confident that in after school days, 
the health habits will not ve forgotten.”

"It was the occasion of the presentation of the Red Cross 
Flag to the; Wa-ka-tas-kat Juniors who had won it for this year, 
tying with the Juniors of the Huntingdon High School, this 
peing the Flag competed for by all the Groups in the counties 
of Beauharnois, Chateauguay and Huntingdon. The teachers, Miss 
MacNulty and Miss Morris, knew I was arriving some time during 
the week but owing to the fact that there are only two mails 
per week only had a two hours' notice of my arrival. Parents 
were hastily invited and quite a few men and women turned up 
at the meeting. I was met at the door by the teachers and six 
Juniors, the Guard of Honour to receive the Flag. There are 50 
Juniors in the school, all in Grades 1 to 5. The meeting was 
presided over by the President, a small boy, who called the 
meeting to order, announced the various items and asked for all 
the different reports from each officer and sommittee head in a 
most businesslike manner. These reports were clearly and well 
read. The Secretary called the roll and each Junior answered 
promptly and distinctly. I ought to say that the meeting opened 
with the Juniors’ Pledge, and closed with God Save the King and 
the presentation to me of some pretty Indian baskets. The pro- 
gramme, besides the above reports on magatine sale, committees, 
etc., consisted of my talk and presentation, a vote of thanks 
from Miss Macilulty, and the Tooth-Brush Song, sung with vim and 
action. Altogether the meeting was a great success, the Juniors 
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very bright and interested, quite thrilled with the exhibit of 
work done by other Juniors which I took out to show them. The 
school was so nice too, with flowers on the window sills.”

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MA-KA-7AS-KA? JUNIORS HAVE ACTIVE TEAR 


The Wa-Ka-Tas-Kat Juniors of the Indian Day Schoel at 
St. Regis, Quebec, have had a very active year as their excellent 
anmal report shows. 

The teacher. says that the gins in personal hygiene 
have deen remarkable, - especially in regard to cleanliness and 
ventilation. She reports that all the members look much healthier 
since they have established the habit of sleeping with open 
windows. Their idea of cleanliness has extended to their school 
and scheol grounds. 

On Arbor Day, the Wa-Ka-Tas-Kat Juniors cleaned their 
school and school grounds, sprayed the wet spete with o11 to keep 
down the moxquitees, sowed flower seeds in garden plets and window 
Dozes and planted 23 maple trees. 

Thies year they have started a campaign for pretecting 
dirds’ nests and nestlings. 

The teacher writes that the Juniors were devoted to 
their sick this year. They took all sorte of dainties te the 
shut-ins in the village and sent boxes to hospital patients in 
Cornwall. They made themselves very helpful in homes where the 
mothers were sick by minding children, washing dishes, sweeping, 
carrying water and woed, making fires and other useful jobs.

32 of 57-58 Vic., 
but are to be put in force by any agent only 
after being authorized by the Department of 
Indian Affairs.

PRESENT : 


HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
IN COUNCIL, 


His Excellency, in virtue of the powers con- 
ferred upon him by sections 137 and 138, 
which are added to the Indian Act by section 
eleven of chapter 32 of the Acts 57:58 Victoria, 


and by and with the advice of the Queen’s Privy 
Council for Canada, is pleased to make the fol- 
lowing regulations :-— 


1. All Indian children between the ages of 
seven and sixteen shall attend a day school on 
the reserve on which they reside for the full term 
during which the school is open each year, un- 
less excused for the reasons hereinafter men- 
tioned. 


2. Any person who receives into his house a 
child of any other person between the aforesaid 
ages, and which child is resident with him, or in 
his care or employment, shall be deemed thereby 
to be subject to the same duty with respect to the 


education of such child during such residence, 
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as a parent, and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against as in the case of a parent, if he should fail 
to cause such child to be educated to the extent 
required of a parent under these regulations ; 
but the duty of the parent under these regula- 
tions shall not thereby be affected or diminished, 
and shall continue in full force. 


3. No parent, guardian or other person shall 
be liable to any of the penalties of these regula- 
tions in respect of any child— 


(a.) If the child is under efficient instruc: 
tion ; 

(b.) If the child is unable to attend school 
by reason of sickness or other un- 
avoidable cause ; 


(c.) If there is no school within two miles, 
measured by the nearest road from 
such child's residence, if such child 
is under ten years of age, or within 

* three miles, if over this age ; 

(d.) If the child has been excused, as here- 
inafter provided, from attending 
school ; 

(e.) If the child has passed the entrance ex: 
amination for high schools. 


4. Where, in the opinion of any Indian Agent, 
or of any teacher authorized by such agent to 
issue such certificate as is hereinafter referred to, 
the services of such child are required in hus- 
bandry or in urgent and necessary household 
duties, or for the necessary maintenance of such 
child, or of some person dependent upon such 
child, such Indian Agent or teacher may, by cet- 
tificate setting forth the reasons therefor, relieve 
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such child from attendance at school for any 
period not exceeding two weeks, during each of 
the four school terms or quarters. 


5. Indian Agents may appoint one or more 
persons to act as truant officers on each reserve 
for the enforcement of these regulations, and 
stich truant officers shall, for the purposes of 
these regulations, be vested with police powers, 
and shall perform such services as shall be 
deemed necessary by the Indian Agents by 
whom they are appointed for the enforcement 
of these regulations. 


6. It shall be the duty of truant officers ap- 
pointed under these regulations to examine into 
all cases of non-attendance at school which may 
be brought to their notice, to notify the parent, 
guardian or other person having the charge or 
control of any child between seven and sixteen 
years of age when such child is not attending 
school, and to require such parent, guardian or 
other person to cause the child to attend some 
school within three days. 


7. If the parent, guardian or other person hav- 
ing the legal charge or control of any child, 
shall neglect or refuse to cause such child to 
attend some school after being notified as herein 
required (unless such child has been excused 
from such attendance as provided by these regu- 
Jations) the truant officer shall make, or cause to 
be made, a complaint against such parent, guard- 
ian or other person, before any Justice of the 
Peace having jurisdiction in the county or dis- 
trict in which the offence occurred, or before the 
Indian Agent for the locality ; and upon convic- 
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tion of such refusal or neglect, stich parent, 
guardian or other person, shall be liable to a fine 
of not more than two dollars, or imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding ten days, or both. 


8. For the purposes of section 1 38, which is 
added to the Indian Act by section 11 of chapter 
32, 57-58 Victoria, the following schools are de- 
clared to be industrials schools :—Mount Elgin 
Institute, at Muncey ; Mohawk Institute, at 
Brantford ; Shingwauk and Wawanosh Homes, 
at Sault Ste. Marie ; Wikwemikong Industrial 
School, at Wikwemikong—all in the Province 
of Ontario; Brandon Industrial School, at 
Brandon Boniface Industrial School, at St. 
Boniface ; Rupert's Land Industrial School, at 
Middle Church ; Washakada Home, at Elkhorn 
—all in the Province of Manitoba ; McDougall 
Orphanage, at Morley ; Battleford Industrial 
School, at Battleford ; St. Joseph's Industrial 
School, at High River ; Regina Industrial 
School, at Regina; Ou'Appelle Industrial 
School, at Qu’Appelle ; Red Deer Industrial 
School, at Red Deer; St. Albert Industrial 
School, in the Edmonton Agency ; Emmanuel 
Training School, at Prince Albert—all in the 
North-west Territorie: uper Island Industrial

In reply to your letter of the 16th inst. No. 

2118820 submitting proposed regulations relating to the 
education of Indian okildren, I have the honour to 
state that I have made some suggested alterations in the 
proposed regulations and in addition to that I would 
point out that the statute fixes the age at which ahildren 
may be Kept in the schools at eighteen, and I do not 
think that the proposed portion of regulation No. 9 which 
allows them to be kept as pupils under special circunstan 
eee to twenty-one years of age can legally be made. In 
regulation No. & there is a provision that truant officers 
shall be vested with police powers. This I notice is 
@ repetition of an 01d regulation. It eppears to me 
however that the provision is very indefinite and 
probably ultra vires. If it is desireble that the 
truant officers should have the powers of a constable they 
should I think be appointed constables under the Dominion 
Police Act. Papers returned.

Memorandum 
for Mr. Oliver 


The memorandum to council herewith relating to 
the education of Indian children has been prepared for 
the following reasons, 

The printed supply of the regulations now in 
force is exhausted and the regulations need amendment in 


the following sections:- 
(1) Where it is stated that all Indian children 


between the ages of 7 and 16 shali attend a day school 
is changed to 6 and 15 to agree with the ages fixed in

sub-section F of sections 98 and 194 of the Indian Act. 
(2) The words * Indian or other" and "an Indian" 
have been inserted in the first and secénd lines for the 
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sake of clearness. 
(5) This section relates to the appointment 
of truant officers, In the old regulations there is 
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provision that truant officers should be invested with 
police powers, This provision is very indefinite and 
probably ultra vires. For this reason the duties of the 
truant officer have been clearly defined in the amended 
regulations, 

(6) age limit changea from 7 to 16 to 6 to 15,

I veg to acknowledge the receipt of copy of 
resolution No. 46, pussed by the General sourd of Missions 
of the Methodist Church at its meeting on October 6th, hav- 
ing reference to the question of compulsory education anong 
the Indians of Canada. 
I wish first to refer to the figures quoted ih 

the resolution with respeat to enrolment and attendances 
Leaving out of consideration the most remote portions of 
she Provi ces of (uebnec, Manitova, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia, «is well as the North West Territories, 
inhabited only by the Indians who follow the hunt exclusively 
for a livelihood, our list statistics (1915) show a 
population of sciool age, 6 to 15 years of age, Of approximtely 
16,5473 of these 11,504 pupils ure enrolled either at day 
or residential schools, «ni the uverage attendance for the past 
fiscal year was 7,474. This aonstitutes 63.52 % of the 
enrolment, which is a better showing than the average attendanee 
in the rural schools of the Province of Ontario as shown by 
their returns for the year 1916. Of course, I am aware that the 
steady attendance at the residential schools is a fustor in 
effecting this very favourable comparison. We have provision 

the enforced attendance of Indian children at our day schools 
and an honest effort is mde by the Department,through ite 
officials, to mike these r-gulations effective. ‘There are re=- 
nerves, however, where, Oving to the scattered location of the 


Rev. Ge We Barker, 
Seoretary of the General Boar! of Missions 
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Indians, it is almost impossible to enforee anything like 

regular attendance at schools, especially during the winter 
months. Where, however, conditions are at all favourable, 

‘he Department is anxious and willing to mike a special endeavour 
to produce better results. 

So fur as the residential schools are concerned, 
tem statutes give us no power to enforce the compulsory enrol- 
ment of Indian children; even if the system were considered to 
be in the best interests of the Indian children, it is doubte 
ful whether Parliament would grant to the Department the 
absolute power of taking children from their parents without 
their consent. As you are aware, the Department now has the 
power to place in industrial or boarding schools children liv— 
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ing in an unwhoOlesome environment, or those whose parents 
neglect to send them to school when suoh facilities are in 


CANADA 


existence, 
I also think this an opportune time to mke 


reference to thee .cher himself as a fuctor of the greatest 
importance in attaining the end your .ocemmittee has in view. 
So far as day schools are concerned, I hive observed that 
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the best attendance and ultimte results are secured only by 
those te.chers who are competent to arouse and retain the 
interests of purents and pupils. I realize the difficulty of 
obtaining the service of persons of the required temperament 
and adaptability to take charge of schools in districts so 
isolated as our reserves in many cases unfortunately are. It 
will be aimitted, however, that the efforts of officials of this 
Department would be of little avail unless the teachers are 
able to hold the interest of the children. Any system which 
depends solely upon the enforcement of stringent legislation 
for results mst of necessity eventually fail. 


+ 
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T have in mind inWividual schools in the 
Provinoe of Ontario which are second to no white schools 
in their respeotive districts, and in each instance I 
attribute the success of thess schools primarigy to the 
personality of the teachers. This type of teacher is un= 
fortunately very rare. 

At the same time I appreoiate the necesssity 
of the co-operation of our Indian Agents and other officials, 
and will be pleased to do what I oan to inorease their interest 
in the education of the children under their imuediate care,

before your committee with reference to Agencies in which 
our officials are not making such effort as they should to 
enforce the attendance of Indian pupils.

made in pursuance of the Sections. I have extracted the 
Clauses which we propose to repeal, and send a copy ef 
the Regulations which were passed by His Excellency in 
Council on the 6th day of August, 1908. These clauses 
empower the Gevernor in Council to make regulations to 
seoure the compulsory education of children at day 
schools, and their commitmen* to residential schools in 
certain circumstances. 

A short time ago I attempted to re-draft the 
Regulations for the purpose of carrying out the purpose 
of the new amendment, namely, a true system of compulsory 
education for every Indian child at both classes of schools, 
day and residential, but it was found that, under the 
Act, the Governor in Council would not have the power to 
pass them. I would, therefore, prepose te cancel the 
Clauses of the Act and of the Regulations, and to obtain 
legislative authority for a true system of compulsory ed- 
ucation, affecting every Indian child, and both classes 
of schools. 

You may not think it necessary or advisable to 
cancel the Regulations by statute, as they may quite as 
effectively be cancelled by Order in Council. The 
Justice Department say that the proposed course is un- 
usual, but not impreper. I am inclined to favour the 
omission of any reference to the Regulations in the Bill, 
and to cancel them by Order in Council when the statute 
becomes operative. 
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It ie self-evident that there is little use in 
having schools without pupils, and, except in so far as 
the Regulations provide otherwise, it rests, at present, 
with the Indians whether their children shall be sent to 
school or not. Indian educaters ani the officials of 
the Department have been under the necessity of securing 
attendance by various methods, by moral euasion, by veil« 
@4 compulsion, which has no force back of it, even by 
Special inducements, which were in the nature of payments 
or favours shown to the parents. 

Each Indian child who is now in residence at a 
voarting or industrial school is placed there with the 
Gonsent of the parents, given in writing, and, after have 
ing once obtained a child, it has been a constant struggle 
to retain it for the required term, as the parents are 
largely governed by whim, and attempt, for all sorte of 
specious reasons, to withdraw their children, and inter- 
Fupt the course of their education. Theré is a con- 
tinuous effort to keep our schools full, but they are not 
now filled, and there is at present me way of overcoming 
the indifference of the parents. 

While the proposed legislation is drastic, it 
Gives the Department control, removes from the Indian 
parent the responsibility for the care and education of 
his child, and the best interests of the Indians are pro- 
moted and fully protected. The clauses apply to every 
Indian child over the age of 7 and unter the age of 15. 

Tf @ day school ia in effective operation, as 
is the case on many of the reserves in the Zastern pro- 
vinoes, there will be no interruption of such parental 
Sway as exists. Where a day school cannot be properly 
operated, the child must be taken to an industrial or 
boarding school. All such schools are open to inspeo- 
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and must be conducted according to a standard already in 
existence; they must be conducted under contract. A reg- 
ular summer vacation is provided for, and the transport- 
ation expenses of the children are paid by the Depart- 
ment, which latter clause will,I think, go far to remove 
the present objection to education at residential 
Schools. It has always been advanced as a hardship that 
parents and children are separated for years without the 
possibility of any reunion, and that the child grows away 
from the life of the reserve, and the observation and 
affection of the parent, and that, when he is discharged 
from the school, he is an alien in his own home. 

There are objections to an annual summer vaca- 
tion from our point of view, but, with the power given us 
by the proposed amendment te control the movements of 
pupils, it will be rehatively easy to provide for their 
return, and I think the proposal will do mich to popularize 
education at residential schools. 

Consideration is shown by the proposed chang- 
es, and,I think,rightly so, to the various religious 
denominations, who have, since the earliest days, devoted 
themselves to the cause of Indian education. All our 
Fesidential schools are conducted by these denominations, 
and the evangelisation and education of the Indian are 
carried on side by side. 

A fair proportion of the expenditure on the 
maintenance of these schools is provided by the Churches, 
and, in the past, the greater share of the responsibility 
for reoruiting pupile has fallen upon their shoulders; it 
is found to be onerous. Their sealous co-operation with 
the Department, and the generosity which is shown in the 
provision of funds, entitle them to the support and 
assistance which a compulsory system of education will 
provide. 
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As our Indian boarding schools in the province 
of Ontarie are well filled, and, for the most part, have 
waiting lists, we shall not require to inveke the clauses 
frequently in these parte. In the three Vester pre- 
vinces, Kanitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, day schools 
are @ failure, and it 1s proposed to close them,and te 
substitute education at residential schools. This wiil 
involve the establishment of some new institutions, but 
1% 18 proposed to use the Trust Funds of the Indians, as 
far as possible, for Capital expenditure, as we are en 
abled to do under the present statute without the consent 
of the fndians. ‘These remarks apply to British Colum 
dia. ‘The Indians of this province are not in possession 
of large Trust Funds, and cannot, therefore, contribute, 
but the obligation to provide buildings is not heavy, and 
can be gradually assumed and discharged. 

: As an answer to an argument which might be 
Taised against the invasion of the rights of the parents 
over the children, it should be pointed out that all in- 
diene are wards of the Crown, and the western treaties 
all provide for education as part of the compensation for 
the cession of the Indian title. As this proviso was 
inserted at the request of the Indians, and altogether in 
their interests, it follows that they have certain res- 
ponsidilities, and met produce their children to be ed-. 
ucated.

: SP eore the war broke out we had a most progressive 
polioy with reference to the re-building of schools 
whioh had become delapidated and the building of new 
gohoole throughout the country.

That, 
of course seems kuxks going very far, but 4 may say that the 
Bill hardly applies to astern Canada at all in any of ites 
provisions, elthough it exéande to all parte of Caneda, 
to Eastern Canada, a6 well as in the West. But our 
residential schools in the Bast are practically full, 
we have waiting lists, none of them can accommodate any 
more pupils, and the compulsory clause almost entirely 
affecta the Western part of the Dominion, although it 
may effect certain cases in the Eest when at least we 
have an Indian abusing or neglecting his ohilad. 
In the Weat we have a great Qeal of diffioulty in getting 
childrefi to school. I may say that our school 
system is somewhat peouliar in that the churches co- 
operate with us in the work of education, and I have 
glways been in favour of that because of the success which 
hes attended the work and which ei due in ea great measure 
to the co-operation of the churches. In 1910, when Mre 
Oliver was Minister, he took @ very enlightened view of 
education and he called all heads of different denominations 
the Anglicans, the Roman Catholic, the Methodist and 
the Presbyterians, to Ottawa, and they had a conference 
and there has been a decided improvement as a result. 
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fhe churches are conducting boarding schools, under ®

yt Contract system, the Government consenting to an increase 
in the per capite grant which I may sey is not now sufficient 
the cost of living has so increased, but the churches 
loyally made up the deficiency out of their own pockets. 
That is the church is a partner to a very great extent, 
and I should say that about one third of the funds for 
required for Indian education are provided by the churches. 
At that time Mr. Oliver agreed to spend a certain amount 
every year in the ereotion of new buildings, as well as 
inereasing the per capita grant, and this policy was 
continued by the Borden Government and Parliament 
was very generous in its appropriations until the war 
broke out. The difficulty in the West is with khe 
almost savage people we have there, to get them to 
realize the benefit of education and to send their 
children volunterily. Now the educators who are con- 
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ducting these schools have resorted to all sorts of 
means to get these children to attend. I will not sey 
that they have resorted to bribery, that is not the 
proper term to use, but thoy have really paid to have 
the children brought to sohool, and the difficulty is 
to keep them wavehtaey get there, because just 

as soon as the child enters the school the parents 
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want to take it out for some reason or other, either 
because of supposed sickness or somebody has died, 

and they want to get the children out of school. 

The Bill is to give us control of that and we have 
endeavoured to take the sting out of the separation of 
the child from its parents and the breaking up of the 

home life; the Indiang parents are very fond of their 
ehildren. There has always been every effort made and 
opportunity taken to study their character - I am speaking 
of the Tribes in the West now, not of those in the Esat, 
because they deel with their children the same as we do. I have 
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He 5 36 
endeavoured to mitigate the separation as much as possible 
? by providing that there shall be & holiday every year, 
and thet the Department shall pay the empehses of sending 
their children home and bringing them beck so that the 
Indian perente will te assured of seeing their children 
running around the Tepee for a month or six weeks every 
summer ablleast. I am very doubtful whether that is a 
benefit to the childzmm because if we teke the children 
from the vermin ridden shack with lice, bed-buge and 
vermin of ell kinds, end bring them to the schools, 
clean them and clothe them, and give them the benefit 
of nourishing food and then sent them back to the place 
whence they came - that does not apply or course to all 
cases - it does not éend to improve them in regard to 
the education of the childten. To point to the benefit 
of the policy of the Department I mayfthat not more 
than 25 years ago we were practically feeding the Indians 
of the West, after the disappearance of the buffelo, 
Canade took up the obligation of feeding these people and 
keeping them alive. To-day we see hardly one-tenth of 
the gratuitous feeding in the Northwest Territeéries, the 
Indians are practically self-supporting on account of our 
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policy. I have brought pictures here of schools. When 

I took charge of the schools I made up my mind that they 
would be considered only from the point of view of the 
publio interest and not from the standpoint that anything 
wes good enough for the Indians. That was the trouble 
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in the 01d days, the Department put up cheap places 
which very soon became dolepitated and filled with 
tuberculosis germs so that they were unfit for the 
purposes for which they were erected. The institutions 
we have ereoted in recent years have been such that any 
member of the community can go into them and be proud of 
them, and the plans we have drawn and the schools we have 
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put up since that time for the Indian children are such 
I have prought 


as we have put up in Portege Le Prairie.

It seems to me that it 
ought to be inserted there hat the Indians should be 
consulted. 

Me. Scott: That is all folly. Of course 
the Indians know what the regulations are, and if 
they want to have them changed they can ask for it, 
and if it is reasonable the change will be made,, 
put by restricting the Department to eensulting the 
Indians as to what should be done, in that case we 
will never get anything done at all.

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Big to the f00% thet the people are itving 
an the reserves are scattered end it has been almost 
imposeible to get the children to school. ‘There 
have deen o number of ettempte meade to get the 
children st the ordinary dey sehcele, and new they are 
tfaing to the industrial schools as a remédy. ‘There are, 
ae I understand 1%, different conditions in the West te 
these which eziest in the Eset. The Indian there have not 
maa the privileges and the oppertunities for advemvenent 
whicdh you have hed in the Rest and it has been found 
by experience that there must be sane method of compelling 
them to send their children te school. It would be use- 
less to attempt to get the parents in the West to send 
their ohildren to the industrial school. You might 
talk to them for om hour trying to persuade them without 
@acceas, and wnat are you ming to do about it? Yeu 
must have eae compulsory lew. 

MWrl Hill: Our people ere an advanced people, 
and they are dissatisfied with the system of education 
we have on the reserve, and it seems to me that if this 
Committee would meke such provisions that we could be 
given an oppertunity under the law to run our om 
@chools in such & Way £8 will meet the desires of the 
people. 

The Acting Chairman: Will you take a note of 
thet suggestion, Ww. Scott?

T have been absent on a visit to the Pacific Coast, 
or I should have written to you at an earlier date on a matter 
which I consider of vital importance to the future of the 
Indian wards of the Dominion Government. 

I have followed with the greatest interest the pro=- 
posed amendments to the Indian Act now before Parliament, and 
have noticed with great regret various reports in the daily 
press which seem to indicate the development of considerable 
Opposition to the same. 

This opposition I believe to be largely “manufactured” 
and te be of a nature which,if allowed to prevail, will hamper 
or frustrate the most farereaching and promising scheme of reo 
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form for the benefit of the Indians which has ever been present- 
ed for the consideration of Parliament. 
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e I refer, especially, to the propesal to make 
© ne the education of Indian children, and to secure the 
same through the agencies of boarding schools. 

As you are aware I have been carrying on, pere 
sonally, for some years a series of wide investigations inte 
the whole subject. In these investigations I have gone as far 
North as Fort MacPherson, Peel River, Mackensie River Delta, 

I began those investigations as a doubter in, 
4f not an oppenent of, the boarding school system, The facts 
I have encountered have converted me int’ an earnest adherent 
of that system, as the only system which holds within it the 
possibility of a solution, within reasonable limits of time, 
of the whole problem of Indian education and, therefore, of 
the solution of the ultimate problem of Indian enfranchise- 
ment and citizenship. 
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I may mention one fact as indicative of the 
type of evidence which has weighed with me in preducing in 
my mind the change from the position of a “doubter"® to that 
ef a convinced supporter of the boarding school system: every- 
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where I went I found a concensus of opinion te the effect that 
the children of ex-pupils, taken as a whole, were of a dis- 
tinotly higher type in mental and moral receptivity and capac- 
ities, than were the children of Indian parents who had not 
received the benefits of such education, 

The boarding school system, I repeat, presents 
in my judgement the only satisfactory solution of the prebdlem, 
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Eh seupies with compulsery education that system should be, and 
can be I believe, made the efficient instrument for the bringing 
about of the great end which every well-wisher of the Indian 
wards of the nation must have at heart, i.e. the progressive 
raising of the whole Indian people from the depressed position 
of wards, to the higher position of self-respecting, self- 
supporting, intelligent, well-educated citizens of the Dominion. 
Please pardon this free expression of ny convictions on the

The present oducational clauses of the Indian Act 
provide that the Governor General in Cowneil may pass regu= 
lations for  oompulsory attendance at sohoola, ami regue 
lations were passed by the Governor General in Counoil in 1908 
which new govern, The powrers conferred by the Act have been 
held by the law officers to deal simply with day schools, and 
it is held that there is no power to provide for the compulsory 
attendance of Indians at boarding or industrial sonools. 

The regulations provide for the comuitment of an Indian ohila - 
to an industrial or boarding sonool when the ohild is not 
attending the looal day school, 

The previsions of the amendment give the superintendent 
General power to compel the attendance of Indian ohildren at 
day schools and st residential nonhoole, and their revidence 
@t the latter for definite periods, The provisions for 
compulsory attendance at day schools will be operative generally 
throughout the Dominion wherever day sohoole are coniucted. 

The provisions with reference to compulsory attendance at 
residential soheols will be almost wholly confine to the 
Provinoes of Manitoba, Saskatohewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia, The clauses may ecoasionally be invoked in 

Ontario and the eastern provinces for the protection of neglected 
ohildren or ohildren who require restraint. m 

The experience of the Department and those interested 
in Indian education, extending over a period of thirty years, 
has convineed them that in the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia ‘ay schools have failed to be a suonessful factor 
in educating and olviigsing the Indians. The causes oon 
tributery to this failure are the difficulties of securing

are wually large, and the Indien habitations are sonttered far 
and wide within the boundaries of the reserves. The Iniians 
are not collected into village comnmities. The children, 
therefore, have to come fairly long distances to school. Im 
many of the lecalities, the Indians are still muting Indians, 
ani when they leave for the hunting grounds in the late sweer, 
they nave of necessity to take with them their fasilies, the 
Department endeavoured for a time to overceme these diffi- 
oulties by providing conveyance to and from the soheol, and 
attempted also to increaso the attendance by providing & warn 
mid-day meal for the pupile. The result of these efforts 
wan merely to increase the cost of the sohoolsvithout materially 
inoreasing their efficiency. \ 
The attached statement will sive some idea of the 
unsatisfactory nature of the service at Indian day sohools, 
The difrimities of maintaining a constant maiber of 
pupils in residence in boarding and industrial soncole has 
been equally great. The difficulty hes arisen from different 
causes, vut hae been in eur experience equal to the obstacles 
@esorived in dealing vith the day soheol attendance, Owing to 
tho apathy of Indians ~ho have not progressed very far from the 
aboriginal state, it has beon difficult to get their support 
for this class of echool, and the Prinoipals of the schools 
and the Indian Agents, without any compulsory power, find it 
aiffiqult to maintain constant attendance. Uniform and 
constant attendance is the very life-blood of the school, 
because the financial eid conferred by the Government depends 
on the number of pupils in residence. We are subject to 
the caprice of the Indian parenta,. 
3t has been proved conclusively after thirty years’ 
experience that the only real progress ie made by the Indians 
whe have been edusated in residential schools, where they have 


the benerit ef agricultural treining and training in deneatio 
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enploynents. ; 
. 30 is, therefore, proposed te consider the class 
Of residential vohcels as the best system fer the prairie 

' provinces and British Columbia, and to develop that system as 
far as pessible consistent with the funds from time to tine 
placed at the disposal of the Departm nt by Parliament. 

It 48 propesed also to wee the available funds of the Indians 
for their ewn education. It is proposed to close day schools 
wheee weefulness is nil, and to gradually establish a 
Teeidential school system whioh will accommedate the healthy 
oniidren ef school age throughout these provinces.

<SINDIAN DAY SCHOOL REGULATIONS 


FOR THE GUIDANCE OF INSPECTORS, INDIAN AGENTS, AND TEACHERS 





All Indian schools shall be kept open for not less than 200 days in each year. 


Schools shall be opened after the summer holidays on September 1, unless this date 
should be Labour Day, and shall close for Christmas holidays on December 22. 


‘The winter term will commence on January 3, and end on June 80 in each year. 


The following holidays will be allowed during the year :—All Saturdays, Labour Day, 
all local, municipal, Dominion or Provincial, public fast or thankegiving days, the King’s 
Birthday, Good Friday, Easter Monday, the remainder of the week following Easter 
Monday and Victoria Day. 


In addition to the above, the Roman Catholic schools will be allowed as holidays a 
limited number of holy days of obligation, not exceeding five in all, which will be accounted 
as teaching days and for which payment of salary will be allowed. 


Where in the interest of the school work such action may be desirable, the holidays 
allowed during the summer (two months) may, upon the recommendation of the local 
Agent, be taken at some other time of the year ; but no change is to be made without the 


exprees approval of the Department. 


The morning session shall be from ) a.m. to 12 noon, and the afternoon session from 
1 p.m, to 4 p.m., with a recess during each session of not leas than 15 and not more than 
20 minutes. 


In computing salaries for broken periods, teachers will be paid in the proportion that 
the number of days they taught bears to the total number of teaching days in the year. 


Salaries of teachers will be payable quarterly upon receipt of returns; but where a 
teacher is engaged to take charge of a school, duties to commence after the summer 
holidays, payment for the September quarter will be made as provided for in the case of 
broken periuds in the previous paragraph ; and at the end of the year, or when services 
expire if before the end of a year, the necessary adjustment will be be made and all arrears, 
if any, paid. 


All teachers will be required to give at least one month’s notice of their intention to 
resign.

In reply I have to say that the word "designated" 
must be construed in keeping with the general sense of the 
Section. The narrow construction that has been placed upon 
this word by the accused would imply that the Superintendent 
General to comply with the Act would have to write a personal 
letter to the parents of all the Indian children in the 
Dominion of Canada. Surely no one would seriously uphold 
such a contention. The word "designated" in the Section has 
@ general and a particular significance. Where a school is 
equipped and maintained on a reserve by the Superintendent 
General for the education of the children residing on such 
reserve, as in the case of the Penticton school, that is a 
general designation by the Superintendent General of that 
school for the attendance of such children. If a child is 
taken away from its home and sent to some other school, on 
the instructions of the Superintendent General, that would be 
@ particular designation of the school which such chi}d would 
be obliged to attend. That is the intention of the Act and 
the interpretation which has always been placed upon it.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to report that I am having a little 
difficulty in getting certain pupils of the Ashcroft 
Band to return to St. George's Indian Residential 
School at Lytton. Some claim that they are over age. 


Upon looking up the Indian Act, Section 10, 
1927, I find that children from seven to fifteen years 
of age are to attend school. Rev. A.R. Lett, Principal 
of the above mentioned school, writes as follows:- 


“When in the Hast, I took up the question 
“of age of children leaving school, and 
“they revised the Act to read "...at the 
“discretion of the Agent...." They made 
“this very clear to me, and you need not 
“heSitate in returning those children whom 
“you feel should be in school, or where, 
"except in extreme cases they are needed at 
“home, up to the age of eighteen years old. 
"You can, without hesitancy, compel children 
“to attend school until their eighteenth 
“birthday according to the Act as it now reads." 
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I have no authority of this nature. If there 
have been any amendments made to the Act or Regulations 
passed, a copy of such has not been forwarded to me, and 
the Department will realize that, unless Agents are sup- 
plied with information on any changes that may be made 
in the Act, it cannot be properly administered. If there 
have been any changes, please advise at the earliest 
possible date.

After having thought over the situation carefully 
and discussed it with other inspectors visiting Indian schools, 
it is my considered opinion that there can be little hope of 
Indian day schools ever being anything like as efficient and 
useful as the expenditure and care lavished upon them by the 
Department would seem to merit, unless there is a complete 
change in policy in regard to the enforcing of attendance. 


It was something of a shock to me to be told by a 
missionary (one who had done much for Indian schools) that, in 
his experience, Indian children or young people getting into 
trouble were almost invariably the product of the Indian school. 
Since then, I have spoken to many different kinds of people, 
trappers, teachers of experience, railway men, store-keepers 
and missionaries (both priests and nuns) and find it a 
generally prevalent opinion that there is a growing disregard 
for law on the part of the Indian, very much like the contempt 
for law said to have arisen in the United States from non- 
enforcing of the liquor laws, and that this disregard for the 
law has much the same kind of foundation, viz., the ability of 
the Indian to "get away" with things. 


One of these things, undoubtedly, is the keeping of 
ehildren from school. The Indian parent knows that he is ex- 
pected to send his child to school, but he keeps him at home or 
takes him away fishing -------- and nothing happens. ‘he child 
knows that he should be at school, but he stays away, with the 
same result. One Indian Agent told me that a parent had told 
him that his boy did not want to go to school and that he was 
not going to send him, and that the agent could do just whatever 
he felt good and pleased to do. I asked the agent what he had 
done about it and was told....NOTHING, The child was not at 
school when I visited it and occupied his time in coaxing other 
boys to play truant. 


What he needed in the worst way was a sound whipping in 
order to show him that the law was not be be trifled with. (I hope 
that I shall not be asked for further particulars re this case. 
The Inspector would not want to be a spy and even less an informer, 
Moreover the incident is by no means an isolated one.) It cannot 
pe denied, I think, that education increases ones potentialities 
either for good or bad and that the educated "crook" is the one 
concerning whom the police are most sprechesst vee If we are going 
to increase the Indians' scope of action without seeing that he ha 
a wholesome respect for authority, are we doing him a kindness or 
are we doing more harm than good? May I also repeat what I have 
said often before, that the use of double-seats in Indian schools 
is tending to make of the Indian child an accomplished cheat. 
There are obstacles to be met with in the administration of 
ppdian schools that are zeally diffictlt to overcome, but surely 

se two are not in that category.

In reply I beg to say that we have 
our own regulations pertaining to the attend- 
ance of children at school embodied in the 
Indian Act, but these apply only to Indians 
living on their reserves. Indians living 
off their reserves are subject to the pro- 
vincial laws, just as any other resident. 
Where Indian children, not resident on a 
reserve, attend white schools, the provincial 
compulsory attendance law would be applicable 
in their case.

possible considering the amount of religious knowledge and 
training concerned. In so far as they are used by Catholic 


children I imagine the volcabulary aifficulties would be of 
no consequence, 
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A valuable part of the work is the amount of activity 
Suggested. Rousseau aptly said, "Keflect that the stucent 
will learn mare by one hour of manual labour than he will re- 
tain by a whole day's verbal instruction." While I believe 
that such things as comprehension tests, and correlated work 
belong to the sphere of the Work Book, yet in the case of 
Supplementary readers it is well that such things be included.

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INTRODUCTION 


‘The library of every school or class-room should contain a variety of books sufficient 
to enable each pupil in each Form to find throughout the school year a constant supply of 
interesting books new to him. The courses of study require that ubject of supple- 
mentary reading receive attention in class, and at seats in all the grades. “The material 
in the School Readers should be supplemented in each Form by a wide range of good 
books adapted to the interests and capacities of the pupils. Sets of books sufficient in 
number for class use should, where possible, be provided in the school library.”-—Courses 
of Study, 1924, page 9. 


Teachers and boards are urged to see to it that the lef Ae! made a very im- 
portant part of the school equipment, and that it is fully used the pupils for seat 
work and for home reading. 


The pupils of the lowest classes should have good stories read to them in school 
and at home, in order that their curiosity and interest in books should be aroused 
sufficiently to urge them to read for pleasure. Then their own reading, with proper 

iidance, will develop a taste for what ie gees and they will, without much direction, 
le very expressive readers. This wider reading will result in improving the 
pupils in composition, both oral and written. 


For the beginners, nursery rhyme and other picture books with a small amount of 
text are the best. Those with well-coloured pictures which tell the story should be 
selected, For example, Old Mother Hubbard, with a picture for each stanza, is a fine 
book for children before they are able to read very well. Illustrated books should be 
chosen wherever possible. 


Each school library should receive an annual addition in order that it may contain 
copies of the most recent good books, A careful invent should be made by the 
teacher and inspector each year, so that worn out and useless material may be dis- 
carded, One copy of this list should be filed in each school.

HOME-MADE FROZEN DESSERTS 


What is more appetizing on a warm summer day than a dish of good ice 
cream? More and more of this dairy product is now being used and it has 
virtually passed out of the luxury class of foods, being served as a dessert at 
hotels, restaurants and homes at all seasons of the year. Like all dairy products, 
ice cfeam is a real food, easily digested, palatable, and containing all the nutritive 
elements essential to body building and good health—fat, protein, carbohydrates 
and vitamins, especially Fat Soluble A, When made from fresh, clean-flavoured 
cream, it has a delicacy of flavour which appeals to young and old. Ice cream 
is altogether an ideal food. 

The attractiveness of ice cream is one of the reasons for its popularity, 
though it has many other advantages which place it among the more important. 
foods. It is a general favourite, even among those who do not relish milk and 
cream in the fluid state and it contains all the nourishment of these foods, as the 
milk constituents are not impaired by the freeszing process. Ice cream is a valu- 
able source of lime, the lack of which is a serious defect in the ordinary diet, 
protein of excellent quality for growth and the maintenance of health, fat in one 
of its most easily digested forms, sugar and all three vitamins. The comparativel: 
high proportion of sugar and the low temperature make ice cream less desirable 
than milk for children, but it has much to recommend it as an article of diet. 

Dr. McCollum, an eminent authority on nutrition, calls attention to at 
least one point in favour of the custom of selling ice cream in cones. In this way,

Lael” iat ore edly, an increase in the daily milk order would be a wiser and more economical 
method, but in homes where the value of milk is not fully understood, this ‘casual 
purchase of ice cream by poor children is a matter of much greater importance 

than it might at first thought appear to be.” 

Tce cream is of particular importance in the sick room, as it provides nourish- 
ment in an easily digested form. It is usually allowed even when the patient’s 
diet is limited to liquids and is often especially valuable in cases of fever. 


Cane or THE Cream 


Cream which is about 24 hours old is more satisfactory for ice cream making 
than fresh cream. It should, however, be perfectly sweet and it is necessary, 
therefore, that the cream be kept in a cool place. If cream is aged (24 hours) 
and kept cool before freezing, the texture of the ice cream will be smooth and 
free from ice crystals which are so objectionable. 


Equipment NEcEssARY 


It is ame to make frozen desserts with utensils to be found in any 
kitchen. Good ice cream may be made according to the following directions by 
using some vessel such as a small tin or granite pail and another vessel similar 
in shape, but several sizes larger. 

After pouring the ice cream mixture into the smaller pail, cover tightly 
and place in the larger one, leaving the handle erect. Pack with ice and salt, 
or with snow and salt, then, using the handle of the pail, turn back and forth 
to keep the contents in motion. After 5 or 10 minutes, remove the cover, 
being careful to prevent any salt get! into the mixture and, with a broad 
bladed knife, scrape the frozen ion from the inside edge into the centre. 
Cover tightly and repeat until the mixture is frozen, scraping from the inside 
edge frequently, 
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Tee cream for a small family, or individual amounts for an invalid, may be 
made in this way by using a small vessel such as a baking powder can and a bow! 
or small pail. This is not so convenient a method of making ice ¢ 
a freezer is used, A longer time is required but a delicious dessert can be made 
in this way. 

Various sizes of ice cream freezers are on the market. For the average home, 
‘a one-quart size is suitable and can be purchased at almost any hardware store 
for $5.00, or less. A freezer is a convenient addition to the kitchen equipment 
and, when properly cared for, will last a long time. 

Ice can be secured at all seasons of the year in towns and cities, while the 
modern dairy farm usually has a well-filled ice house. Snow can be used, when 
available, as a substitute for ice with very satisfactory results. Salt is also 
sary for the freezing process, Crushed rock salt is preferable, but ordinary coarse 
salt or even table salt will serve the purpose. 


Crassirication oF Ion Cream 
Plain Ice Creams. 

‘The plain ice creams are made from table cream (12 to 18 per cent butterfat), 
sugar and flavouring material. Vanilla is the most common flavouring, but other 
flavours such as chocolate, maple, coffee or caramel, are suitable and appetizing. 
Fruit Ice Creams. 

The fruit ice creams consist of cream, sugar and fresh fruits. Almost any 
kind of fresh fruit such as strawberries, raspberries, cranberries, peaches, cherries, 
grapes or currants can be used. The fruit should be fresh and well ripened. 
Nut Ice Creams. 

Nut ice creams consist of cream, sugar and nuts. Any of the common nute— 
walnuts, filberts, ete., can be used. Vanilla, chocolate or caramel are suitable 
flavourings for nut ice creams, 

Bisque Ice Creams. 

Bisque ice creams are made of cream, sugar and bread products such as 
macaroons, grapenuts, marshmallows, etc. 
Parfaits. 

Parfaits belong to the richer and fancier ice creams, They consist of cream 
of about 25 or 80 per cent butterfat, sugar, yolks of eggs and flavouring material. 
Nuts or fresh fruit may be added, 

Mousses, 

Mousse is probably the richest and fanciest of the ice creams and consists 
of frozen whipped cream to which sugar and natural flavouring have been added. 
Fresh fruits are necessary for mousse and a small amount of lemon juice should 
be added to bring out the fresh fruit flavour. 

Puddin; 

I am puddings are made from the parfait mixture with the addition of 
candied fruits and nuts. They are generally highly seasoned. These puddings 
are suitable for Thanksgiving, Christmas and other holiday festivities. 

Ices, i 

rhe most common ices are the water and milk sherbets which consist of 
milk, skimmilk, or water, sugar, flavouring and the whites of eggs, if desired. 
Sherbets are characterized by their tart flavour, as lemon juice is usually added 
in addition to any other flavouring used. 

Frappes consist of the same materials as sherbets, but are frowen only to a 
soft, Semi-frozen consistency, 

Soutiles differ from sherbets in that they contain the whole egg. 
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Any of the above ice creams can be made easily in the home. The cost and 
richness of the plain ice creams will depend on the richness of the cream used. 
Ordinary table cream (about 18 per cent butterfat) will make a smooth and 
tasty ice cream, but this cream may be thinned with milk in proportions, 
which will reduce the cost and still make an acceplable product. Parfaits, puddings, 
mousses and bisques are fancy products and are more expensive, but are suitable 
for special occasions. In the country and smaller towns and even in | cities 
fancy ice creams cannot be purchased readily. They can be made in the home, 
however, at any season of the year, as all the materials necessary can be obtained 
separately at any time. 

Somp Reciras ror Ion Cream. 

Only a few recipes are given as illustrations of the different types of frozen 
dishes, but a great variety of frozen desserts can be made by the use of different 
favouring materials. In the making of ice creams, much scope is given for the 
imagination and be np of the housekeeper in attractive and palatable com- 
binations of food materials. 

The cream in each of the following recipes, except for that of the mousse, is 
table cream (16 to 18 per cent butterfat), but the cost of the ice cream can be 
reduced considerably by Aces half cream and half milk, or about two-thirds cream 
and one-third milk. Thinner cream, however, will not give as smooth an ice 
cream and it will probably require a longer time to freeze. 

The amounts given in these recipes are for one quart of ice cream,

LEMON MILK SHERBET. 
1 pint whole milk or skimmilk 1 cup sugar 
4 cup lemon juice 2 egg whites (if desired) 
the egg whites and mix with other ingredients; freeze. If fresh fruit flavours are desired,

add only one-third the amount of lemon juice and less sugar with sweeter fruits, gg whites may 
be omitted, but the sherbet will not be as smooth in texture, 


Milk, eggs and sugar will be the same in other sherbets, only the flavouring material will 
change. 


The following recipes are for the richer ice creams and are more expensive, 
The cream used should not be thinned and to get the best results should contain 
about 26 to 80 per cent butterfat. Table cream, however, will suffice. 


GOLDEN PARFAIT. 4 
1 pint cream cup sugar 
2 egg yolks tsp. vanilla 
‘Add one-quarter of the cream to the egg yolks and beat a few moments over hot water, 
stirring constantly. Remove from the fire, cool, add the other ingredients ancl freexe. 
‘A nut parfait can be made by adding one-half cup of chopped nuts to this recipe. For fruit 
parfait, add throc-auarters of a cup of crushed fruit, 


NESSELRODE PUDDING. 

1 pint cream. jou sugar

Freezinc THe Ice Cream MIxTurB 


It is a common impression that it takes a great deal of time and hard work 
to make ice cream. Such is not the case. It is a simple matter to mix the in- 
gredients and, if the cream is at least 24 hours old, and if ice and salt is used in 
proper proportions, it is a matter of only 15 or 20 minutes before the freezing 
process is completed. The freezing process, however, is important to give the 
ice cream the proper body and texture as this has a great effect on the palatability. 


Ponts To REMEMBER WHEN Frenzinc Ich Cream. 


1, Cream when frozen increases considerably in volume and, on this account, the freezer 
should never be filled more than half full. ‘The increase is is due to the incorporation of 
‘air during the freezing process and the more evenly thi »ineorporated in the ice cream 
mixture, the smoother the ice cream will be. 

2. The can containing the ice cream mixture should be adjusted in the freezer, then packed 
with alternate layers of finely crushed ice and salt, About eight to twelve parts of ice to one part 
of salt will give an efficient freesing mixture. As the freezer is turned, the ealt will gradually 
work down and come in contact with all the ice. : 

8. Snow may be used instead of ice. If the ice or snow does not melt quickly enough, a small 
‘amount of water poured over it will help in the formation of the brine and hasten the freezing 
process. 

4. If the cream has been previously cooled to a low temperature, the handle of the freezer 
may be turned fairly quickly from the start; if the mixture in the can is at ordinary room temper- 
ature, the handle should be turned slowly for » few minutes to cool the cream to about freeing 
point. 'Too rapid turning of the can before the cream is quite cold tends to churn the cream and 
will result in the ice cream containing particles of butterfat which are objectionable. 





5. After the cream has started to freeze, the handle may be turned more quickly until the 
freesing process is complete. This should require from fifteen to twenty minutes. 

6. When the ice cream is frozen to a semi-solid condition and will hold its shape, remove the 
dasher from the freezer and, with a spoon, pack the ice cream solidly in the can. 

7. Cover the can, placing a cork in the opening in the cover. 

8. Draw off the brine and repack the freezer with alternate layers of ice and salt, using about 
eight measures of ice to one of salt. If only a short time can be allowed for the ice cream to stand 
use a higher proportion of salt. 

9. Cover the freezer with a damp sack or piece of carpet and allow to stand at least one hour 
for the ice cream to harden. Large quantities require several hours. 

10. After about an hour, draw off the brine and add more ice and salt. Repeat whenever 
necessary until the ice cream is used.

ARRANGE: 


The playlet may be staged with a background similar to 
the one used by the Dairy Branch, shown in the photograph. 
This allows for an easy and natural grouping of the characters. 
In this case, Betty and her Mother are not seen in the opening 
dialogue other arrangem is to make use of two curtains, 
the usual one at the front, behind whieh Betty and her Mother 
sit at the table, and a second curtain which hides the other 
characters until after Betty falls asleep. The playlet, how 
ever, can be put on in a schoolroom or elsewhere by arranging 
real furniture conveniently and placing an ordinary kitchen 
clock on a shelf from which a curtain is suspended to hide the 
character “ Kitchen Clock. 

While the costumes and setting are of vi great import- 
ance in the effective staging of this play, it can be put on in 
the schoolroom very interestingly for children, by dressing the 
characters in plain white aprons such as are used in Home 
Economies classes and using cardboard labels with the names of 
the characters. One teacher made use of it in this way, even 
improvising furniture—a large black cloth covered a small table 
and did duty as a kitehen stove. Ax has been said, however, 
the costumes add a great deal to the attractiveness of the play 
and they can be made at home or in the classroom without much 
trouble and with very little expense.

But officials “6f the Indian 
Bureau say it is impossible to pro- 
vide even the present approved ra- 
tion in all schools at all times, The 
actual ration given must keep within 
a cost limit of 25 cents and usually 
within from 16 to 18 cents, The cost 
of the army ration is about 50 cents. 
“We have to estimate on an average 
expenditure of $250 per pupil per 
year in the large schools, $260 for th 
medium schools and $285 for th 


smaller schools,” states H. B. Peairs. 
“The average school year is 270 days, 
which brings the rate for every child 
at 25 cents a day to $67.50. Tha 
may not seem a great deal, but it 
more, sometimes, than we have.

It wae felt that during last winter, when many of the Indians 
were in want a@ short of food,that the children were lowered in 
strength and mina owing to insufficient nutrition. 

If they were to have one good hot meal a day at the school, 
this would greatly help to build up their strength, and give them 
some resisting power in case of illness. 

In some cases the Department has made some provision for 
this meals and in some cases the Teachers have done it at their 
own expense. But all the Teachers are not in a positon to do 
this, and we think that all the pupils should be treated alike. 

We believe that there would be less sickness, less Doctors’ 
bills, and better attendance at school, if such a meal were pro- 
vided at all Day Schools; and we therefore hope that thie request 
will receive favourable consideration.

I have your letter of Nove 10t4 to hande In reply 
I would like to assure you that in this institution fish 
constitutes a large part of the diet, and we find it very 
healthful, particularly for the children. 

As our School is for Treaty children and situated 
upon their reserve I buy our supply of fish from the Indian 
people. Last year I bought about 2000 fish. 

But because of tne serious situation here we feel 
that Commercial fishing ought to be curtailed in this part 
instead of encouraged. Because of the number of fishing 
companies who were allowed to fish in the northern end of 
Lake Winnipeg of late the supply is being depleted. The Indians 
are not able to get them, and fish is the mainstay of their 
living. This winter instead of 2000 I have only been able to 
get 300. The waters are drained of fish by the commercial 
companies so there is nothing there for the Indian.

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Barly last year the National Hutrition Committee of the Canadian 
Red Cress Society learned of the bad malnutrition conditions which had been 
found among Indians by Group Captain F. F. Tiedall when he mde a survey. 
Group Captain Tisdall suggested that the Red Crose could render assistance 
and that the Seciety might offer its ecoperation to the Department of Iniian 
Affairs. This was done, and at the request of the Department a survey at 
St. John's Indian Residential Sehoel at Chapleau was undertaken. Canon Vale, 
principal of the school readily gave his consent and was most helpful in 
furnishing information to the National Director of Nutrition during the time 
the survey was being Gomiucted. Mention should be made, as well, of the

excellent cooperation given by the mtron and all members of the staff. 

In the following report we would like to emphasise that any 
eriticioms are made with the knowledge that the existing conditions are not 
due to lack of interest in the children's welfare, but rather to (a) laék of 
facilities, (b) lack of money, (¢) insufficient knowledge of the mutritionsal 
meedes of children, (4) insufficient training of the staff whe are in charge 
of the meals. 

1. Bresotuze for Sampling of Food. 
fhe first step was to estadlish what could be considered a repre- 
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Seatative or average serving, since the ages of the children varied ani since 
the servings of foed usually were not uniform. A preliminary stuly of amounts 
ef food served was made, and & series of weighings done to determine the average. 
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® A chart of the dining tables was unde, and the age of ench child 
entered. It was found that the most representative amounts were those given 
to the doye and girle 11 to 18, so samples were based on amounts served to 
ehis group. At cach meal 1% was necessary to make o number of woighings of 
the dread as it was not cut in uniform slices. 

Servings of all foods om the daily menu were placed in bottle I 
with 15 06. glacial acetic acid. ‘Thies food was used fer assaying the thiamine, 
riboflavin, niacin, caleium, iron and phosphorus. 

Im dottle IZ were placed average servings of all rev, preserved 
er coke’ fruits and vegetables, jams, fruit seuces, ketchup, piekles, dishes 
gueh as stew containing vegetables or fruit, fruit pics, ete., exeopt tomatecs, 
grapefruit or grapefruit juice, orange oF orange juice or fortified apple 
juices. This food was used for the assay of ascordie acid from sources other 
than those rich in ascorbic acid and commaly used as supplements. An equal 
volume of 9% metaphoopherie acid was added to the food in this bottle. 

foma toes, citrus fruite and citrus fruit juices were placed in 
Pottle ITI for the assay of excellent sources of ascorbic acid. An equal 
volume of 96 metaphospherie acid was also added to the food im this dettle. 

Arrangements were made with the railway, so that the food reached 
the laboratory on a schedule whieh permitted the determination of the ascorbic 
acid content within 9 hours from completion of the collections.

fhe kitehen was visited daily ani some of the following observations 


will ve of interest in comparing the caleulated value of the diet with the 


resulte of the assays. 
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1. fhe turnips were peeled and cut at 9 o’eleck in the mrning 
and left lying exposed on the kitchen table until they were put on the 
wabdles at neon. 

a. Cabbage which was used in the vegetable seup at night was on 
ooking before 9 A.M. 

S. The cocking of most of the vegetables, {nolud ing petatees was 
started early in the morning ant they were then left standing on the back 
ef the stove until served. 

4. The standard of all food preparation was very low anf the meals 
were distinetly unpalatable. Sinee the girls resident in the school are 
supposedly deing trained to act as domestics, and to set up a detter standard 
in their own future homes, it is doubly important that they sequire the 
highest possible standards for qhe preparation of simple every-day foods. 
Phe dest illustration of the need for this ie the bread made in the school. 
Phie is heavy, solid, tough and tasteless except for an unpleasant flavour, 
which will be mentioned later. ‘he kitchen matron mentioned difficulty in 
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using Canada Appreved flour, so the Director of Nutrition sent to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for special recipes for the use of this flour in bread- 
making. The Director and Miss Hinton then tried one of these recipes ant 
taught one of the Indien girle to make the bread according to these direetions. 
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fhe resulting product was excellent and the staff expressed the wish that they 
eould have bread like that all the time. It is interesting to nete that 
earefal washing and rinsing of 011 the utensils before starting, resulted in 
bread free from any of the unpleasant flavour which had previously character- 
feed all the bread mde at the school. 
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© Special short courses in the handling and preparation of feed 
and in simple nutrition are necessary for all members of kitchen staffs in 
the schools if the Indian girls in turn are to reesive adequate instruction 
ve fit them for the work they will do later. 
3. Sleasiiness 

One of the noticeable features was the lack of cleanliness ant 
sanitary care in the handling of the feed, the washing of dishes and in the 
eare of the kitchen ant dining reems. ‘There was no adequate protection from 
Mies and 10 was not uncommn to see the food om the tables practically 
Diack with them. One day about 40 or 60 flies were counted on one slice ef 
Dread. Cockroaches were everywhere in large susbers ~ particularly in the 
kitchen ani dining rooms.

The mtron 

also reported that by January the amount of other vegetables in the menus 

would be mush less since the quantity grows does not last throughout the 

winter.

Therefore the value of the diet shows by the assays in Table 1 
2 Bighor than 1% would be during © large part of the year, ant this ie 0 
factor to be considered in comparing the assay values with the recommated 
allewances. 
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The diets were assayed for calories, calcium, phosphorus, iren, 
thiamine, riboflavin and niacin on a composite sample for a week. Daily de- 
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terminations of ascorbic acid were mae to avoid error due to pessible 
Gestruction. The diet has alse been caleulated for calories, protein, calcium, 
iron, vitemia A, thiamine and ascorbic acid. The results as indicated by

Prom observations made during the survey, it seems likely 
that in the nse of ascorbic acid, thiamine anf riboflavin there were losses due to

the composition of the food itself. The latter factors would be true also for the 
esloric values, and the minerals. ‘The high iron content shown by the assay indicates

&)™ Contamination from the cocking utensils. he calculated value for 
vitamin A is probably higher than an assay would reveal, for the recipes 
used in the sehool contained very few eggs and no butter.

fhe calorie content of the diet is satisfactory for a large 
proportion of the children, but is 29% delew the requirement of the 15 
older boys. The ealeium content is aleo low fer the adolescent boys ant 
girls. The aseays show a high iron content ani the riboflavin my alse 
be considered satisfactory for all the children. However special attention 
should de drawn to the low thiamine level in relation te the recommntations 
fer adolescence. But most serious of all is the deficiency of vitamin A 
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anf ascorbic acid. At the peak of the concen, with the ascorbic seid content 
Of the foods at a high level, the amount of ascorbic acid in the diet 414 not 
moet Who sugrosted level fer te youngest chilé, and vee only S1-96 of the 
* poqemmentied allowance for children 10 years ef age er ever. Trio group of 

ehildren represents 0% of the sehecl. 
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fhe ealoulated value for vitamin A is probably high because 
ne Butter and very few eggs were used in the school cooking, and the figures 
weed in caleulating were fer recipes which probably contained these foods. 
However even the calculated value shows « deficiency of this vitamin for 
all the children over 6 years of age - in other words practically the whole 
sehool, as Table III reveals. fhe niacin content is aleo low for the adeles- 
@ont group 13-15 years of age. 

Im general it my be noted that during the peried of stress 
when the demand of the body for these nutrients is greatest, the school 
Afetary is startlingly low in ascorbic eeid and vitamin A, and to a lesser 
degree is deficient in thiamine, calcium and niacin, and in calories for 
the boys 15-15 years of age. 

By midwinter the value of the dietary will drop still lewer 
Deeause (a) the eupply of home-grown vegetables ether than petatecs will 
ve nearly exhausted, (b) the commission lists from whieh all other feed 
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fie ordered does not inelude any canned vegetables or tomtees, (e) the 
ascorbic acid (vitamin C) content of potatoes or other vegetables on hend 
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will be meh lever. 
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Milk Supply 


Some mention should be made. of the handling of the milk. 
Wo apparent effort was mde to keep the milk in properly cleansed con- 
tainers, since 4% aloo had the predominantly bed flavour ef 011 food 
prepared in the school. Also, sufficient care was not taken to keep the 
milk at the proper temperature, with the result that it was frequently 
served when showing signe ef sournees. Sinee the milk came from a tested 
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Diet tne start comned to consider that it was safe and the need for adequate 
sanitary precautions in ite handling had not cecurred to them. In addition, 
the danger of untulent fever from any raw milk supply is one factor of which 
many people are in complete ignorance. 

Suguooted Remedial Mensures, 

fhe above situation calls for a careful stuly of ways oni means 
to improve the nutrition of the children in the school. It is realised that 
any mutrition program for Indian residential schools must be practical in 
nature, and sdaptadle to the individual school. Accordingly the following 
tentative suggestions in brief form are put vefore the Department for their 
eonsideration: 

8 of Food Sources of Vitamins . 
fhe first and perhaps most important step in the autrition pre- 
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gran is to sve that an adequate gupply of the essential food sutrients ie 
made availedle. This oan be accomplished by the following measures: 
(a) An increased production of vegetables ani eges, ani in those 
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Gistricts where it is economically sound, also of milk. This preduetion 
program could be developed with the assistance and advice of the Departzent 
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of Agriculture through their local representatives. 4 preliniaary stuty 
of the nutritional needs of the children could then be translated inte the 
number of bushels of vegetables or quantities of other foods required for 
the school. 

(&) Revision of the School Commission Food List would be desirable. 
The present lists, from whieh all food other than that produced by the sehool 
ie ordered, inelude no canned vegetables or tomte juice. Additions to the 
List would be mde with careful eonsideration of food veluse in relation to 
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-Ue« 
Qeapenditure. Tomto juice or canned tomatoes is a much-needed addition 

at the present tim. 

11. Baugation of svags 

As Wao pointed out earlier in thie report, the survey revealed 

the meccesity of short courses in simple sutrition for all members of 
witelen staffs in the schoole if the Indian girls in turn are to receive 
adequate instruction to fit them for the work they are to do later. Unéer 
present conditions it is not practical to suggest centralised courses, but 
@ otart could be made by having trained Home Economics graduates spend a 
period of time in each sehool developing with the staff the best possible 


mathed* of fool preparation. Constant follow-up work would be necessary 


in eonneetion with this undertaking. 
TIT, Béyention tn the Sehoole 
Periedie short courses in food preparation, mtrition ani house- 
hold management held in the schools for the Iniian girls would do meh to 
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estimate their interest ani would offer an opportunity to present homemaking 
ae Gn interesting and worthehile veeation.

We would like to emphasise that any suggestions in the following 
report are made with the knowledge that existing conditions are due primrily 
to (a) lack of money, (bd) lack of facilities, (co) the unavailability ef 
certain feeds, and (4) insufficient knowleige of the nutritional needs of 
ehilaren. 

On arrival at Spanish we discovered that the boys and girls were 
in separate schools, with completely separate management of the Commissariat. 
Because it was impossible to have the food in both schools assayed, we decided 
#0 ecllect the feed samples in the Girls’ School only. The rest ef this 
report will therefore be presented under twe headings - (1) Survey in St.

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fhe caloric content is fairly satisfactory for a large propertion of 

children, but is low for the girls 18-15 years of age. I% should be noted 
that the caleium content is only 466 of the requirement for the girls 10-12 
years. The other morked deficiensies are ascorbic acid, which is only 87% to 
406 of the recomended allowance, and ritoflavin, which is only « little over 
half the amunt recomenied for the adolescent girl. Attention should be dram 
to the low thiamine level in relation to the recommendations for adolescence. 
The calculations show the iron to be satisfactory in relation to all age groups. 
The vitamin A content of the diet is very low. 

4 comparison of the school dietary with Canada’s Official Food Rules 
was made. From the information available an estimte of the additions necessary 
to conform to these rules is presented in Table IV. Approximate daily cost of 
these additions is also included. The total cost might be reduced considerably 
if the additional fruits and vegetables could be produced on the school farm. 

It 19 doubtful if thie would be possible at the present time with the facilities 
Qvailable. However it should be emphasised that the expenditures suggested in 


Table IV might vary with prevailing price levels, increased facilities ani 
Availability of the protective foods.

Since the caloium ie etill low it is suggested that a further 
inerease in cheese and milk would most efficiently raise the level of this 
mineral. Because of the quantity of bread which must be used in any low 
ost dietary, the greater use of whole wheat bread cannot be emphasised 
too mich as an inexpensive source of thiamine and minerals. Experiencd in 
group feeding has shown that the exclusive use of whole wheat dread is 
possible with children, who Will eat it day after day ani enjoy it. 

During our stay we had the opportunity to speak to the staff ani 
students. There was genuize interest shown ani it has been gratifying to 
receive letters from the girls themselves, indicating that som of the 
@uggestions, such as cooking potatoes in their skins, are being followed.

It 16 interesting to note the great contribution of iron, protein, 
thiamine, riboflavin and calcium mide to the poys’ diet by the unusually 
large quantities of beans which they consumed every other day.

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It is important to note, in studying Table Y-A, how in this 
partioular case greater improvement in the all-round value of the dietary 
may de gained by somes modifications in the additions suggested in Table IV-4. 

(1) ‘The addition of cheese and butter to the diet my de omitted and 
the money used instead to increase the tomtoces or tomato juice from 4 os. 
t0 6 os. daily. This would increase the vitamin A to a greater extent 
Qnd would raise the level of the ascorbic acid to cover the neeis of the 
Boye 18-15 years of age. 

(8) If, the tomato juice were increased to 6 os. daily, the additional 
@ggs would not be necessary because the iron and protein in the diet is 
G@lready adequate, due to the large quantities of navy beans in the diet. 
This is an important consideration from the standpoint of cost. 

fhe conclusions reached in (1) and (8) indicate that any general 
recommendations for shanges in the Indian school dietaries might result 
in unnecessary expense ani at the same time there might not be the maximm 
return in food value for the expenditure involved.

I sometimes regret very much that I am just one 
person in the Department and therefore cannot accomplish work 
as rapidly as I would like to do. are now completing the 

rt on the survey at the Indian S at Muncey, and I my 
say that I considered the health conditions in this school 
simply appalling. Apparently, from my observations, no one 
on the staff had even elementary knowledge of sanitation ani 
hygiene. Since there was no mtron many phases of the school 
activities were not being handled efficiently or adequately. 
I have gone into this in slightly more detail in the report, 
but thought you would like to have this informetion right now.

Son one ep ee 
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Mise Macleod, Nutritionist of the British Columbia 
Division, and I spent a very interesting two days at the school 
in Kamloops in December. I can assure you that it was a pleasure 
from beginning to end. The authorities were extremely cooperative 
and Dr. Tennant was very kind in taking us out to the school ani 
back to our hotel. Our impression was that the children were 
very well cared for ani that every effort was being made to give 
them the best food available. We were particularly interested 
in the broad viewpoint of Father O'Grady regarding the necessity 
of providing the students with some means of carrying out the 
things they had learned, after they left the school. 


A ET 
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Recently, through our Red Cross worker at Bransford, 
I heard that there some difficulty raised by the Local Council 
of Women in connection with the food at the Indian School. In the 
opinion of the Red Cross worker the interference was ill-timed, 
since she understood the new principal had just taken over his new 
duties recently. As you know, both the Sault Ste. Marie and the 
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Brantford schools were on the list of those you wished m= to visit. 
It would be possible to visit one of these schools for a five-day 
period beginning March 20th. For many reasons it would de mre 
Convenient to go to Brantford at this time, since I could take one 
of the Community Nutrition students as an assistant on the survey. 

I realise that there might be two sides to the question of going 

to Brantford at this time. It has occurred to m that if we did a 
Survey now we would have some effectual informtion for your Depart- 
ment if the Local Council of Women are not satisfied. Also, we might 
be able to give the new principal some assistance in Planning food 
Supplies for the school, and that would put him in a position to eay 
that he had had professional advice. 


On the other hand I can realise that since this 
difficulty has arisen the prinéipal might fear that this was more 
interference. However, if you could assure him that we were going 
in with a sympathetic approach and with the object of helping in 
mind, would it be possible to arrange this survey for the date 
mentioned above? I would appreciate very much hearing from you 
in regard to this mtter by return air mil if possible. 


’ T only wish that circumstances permitted me to plan 
further ahead in this work in the Indian schools. However we have 


to take advantage of the opportunities when we see a spare moment 
immediately ahead of us.

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HEALTH ASPECTS IN REJA TION TO FOOD SERVICE 


La} 
INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOLS 
Nutrition Division, Dept. of National Health and Welfare, November, 1946. 


Indian Residential Schools located at Kenora, Fort Frances, Sioux 
Lookout and McIntosh, Ontario, Portage la Prairie, brandon and Elkhorn, 
Manitoba and Lebret, Saskatchewan were visited. Reports on inspection of 
Food Service at each school are attached (and copies have been forwarded 
to-Indian Affairs Branch). From a health st -ndpoint, there are certain 
aspects which deserve additional consideration. 


Staff: 


In each of the schools operated by the Protestant churches, the 
kitchen staff constituted a problem, ‘The Principals could not compete 
with the local salaries offered by industry, hotels, restaurants, etc. 
to obtain an efficient staff. Consequently, unqualified staff (often 
elderly) were paid a mediocre salary to carry out the work in a careless 
and uninterested fasion. The result was that the food quality was not 
good, cleanliness was neglected, the Indian girls were not receiving 
proper training and there was lack of coordination of efforts. 


In each of the schools operated by the Roman Cat .olic church, nuns 
comprised the kitchen staff. They had received training and gained 
experience through their respective Orders. Their salaries were of no 
consequence and therefore they were genuinely interested in their work. 
The result was that the food quality was good, cleanliness was evident, 
the Indian girls were receiving training and there was coordination of 
efforts. And, they were receptive to further assistance. 


In the case of the schcols operated by the Protestant churches, 
salaries and sources of suitable and flexible cooks are primary concerns. 
As long as unqualified and disinterested staff are employed the intro- 
duction of assistance (i.e. menus, recipes, etc.) will not greatly improve 
tne situation.

Facilities: 


Dishwas ing? The use of seversl small dishpans is a most in- 
adequate method of dishwashing in any institution. This is particularly 
true in the case of Indian Residential Schools since the Indian children 
are highly susceptible to tuberculosis. The most effective method 
observed was the use of a double compartment galvanized metal sink for 
wasiing and rinsing. It seemed evident that most schools strictly 
curtailed the «se of soap, for dishwasi.ing, as an economical factor. 
These schools must be made to realize that sufficient soap is a 
necessity and not a luxury. If necessary, the extra cost should be 
provided in some way by tne Dominion Government. 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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A satisfactory sink method requires the use of a three compartment 
sink for was.ing, rinsing and chlorinsting the dishes. From the stand- 
point of durability stainless steel sinks are preferable to galvanized 
metal sinks; the end cost is actually less. 


The installation of dishwashing machines would be feasible at any 
of these sciiools and would constitute a labour saving device. Consider- 
ation micht be given to providing schools with such machines, although 
this might interfere with training in cookery since they are not likely 
t: encounter them later in life. 


Potato Peeling: The girls, as part of their training, shoula@ 
know how to peel potatoes by hand. But to do this, it is not necessary 
to peel potatoes for 100 or more each day. In fact, other phases of 
training are thus neglected. 


Potato Peelers were observed at St. Mary's School, Kenora and 
_Mu' Appelle School, Lebret. The installation of a potato peeler at the 
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ate 


other sehools would be advisable. 


Ventilation amd Li hting: The presence of stale cooking odours and 
a dark,dingy appearance are Sontributing factors to poor and unhealthy 
working conditions in any kitchen. A hood with 4nstalled fan over the 
range would increase the ventilation in the kitchens at Fort Frances 
and Sioux Lookout Schools. Additional electric light facilities would 
pe an advantage in the kitchens at Fort Frances, Sioux Lookout and Cecilia 


Jeffrey (Kenora) Schools 


Refrigeration: 

Adequate refrigeration is a requisite 
proper storage of current supplies of meat, dairy products, other perish- 
ables and daily left-overs. Otherwise, food spoilage and loss are very 
likely to occur. At Sioux Lookout and Portace la Prairie, the family- 
sized icebox and refrigerator, respectively, were very inadequate and 
}dnconvenient. A walk-in refrigerator, in each case, seems necessarye 


in an institution for the 


Cookin, Utensils and Dishes: liany old and worn cooking utensils 
and ch‘ pped and cracked dishes were observed in use at Cecilia Jeffrey, 
Sioux Lookout, Brandon and Elkhorn schools. Many of these items were 
unfit for use and should be condemned. 


It has been difficult to replace them and, in many cases, the 
utensils were worn peyond a state of additional repair. As the present 
situation constitutes a health menace some arrangement shou.d be made for 
these schools to be able to obtain immediate replacements. 


Storaze: It is essential to store dry staple supplies in bins 
or covered containers ather than opened bags, from the standpoint of 


cleanliness and inse control. At Sioux Lookout school, the bins were 
insufficient and in @ neglected state of repair.

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The hot water pipes passed through the storerooms at Fort Frances 
and Brandon Schools, and the tempprature was too high for the storage of 


food supplies. 
3. Pasteurizabion of Milk: 


As an initial precautionary measure against Tuberculosis to which 
Indians appea tible tie cattle should be tested often and 
regularly. At MeIn 1 it was stated that it was difficult to 
get an inspector to test the cattle. At Fort Frances School the cattle 
were only tested every two years. There is little assurance of a herd 
peing free from tuberculosis by such irregular tests. 
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undulant feve ‘a system for the pasteurization of all milk for con- 
sumption should be in effect at these schools. 


4. Nutritional Aspects: 


The nutritional inadequacy of the children's diet can be attributed 
to the following reasons: 


Since ie 4s a wedium for the transmission of Tuberculosis, 


(1) Financial Limitations - 


The food cost per child per day ranged from twenty to thirty cents 
according to our calculations wiich were based on the average monthly 
figures for the value of farm produce and other food expenditures. These 
figures were obtained from available data at the schools and should be 


a good estimate. 


Extens’ve work had been done at the Nutrition Division on inexpen- 
sive diets. An expenditure of thirty-six cents per person per day under 
different circumstaiuces, is a likely amount to spend to provide adequate 
food for children 6 to 16 years old.

"By School Farms:- 


The kind and amounts of supplies realized from the school farms 
varied according to climate, soil, cultivated acroage, organization and 
management. Due to rock, bush and swamps at Cecilia Jeffrey, St. Mary's 
McIntosh and Sioux Lookout Schools it was necessary to purchase a lar_¢ 
percentage of the feed for cattle. Consequently sufficient cattle were 
not kept to provide enough mil«x and beef. Similarly sufficient potatoes 
and vegetailes for a full year's supply were not grown. 


The organization and management of the different school farms 
4{ndtcated individual pre aising certain animals or growing 
vertain vegetables to the exclusion of other important products (e.g- 
eggs). The more of all foods needed that can be produced locally, the 
more adequate can be the diet at low cost. 


(3) Food Purchasing - 


The important nutritive value of certain foods were not fully 
appreciated by the food purcnasers at each sciiool. Canada Approved 
Vitamin B flour or bread was used only at Sioux Lookout and Qu'A pelle 
Schools. Refined prepared cereals (e.g. puffed wheat) were used once 
or twice a week and rolled oats the rest of the week. Where prepared 
cereals are used, the puffed cereals and corn flakes should be avoided 
sinee other flakes etc. provide more nutrients. TIodized salt was not 
always purchased for cooking purposeSe 


(4) Nutritional Losses in Cooking: 

In some cases, the antiquated cooking facilities necessitated 
prolonged cooking periods which would result in considerable nutritive 
losses. And, most of the cooks were not acutely aware of the retention 
or loss of nutrients in relation to food preparation and cookerye 
Potatoes, cabbage and turnips, properly prepared, cooked and served ape 


economical sources of Vitamin C. But, by slow or prolonged cooking and 
long standing periods after cooking the Vitamin C content of these is 
mostly destroyed. 


Since the children far from fealize the recommended daily servings 
of citrus fruit or tomatoes, they are most dependent on such sources 4s 
potatoes etc. for some Vitamin C and therefore, cooking methods employed 
are extremely importante Actual and potential cooks can usually be 
educated in this phase of their responsibilities. But the 4nerficienT 
and careless type of substitute cook will disregard such measurese 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Milk; The children (except at Qu’appelle and Fort Frances Schools ) 
receive = to 1 pint per day whereas le pints to 1 quart is 
recommended. Wherever it is possible, sufficient cows should 
pe kept to provide at least 14 pints of milk per child per 
daye if the required number of cows cannot be kept, then 
it would be advisable to supplement the possible supply with 
whole milk powd@re 


2. Citrus Fruit or Tomatoes: The children receive none to 2 servings 
per week (except St. Mary's School - 4 servings) whereas 1 
serving per day is recommended. The present budget could 
not possibly provide the recommended servingse Although 
some of the children buy orange’ this procedure is no 
assurance for all of the childrene An annual shipment of 
canned tomatoes, tomato Juice, vitaminized apple juice or 
citrus fruit juice by the Dominion Department concerned 
would be a helpe Greater expenditure on food; made possible 
py/financial grant might also serve this neede 
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OthemFruit: One serving of other fruit, (Fresh, canned or dried) 
4 recommended per day and received by the children 
(except at Elkhorn and Qu'Appelle Schools). However, 
the size of servi 4s seldom average.

Potatoes: The children receive 1 to 2 servings of potatoes per 
day, (except at Sioux Lookout School-3 servings per 
week). Since potatoes are an economical source of 
calories, Vitemin C and other nutrients it is important 
to provide at least one adequate serving per daye There- 
fore, if sufficient potatoes cannot be grown at Sioux 
Lookout, additional requirements should be purchasede 


Other Vege At least two serving” of other vegetables, preferably 

tables: leafy, green or yellow, served frequently raw are reco- 
mmenied per day. The children seldom receive two 
servings per Ce since they do not like and will not 
eat most vegetables. However owet attempt should be 
made to serve the vegetables they will eat in the most

On the whole these are fairly 
satisfactory with one exception - that of Sioux Lookout 
Residential School. 
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In this instance, the former Principal 
as you know, was not satisfactory and was removed from his 
duties in the middle of September. He was replaced by the 
Reverend Mr. Fisher, former Principal of Lac la Ronge Indian 
Residential School. At the time Miss MeCready visited this 
school, Mr. Fisher had only been there a fortnight. He has 
since visited the office and I feel certain that he will do 
everything possible to improve conditions at this school. 
I have suggested to Miss McCready that she visit this school 
again in the near future.

Miss Alice licCready, Departmental 
Dietitian, has been in Alberta since Jan. 24. after 
she visited the Edmonton and St. Albert Indian Residen- 
tial Schools, I took the liberty of arranging that 
she should go to Wabasca, where there are two remote 
bush schools of a kind which she had not hitherto seen 
and might not easily see agatn. Wabasca has been, 
generally speaking, a much overlooked place, and you 
will have abserved my interest in it in other directions. 


I do not want to anticipate Miss 
MicCready's report to her own Branch, She has been 
very well received at all schools so far visited, and 
in a day or two I shall send you very brief reports 
on each school, sufficient to indicate that while the 
diets might be improved, the pupils are being fairly 
well fed, the staffs are doing reasonably well accord- 
ing to their dietary lights and would appreciate ins- 
truction. The nutritional defects are chiefly in citrus 
fruits or tomatoes and other fruit fresh dried or pre- 
served. These ere items in which the cost is a deter- 
mining factor. Ordinary white bread is generally used. 
Meat diets are reasonably adequate. Aiilk varies widely

That some schools could do better than they are doing 
with their current resources. 
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That the goodness or badness of feeding corresponds 
to the quality of manageuent of the several schools 
in other respects. 


Leaving the revenue consideration aside, there 


was no dirference ag regards location. The schools at 
vabasoa were better fed than some in more fevoured and 


less costly places. 


Detailed coument would only anticipate Miss 
Mecready's reporte to her owa Branch. 
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I agree with her recoumendation that a school 
for cooks be organized in summer, suggest Libret es a 
suitably central place for the Prairie Provinces, and hope 
strongly that eome senior Indian Sehool pupiis be included 
among the students. 


The only way I can think of by which residential 
school feeding can be mde really satisfiotory is by the 
Department laying down scales of food issues, provicing the 
schools with menus, carrying out effective inspection, end 
paying the cost of tne food. This, I believe, would be 


welcomed by every Jenool principal.

Thank you very much for sending me with your letter of June Oth 
a copy of a letter from Mre Gooderham, Inspector of Indian Agencies 
in Alberta. : 

I note the suggestion of Dre Stone w. n th some favour 
by Mre Gooderham that every one of the 19 residential schools in th 
Province should receive an annual visit. Myre Gooderham has inter= 
preted this as meaning someone stationed in the Province who would 
be able to spond some tine at each school and he does not view this 
with much favoure I would agree with hin that it would be a diff 
Jodo. 

The idea of a travelling GiLotitian staying a few days or up 
to a week in an institution is developing in other fields, for 
gmall hospitalse I am quite sure that when suitable personnel can be 
obtained some of the Provincial Health Departments will find it ad- 
vyantaveous to establish several such positions in their Provinces so 
as to supervise more adequately the food service in various small 
hospitals that could not employ a dietitian. From our preliminary 
studies in this matter on pehalf of varlous Provinces, it would appear 
Mthat a supervising dietitian actually respon le for such work could 
not operate on more than about five institutions. Such a person would 
be, of course, in charge of monu planning, buying, and cost accounting 
of food, This is a possible hope for small hospitals, but appoars to 
me to be out of the question for Indien residential schoolse So far 
meee ure concerned, the present inspections of residential schools 
are for the dual purpose of finding out whether furbher trained supar- 
vision and assistance can profitably be used by these schools under 
their present operation ana whether the present operation of food 
services can be used to improve the education and training being given 
in the schoolse In other words, 4t ig more of an inspection service 
them a continuing supervisory service at the present time. I am not 
yet prepared to say whether the general set-up is suitable to take 
proper advantage of the service that we can provide in this respecte 

One of our carliost observations was the lack of training by cooks 
and we are attempting to correct that this ‘sumer and will evaluate 
ne. success of that phase of our work by further contacts with these 
cooks next winter. This is, however, only one aspect of many that 
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are in noed of correction before our inspection report can be com-= 
pleted, and certainly before I could recommend a continuous super- 
Yisory service being established resionally. 


In other words, we are trying to see what good actually can 
pe done under present circumstances and any improved circumstances 
’ we can reasonably achieve in a short time such as training cooks 
. costing better equipment in schools. 


If a travelling dietitian can be recommended for various regions 
Stationed in those retions, I believe that such a service would have to 
be financed and administered by some branch of Indian Affairs and not 
Sretrs In view of the dual nature of the problem, that is the health 
aspect, plus the educational aspect, I would not venture to Say exactly 
how this staff of dietitians should be administered. If desired, we 
could continute to act in a somewhat independent manner as inspectors 
of what was being achieved in this regard by making a visit somewhat 
similar to these now being made and by maintaining a service in regard 
to preparation of materials uniform for all regionse This is obviously 


a matter for some time in the future.

Regarding the annual inventory of all Departmental 
equipment, supplies, provisions and stores on hand as at December 31st, 
only one copy of this inventory for the past year should be furnished this 
office, As usual adequate stores and equipment accourting records are to 
be maintained in all Departmental offices and made readily available for 
examination, as may be deemed necessary from time to time, by officers of 
the Auditor General's Department. If it is found that the Branch inventory 
as submitted for 1939, represents an accurate account of all Deper tmental 
equipment on charge to, and in possession of the Brench or Division thereof, 
arrangements may be made during 1940 when the last inventory has been checked 
by the Administrative Branch that in such cases only a supplementary return 
of equipment, etc., received and disposed of during the year may be furnished 
for the year ending December Slst, 1940. 


In preparing the inventory for the past year it is 
thought that the following points might again be emphasized so that further 
steps may be taken in arranging for uniformity in the preparation of the 
inventory. 


1. The return should be submitted on form 401 ~ 
Property Return - copies of which may be obtained on 
requisition in the usual way from <he Departmental 
Stationery Office, Vimy Building, Ottawa. 


Eaeh Branch return is to be completed and submitted, 
wath a properly certified Branch summary, showing the 
equipment, value, etc., for the Branch Head Office, and 
ite various Divisions, Services, etc., if any.

The items to be included in the inventory might be olassified as those

I regret that the limited time at my disposal has not 
enabled me to write in a personal or introductory sense, until 
now, to the teachers in charge of our Indian schools. 


I have had an opportunity to make a brief study of 
inepectors' and other depsrtments1 reports relating to the 
welfare of our Indian population and relating particularly to 
thc work accomplished in our schools. This study has convinced 
mo that the teschors in charge of our institutions have rendered, 
and sre still rendering, conscientious and devoted scrvicc. 
Missionary zenl and the spirit of self-snerifice have been very 
much in evidonce. 


I can stato that the reorganization of tho Department 
does not necessarily moan a drastic chango in educational policy. 
If changes arc found to bo necosssry from timc to time, these 
changes will be worked out in cooperation with roprescntatives 
of the churehes ond with their approval. 


My personal opinion ie that in our educational programme 
gpovsectt should be mado for » courso of study that would onablc 
ho pupils to spond at least one third of their timc at manual

Jeoenery or vocational instructicn. The gcnoral public have an 
impression that tho instruction given in our Indian schecls is 
altogother too abstract and acadomic. Thoy feel that thorce - 
should be a more direct relationship botwoen this instructicn” 
and tho tasks that confront the pupil after his departure fein 
school. This criticism, I fool, applice with equal force to * 
aoe ceuteuetaes provided for our white children throughout tho 
ominion. 
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I am deeply interested, also, in a “Follow-up Systom". 
I meen by this a systomeatic method of supplying the Department, 
from year to year, with informetion that will enablo us to know 
exectly what becomes of our pupils after thoy lexve school. 
This work should be undertaken et once by the principals of cour 
residential schools and by the teachers in charge of our dey 
schoole. We shall welcome any suggestions ae to how this work 
can be simply and effectively accomplishod. 
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I have been placcd in my present position to help and 
encour you. I em anxious to do this, in ccoperntion with — 
the officials here, to the best of my ability. I want you tc 
£001 perfectly free to communicate with me at any timo. I feci 
confident our relationships are going to be cordinl and helpiul 
throughout the period that may lie ahend of us.

I shall be glad to do all in my power 
to aid you in your effort to improve the School System. Our own 
school as you doubtless have learned from the reoprts is ron on 
what is known as the Half day system. ‘le have the purils in the 
class room for one half of each school day and employ them at 
the work of the school and surroundings for the toher half. "e 
would welcome a chnace to add more Manual Training to our Carric- 
ulum. To do this we shall require more room. I have asked rereat- 
edly for this but so far it has not been furnished. 


May I suggest, you come and see us,and our conditions 
at your earliest opportunity, you will then see what we need and 
we can confer on the best ways to obtain the desired improvements.

My appreciation of the circular letter 
of above date and number, and your mention in the 
last paragraph of your desire for freedom and 
confidence, prompts me to remark on one or two of 
the suggestions if they have not gone beyond 
that stage ). 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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Does it imply that the Manual or 
Vocational instruction would be given at each I.R. 
Boarding School or at some centralized location 
after the child reaches the age eligible to leave 
school viz. 16 years? That something of this 
nature should be given has always been uppermost 
in my thought. After leaving school as at present 
the child is at a great disadvantage, can only and 
does revert to little better than their predecessors. 
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Re Follow-Up-System: I consider this 
most essential, though not from the School, but 
from someone else, say perhaps the Agent through 
the Farm Instructor, so long as they live on the 
Reserve. As for instance, there are children here 
from Fort a-La Corne, Pelly etc. 100 to 170 miles 
from here which I am never in touch with after 
leaving School. Tho' I always ask them on leaving 
to write me and let me know how they are getting 
along, invariably giving a stamped addressed envelope 
for that purpose but rarely getting a reply. Proving 
that it would be most difficult for the Principal 
of a School to get this much desired and needed 
information and advice, whereas the Farm Instructor 
is in touch with them throughout the year, I imagine.

Prior to the elevation of His Grace 
the Archbishop of Rupert's Land, many of our 
conversations were on the same subject, “What can 
be recommended for the betterment of our Indians." 
Then came the hard times, leaving things at a 
stand-still. His Grace was, and I am sure, still 
is very anxious that our Indians should be helped 
in some manner to make better progress and 
eventually become good citizens. 


In conclusion, I trust you will not 
think me presuming, but being interested in the 
future of the Pupils that pass through this School 
is the sole motive. It is possible that a Principal 
in some School may be helpful in solving this 
problem, if he were not thought to be exceeding 
his authority, or interfering in a matter outside 
of the school duties.

Permit me to offer my thanks for the 
interest you have shown in the pupils of the Indian 
schools, as well as in the work of the school teachers. 
The ss and the well-being that you were trying to 

our school is very commendable. 


I take great pleasure in collaborating with 
you to this end by bringing to your attention the obstacles 
which I know from personal experience to be opposed to

The ideal would consist in keeping the

Now for us, at Indian Lorette, the realiza- 
tion of this ideal is impos e for the following reasons:

It is practically impo ible to educate the children 
when there are 35 of them of thr different grades 
living for six hours & day inc ooms 24'x26'. 
is why we have asked our Agent,

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Therefore, we ask you to kindly see to this 
matter, if you are really interested in the good education 
of these children, and we are sure that you will take 
the ne ary sures to have this enlargementmade.

It is a matter of considerable thought as to 
what steps can be most usefully and economically worked 
out for the Indian Boy or Girl to be,,taught what to do 
to maintain themselves in their future and take their 
part with the rest of the Community. *

«4a) The age set by the Indian Act is 16 years 
for leaving School. Still quite children, 
at present where or what can they do other than go 
home, The Parents all too eager for them to leave the 
School, the father becomes less energetic than ever, 
sends the boy out ta cut hay or wood ( at present 
practically the only source of income ) soon the lad is 
back to the old state of life and becomes satisfied. 
There is no furthur aim, because he has never had the 
opportunity to reach out for something fresh or more 


appealing. 


(2) My idea is something of this nature: 

That a piece of land be set apart for a given 
number of boys as they leave School = on each Reserve 
or Agency - purchase of Horses, Cows, Brood Sows and 
Equipment. Every Boy to take part in Raising Stock, 
the Breaking up and Conditioning of the land, Seeding, 
Harvesting etc. etc. The land to be cropped with 
various grains, grasses and roots, marketed and the 


monies kept in trust. 


This outlay for equipment, seed etc, could 
be repaid under similar conditions such as the Hudson's 
Bay or C. P. R. ( not the land ) or interest only paid, 
from the Crops and increasing Stock after the first 
year or two, and as the Boys leave to take up land for

themselves, the surplus - apportioned - would help 
toward the purchase of their own equipment. 


Buildings needed for the accomodation of 
living would be kept clean and in good order by the 
Boys, ( they being taught this in the School ) , to be 
erected near the Farm Instructor for Supervision and 
restriction of visitors. ‘The Barns etc. to be built 
from logs cut from the near by woods, by these boys; 
teaching them how to set about such work for themselves 
later. This breaking up and cultivation would also 
make the land a greater asset to the Department, whilst 
proving to the older Indians what can be accomplished 
by a little perseverance - with a possible inducement 
to improve their own conditions. 


Trades could be taught; among those most 
needful - Wheelwright and Blacksmithing - Harness 
Making; Repairs for implements, wagons, sleighs, 
harness etc. are daily needs. Repayment for such 
work being made by the trading of pickets, wood, hay, 
etc. which would be allowed to accumulate in shipping 
quantities and for which there is always a ready demand. 


CANADA 


There are many callings that could be named, 
but until there is a far greater advancement from the 
old regime than at present shown, it would be waste 
of money to venture on same. So that there seems little 
outlet other than those I have mentioned, which are 
both needful and beneficial. 
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To equip the boys leaving School with 
horses, harness, wagons etc. would be useless to 90%, 
as the great majority of the Indians will not provide 
for Winter care,and as in the past, turn the horses out 
to shift for themselves and die from exposure and 
lack of food. This I feel sure can be verified by 
figures you will have on file, by taking the number of 
Families, and what each family has in the way of Live 
Stock - Horses etc. and until they realize the value of 
these animals the provision for same would be ruinous. 
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Trapping doubtless could be successful if 
conserved for a period, and the pelts shipped or 
sold by a responsible representative of the Department 
as in the case of the Grain at present. 


Indian lumber camps under trained 
Supervision could be lucrative in time, 


My endeavour is to try to suggest something 
that seems useful and practical. If there is any part 
in it that may lead to a furthur thought of someone 
else, I should feel gratified by this small contribution. 
As to the future of the Girls it is far more difficult 
than the Boys, more especially through the lack of 
interest by those who have given them a short trial 
when positions have been procured for them.

I thank you very much for considering the 
suggestions of mine regarding a more useful future 
for our Indian Children. 
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Prior to receiving your letter dated the 
29th of January, I had just finished an outline of what 
could be considered in this nature, without a very 
great expenditure and am attaching same to this reply. 
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This School, for instance, has not an employee 
who could give the elementary tuition for any trade, 
or room for the accommodation of an extra help in 
residence and we are situated 7 miles from a town. 


The Girls are now taught General House Work, 
Bread making by hand, Cooking, Sewing - in the School 
Sewing Room, Cutting out and making Garments, as well as 
by the Officers of the School's Junior W. A. in which 
there are 35 girl members. 


Gardening - preparation of Soil for Seeding, 
Cultivating etc. is in full swing by the Boys, from 
seeding time to the gathering in of same - equally so 
in the grain and root fields. Few Gardens are seen on 
Reserves, either Flawer or Vegetable.

I am attaching a monthly chore list - it may 
be interesting - which conveys the daily work of the 
Boys; the inside work includes making Beds, cleaning 
the Dormitories, Wash Rooms, polishing floors etc. etc. 


Re “Follow Up System” - All Children on 
leaving School are entered on a Department Discharge 
Sheet. Two are sent to the Indian Agent for approval, 
one of which is for the Department in Ottawa, the other 
for the Agent's Office files. No child leaves this 
School ( when eligible ) unless turned over to the 
parent or guardian, which then ends the responsibility 
of the Principal, as at present standing. 
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Re “Washington Report" - Conditions in the 
U. Se are so totally different that comparison is impossible, 
though to know what is being accomplished is most 
praiseworthy and interesting. May I furthur suggest 
that firstly our Canadian Indians be brought into line 
with the object, or better still be compelled to live 
under a more healthy condition with fiproved surroundings, 
which would eventually lead them up to the standards 
of their U. S. brothers.

I have received your letter of the 3rd. inst. 
No. 15060 enclosing copy of your circular letter of the 
15th. ulto embodying certain proposals in connection with 
that sphere of the Department's activities over which you 
have been called to preside. If there is any way in which 
our Commission can assist you in the discharge of your res- 
ponsible duties, you may be well assured that this assistance 
will gladly and freely be given. 


In your circular letter reference is made to further 
manual training in the Indian Residential Schools, and also 
to the very important question of a "follow-up system" in con- 
nection with the graduate pupils. Our Commission has already 
given very considerable attention to both of these questions, 
but only at one of our schools, namely, at Alert Bay, has any- 
thing worthy of the name of manual training been undertaken. 
Bven here, this would have been quite impossible without the 
help provided by the Department in meeting half of the Instruc- 
tor's salary. ‘The development of this branch of education has 
geemed to our Commission to be very important, if the Indian 
peoples of this country are to be fitted to take their place 
as citizens of the same. 


With regard to the system of follow-up work, our 
Commission are convinced that no system will succeed without 
the co-operation of your Department's representatives, namely, 
the Indian Agent, and the missionaries of the different churches 
who are engaged in purely missionary work. After the pupils 
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leave the school they require guidance and encouragement, 

and these may best be given by Indian Agents and Missionaries. 

The Woman's Auxiliary of our Missionary Society has a special 

Committee which is doing quite a good work amongst the girl 
aduates, and their one regret is that they have not sufficient 
junds at present to provide "Field Matrons” or "Deaconesses"

m It has been the policy of our Commission to place 
the health of the Indian children in the schools in a position 
of primary importance. Registered Nurses have been given 
the Head Matronships and other staff positions. Instructions 
were issued to the various school managements to keep careful 
record of the weights and measurements of children from the 
time of their admission until the time of their discharges. 

The Alert Bay School adopted a record sheet, sample of which 

4s enclosed herewith, and it was the intention of our Commission 
to have a sheet of this kind prepared for all of our Society's 
Schools, after it had been in use for a year or two at Alert 
Bay, with a view to ascertaining whether it required further 
revision or note As you will, no doubt, receive replies from

confer with you at any time I may be able with regard to the 
proposals set forth in your circular letter.

150-60 dated February 3rd, together with the enclosed 
oiroular. 


A large percentage of the teachers in our 
schools are women and I am afraid they will have 
only a vague idea of the difficulties encountered in 
establishing school graduates. I am sure the Indian 
Agents could offer helpful suggestions and letters from 
our Farming Inatructors would at least be interesting. 


First, I would like to discuss the boarding 
school graduate. The boys know how to farm, garden, and 
care for stock. They have been accustomed to the most 
up-to-date implements, tractors, good horses, and a 
Farming Instructor bt at their oall. They get up 
in the morning when called, eat when told, and work as 
instructed. When the work is finished, they amuse 
themselves until told to do something definite. If 
Giok, they receive care and attention. It is a life 
where everything is planned and provided. After eight 
or ten years in this environment, the boy is turned 
back on the reserve and expected to make good.

Im gome caces, he has been provided with a 
team, harness, wagon, and plough. He is expected to 
go to work and make @ living, The close supervision 
ie gone - the boy knows he cannot be made to work a 
definite number of hours each day. Then there is the 
question of food and his desire to attend all Faire 
Qnd Sports Daye within a seventy-five mile radius of 
his home, The result usually is a failure and yet 
I am not prepared to bg 2 blame the Indian.

Many thanke for your fréendly and 
interesting letter of January 15th. I have read this 
letter very carefully and find it a Pleasure in 
answering same. One of the criticiems often voiced 
here in the Yukon ie that our ex=pupils are unfitted 
to adapt themselves to a home environment so different 
from what they have been used to at the school. It 
seeme that the best word that can be used to describe 
their attitude of mind on reaching home is ~ DISSATISFACTION. 
Wot only are they dissafiéftdd with home conditions so 
different from what they have been used to for so many 
yeare at the school but they find it extremely difficult 
to earn a living. 


At the school here the boys are taught 
farming and gardening. Well, whilst gardening can be 
undertaken on a small scale in the Yukon, early frosts 
and a very limited market, would make it a precarious 
way of earning a living. As far ae farming is concerned 
it 1@ my personal opinion that such is out of the question, 
for the Indians in such a mountainous country as this. 
The obtaining of hay to feed stock is very difficult. 
Hay shipoed in from "Outside' costs over a so00,. 00 per 
Ton landed in Carcross and local hay, only found in a 
very few places, costs from $40.00 to $50.00 per Ton. 


The price of lumber in the Yukon which 
ranges from $60.00 per M. up would be a decided obstacle 
to any boys learning carpgntering with a view to adopting 
the trade of a carpenter after leaving school. 


T have geet been talking with the 
Claseromm Teacher about the mentality of the pupile 
now enrolled here. Her opinion is that of one who has 
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had many years experience teaching in residential schools 
in various parte of Canada. It is her opinion that they 
are of a very low mentality compared with Indian children 
she has taught in other schools. If a child reached 
Grade V1ll or even Grade V1l they would be outstanding. 
This alone would tend to bar them from following any 
profession er trade after leaving school. 


About the only pursuit that the Indians 
in the Southern Yukon follow and I believe the same is true 
ef the Northern Part, ie hunting and trapping. In this 
connection I feel that a residential school could help 
them. During past years both the boys and girls here 
have spent considerable time during the winter in snaring 
Fabbits. These rabbite have been purchased from them not 
only by the school but by those in Carcross and vicinity 
who engage in Mink and Fox Farming. There is no doubt 
in my mind but that thie form of activity should be 
encouraged and occupy a prominent place on the curriculum 
and if the Department could supply the boys and girls 
with enare wire and traps they would be rendering the 
Pupils assistance well worthwhile, 


It might be of interest for you to 
know that a dog —- team is kept at this school, not so 
much with the idea of using it for school work but to 
Give the beys an opportunity of handling a dog team a 
thing that they will most certainly have to do after 
leaving school. 


In connection with that paragraph of 

ig letter in which you mention the "Follow — up System" 
would like to make the following suggestion. The 

missionaries in the various settlements who are or should 
be in close touch with ez - pupils could make an annual 
report at the close of each year to the Principals as to 
the activities, conduct etc. of those who have left the 
echool. This information could then be passed on to your 
Department and I am sure would also be of value to the | 
school management. Such a system would of course have 
to be arranged through the Bishops of the various 
Dioceses or other Church Leaders.

Of ceurse, the boys 
get training in farm work, teaming, gardening, etc. 
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With reference te the "fellew-up" system-an effert has 
Deen made te keep in teuch with graduates ef this scheel by 
circular letters from time te time;but I think that it ie enly 
by clese ce-eperatien by Indian agents and the clergy en the 
Indian reserves that mach can be dene in this direction. It is, 
indeed, ene ef eur most serieus preblems. Mest ef the reserves 
frem which eur children come are se far away that it is not 
peesible for me te visit them. I knew that the Indian Residential 
School Cemmission is giving a creat deal of attention te the 
after-care of graduate pupils,and I shall always be ready te 
ce-eperate in any echeme that may be adepted for the better 
carrying eut ef this work.

sidered a fair education and are capable of teaching their 


parents. 


A teacher here is confronted with many difficulties 
unknown to teachers in white sohools, the first and foremost 


Library and Archives Canada / Biot : 
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& being that the ohildren cannot speak or understand any © 
English when they first come to school on account of there 
being no esmer language but Micmac spoken in their homes. 
This being so, the average ohild has attended school for 
@ year or more before he or she is on a parallel with a 
"white" ohild on the first dey of attendance. I must admit 
that I have found it impossible to have the children use’ 
English in ordinary conversations, outside of the school. 
That this is a handicap has been proven to me by the early 
advano t of the children of a family who live near my 
home, play end talk English with my own ohildren. I now 
have a limited knowledge of their language and I often wonder 
how I ever taught the junior children during the first tew 
years I was here, when I could not understand tham and they 
could not understand me. 

Another diffioulty I experienced was the lack of home study 
as the children did not, and could not,get any assistance 
from their er te ceery kaa today are not so handi- 
capped in this regard as every home has at least a few members 
who are educated enough to help them. 


As regarding suggestions for improvement, I have very little 
of offer as I consider that everything possible is now being 
done by the Indian Department and all concerned. However, I 
am of the firm opinion that this school-building should be 
enlarged, devided into two rooms and a second teacher employed. 
I do not say this with the idea of lessening my own work and 
duty but with the firm belief that it is next to impossible 
for any one teacher to give sufficient time and attention to 
such a large number of pupils as are attending this sohool. 

At present there is an enrollment of forty three pupils and 
within the next few months I expect to have eight or nine 
more. My earnest suggestion is that one teacher have charge 
of the beginners and Grade 1 and after they have learned to 
speak and understand mmglish,as well as being able to do some 
reading, writing eto., that they be transferred to the other 
teaoher, in another classroom, for general e@udiess:In this 
manner each teacher would have abou big rig ay pupils (the 
average in local white schools), there would be sufficient 
time for the teaching of vocational training eto.in addition 
to regular school duties and I feel assured that each and 
every child would leave sohool far in advance of the present 
standard. Visiting school officials and Indian Agents have 
often remarked that I had too many pupils to teach in a proper 
manner and that the schoolroom was overorowded. Ig bringing 
this matter to your attention, I am not doing so as a complaint 
but as a suggestion for the improvement of educational condi- 
tions, knowing that same will have the support of the Indian 
Agent and Sehool ector. 

However, it would be impossible to have a second teacher 
without having the sohool building enlarged by the addition 
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of anothe? clessroom. The building has a floor area of 

-/ 876 sq.ft. (35 by 25 ft.) and that inoludes space for a 
stove, two cupboards, a luneh-table, four aisles and a 
Platform 25 by 5 ft., leaving a very limited space for the 
twenty-two seats and desks now in use. 


Regarding the "Follow-uo System" referred to in your 
letter, I can bes | Poy you with particulars regarding each one 
of my former pupils if seperate individual reports are 
required. Generally, they are married at an early age, 
especially the girls, and carry on with household duties 
and the making of baskets ete. as they have learned at their 
homes when very young. A few leave home to do common labour 
and household work in nearby towns but as a general rule, 
they soon return to this or some nearby Reserve, are married 
and thereby a new home is established. 


Before bringing this letter to an end, I wish to say 
that I have always found the Indian children to be as bright 
and intelligent as the average white ones and I like my 
position as their teacher. Of course they have their own 
Gistinotive and natural peouléarities but I am now so 
femiliar with these that I find very little difficulty in 
mastering then.

I will enccavor to supply any information about 
our r eservation that may prove Ltlpful, as you have asked 
‘for. The Indian boys from this day eciool, have all bsen 
engaged in fishing aftew leeving school, but have had no other 
pursuits or occupations with which to occupy the season when 
fishing 1s slack. The Indian girls do some knitiing and 
simple needlework and embroidery, for which they show considerable 
interest and aptitude. They seem anxious to dress just 
as the white people do, and are very interested in needlework 
for these practical reasons. 
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The Indians of this reservation are very anxious 

for instructioa of this kind, such as lace-making, knitting, 
glove-making, dress-making, embroidery, basketry, and leatherwork 
for the girls. The Indian boys and men are especially intorested 
in manual training which will enable them to make furniture 
for their homes, - and for those who oxcell in this work, 

to sell to tho stores. They also expressed wish for even 

such advanced instruction which vould enatie them to build 
nicer homes, with some knowledge of interior decoration.

Your opinion regarding our educational programme is 
in verfect accordance with my own- Our own pupils have proved 
to be much more inclined towards manual training than intellect- 
ual science, the.former being more necessary to them in their 
postschool years- This is why we have made it our duty since 
several years to train the girls of this school in household 
science, a8 much as circumstances allowed; this explains also 
why we lately sollicited, and "easely obtained “ from the Depart- 


ment, the means of purchasing a few tools and a little wood to 
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provide the boys with manual work, which contributes largely in 
keeping them to school- 

I very respectfully take advantage of this opportunity 
to recall the honorable Boaré of Indian Affairs the urgency of 
building here a new school provided with special rooms for the 
training of boys and girls to manual work peculiar to each sex- 
The room measuring <x 7 ft actually at our disposal for such pur- 


pose is barely sufficient to give 2 decent domestic training to 


the little girls of our dey school- If it were suitable in size 


and had more accomodations the Indian girls could be invited to 


come several times & week, after they have left school, and un-

der the direction of 4 special teacher devoted merely to post- 


school work, they could continue their course in domestic science : 
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viz. cooking, sewing, gardening,etc. and be incited to good be-

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


At first I felt your letter re vocational 
training in Indian Schools required no answer, but, on 
thinking it over, felt perhaps you wished for some 
opinion of teachers. 


As I try to train these Indian children and 
see how readily they change from seat work to vocational 


(they welcome anything from boiling their own dish towels, 
granite bi, ig Repel T to working in a little garden), I 


realize the portance of your letter. 

With their own knives, the school saw and axe, 
the boys work a little at manual training, while the girls 
learn to sew. I do feel a lot more could be done, but 

we have an inspector who demands we give, and expects as 
much of these children, as he gets with white ones. It 
does not come natural to them, they have little behind 
them. They love freedom of action. 


Of course, I have come across a few, interested 
in and ambitious for academic work, about 5% of all I have 
taught. These I would give time to, as I find when they 
are interested the work is easy and pleasant. 


The follow up work might be done through the 
teachers keeping in, or with, their registers, an up to 
date account of pupils passing out. I find most of these 
children willing and glad to keep in touch with a teacher 
by mail, especially, too, would they if some scheme were 
carried out in the way of suitable employment for them.

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My work was carried on as senior teacher 
at the Shingwauk School, part time with Rev. Mr. Fuller 
as Frincipal, and, since 1929, Rev. Cc. F. Hives, who 
ie one of the most interested and best authorities on 
Indian work that I know of. I enclose a list of my 
Entrance pupils, which I thought might interest you, 
who have made good and otherwise. I fancy some of them 
and dozens of others that I could mention would have 
done differently, had there been anything to offer them.

Dear Mr. Hoey, 


Your letter of Jan. 15th. to all teachers in 
the Indian work,was received by me this weck, and was read 
with great interest, more particularly as in was in entire 
opyosition to what wo had been given to understand would be 
the result of the change over in this agency at least. 


: The school here is a day school and at present 
is in a very primary stage the highest grade being Gre 2. 

One of the greatest difficulties on the reserves is with 
regard to attendance. Just as soon as a boy or a girl is 
beginning to show some progress he or she is so often taken 
out of school, and there scems to be no way of making 
attendance compulsory. In addition to this the parents on 

80 many of the reserves are naturally nomads, and pack 

up and go on the least excuse. This reserve subsists entirely 
by hunting and fishing so there is very little to hold them 
within school distance. 


This is only the second year that I have had 
charge of this particular school, and I was fortunate in 
vhat I followed a man who had been unsuccessful. Though 
this meant starting at the beginning with the pupils it also 
meant that it was easier to get the interest, and so I have 
felt that to a great extent I have the parents behind me, with 
exceptions of course, and have had a fairly regular attendance 
throughout th: year, except for sicknesse This year we have 
averaged 18 for the whole year. 


With regard to manual or vocational training, I 
should be greatly interested in any scheme put forward to 
encourage this. So far as my girls are concerned I have given 
&s much time as possible to needleworky all of them except 
this year's beginners having mitts,socks,and uhderwear of 
their own making. ‘As I have provided quite a lot of their 
clothing through varéous friends, I have been able to insist 

too that this is kept in good repair, by either parents or 
pupils. Even the boys have mitts of their own makinge In 
addition the girls get lessons in dish-washing, sweeping and 
cleaning, in connection with the school dinners, besides the 
washing of towels and dishtowels. I have always felt thav 
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the day schools have the advantage in this respect, as it is 
possible to teach using practically the same tools which they 
would have to use at home, the wash-board for instance. 

I have applied to the W.A. asking them to provide two suits 

of underwear such a3 would be provided for the same children 
if they attended a Beariing school unicrtaking to supervise 

the washing and repair of the same, as a regular part of the 
schoolework. However nothing has been forth-coming as yet, 

and there are not the facilities in the present school building 
for further laundry experiments. 


When I first came to Canada I started a manual 
instruction class in my school on the prairie, and the boys 
there were very interested in making quite a number of articles 
We had two quite neat little cupboards, one as 2 musewm with 
glass doors which the boys had made, and every boy contrived 
to have something, varying from a knife-and-fork- box 
to a radio table for his parents at Christmas. I was very 
fortunate there in that the trustees provided all the tools 
I asked for and made me a very solid work-bench Naturaily 
I should not think of comparing the wotk with that of an 
expert carpenter, but the boys and the parents were very 
proud of the results.

Again with the present building such work would not 
be practical, but as the school is in such dangerous condition 
that the agent advised dismissing the pupils in the event 
of a high wind, lest it should collapse on them, I fcvel sure 
that plans must be afoot for a new one, which will I hope 
have a basement. 
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So f.r as is possible I can assure you of cooperation 
in any schemes for improving the education in the Indian schools 
At the same time I agree with you that in the day schools 
at least, the instruction given compares very favourably with 
that given in the rural schools of the Dominion.

Dear Sir: 

I received your ciseular letter and am very glad that 
there is an increasing interest on the part of the Dept.of Indian 
Affairs in the educational welfare of the Indian boys and girls. 

Although I have been but two years in this particular 
work,I have a great deal of interest in it and in the people them- 
selves.Your letter contained suggestions of possible changes in the 
days to come in regards to the educational policy now in force. 

I am taking the opportunity, therefore, to express to you 
some of the ideas I have formed in the short time in th@ work.These 
are very likely not at all new,and no doubt have been expressed be- 
fore,but I submit them for what they may be worth--~as eriticisms-- 
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constructive at least. 
It is to be understood that what is egaid here is in re- 


lation to the conditions existing in this village and others of a 
similar type.This is a fishing village--alwaye has been and always 
will besthe boys and men are engaged solely in making a living by 
means of fishing and trapping.There cannot be any other means of earn- 
ing a living by the people here.The terrain does not permit its 
logging ie finished in the immediate vicinity and since the ground 

is boggy and muskeg, the possibility of farming is entirely out of 


the question. 
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I heartZly agree with the suggestion of some type of 
vo@ional instruction,but you can see that from the above exist- 
ing conditions a choice is hardly available. 

In day schools such as the one here where there are some 
thirty-three pupils,ranging ftom six years to seventeen,and in grades 
from one to eight,the task seems even a more difficult one,It would 
be a physical impossibility to expect one teacher,no matter how cap- 
able,to teach,in addition to scholastic studies,such training as 
mechanics,carpentry,etc.,to say nothing of cooking and household 
science emong the girls in the school. 

The fact that there are Residential Schools in various 
parte of the country does not minimize the difficulty.Just to send 
some or all of the pupils to a school such as that for some kind of 
vocational training after a few terms in their village day school 
would not fairly solve the problem. 

There is,however,to me at least,a manner in which the 


CANADA 


difficulty might be solved,or at least smoothened into a solution. 
There has always been advocated at some time or other 
that there should be some type of follow-up system of school grad- 
uates,especially those of a residential school where the graduates 
are supposed,as a result of their training to be more fitted to take 
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a place in the world. 

It is however,a well known fact that there is not much 
of a place for him or her in the white man's world---at least not 
until our white social system opens up a place for them,.Therefore 
the logical conclusion to arrive at would be that there should be 
a place for them emong their own people.This however presents the 
question that it is not fair to expect the Indian to return to his 
people and work among them for nothing. 

I em of course still bearing in mind that all this is 
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3. 
ing on the education of the Indian child who is attending the 
day school in his or her own village. 

Therefore would it not be an idea worth considering to 
have suitebly trained young men and women chosen from the particular 
village to which they belong return there to take up the work of 
training the boys and girls in the day schools along the 1ines most 
suited to the emplovment at present of the majority of people in the 


villages’ 
As I have already etated,the work as a result of geog- 


raphical surroundings in this village is limited to trapping and 
fishing.The latter brings to mind the thought of training in car- 
pentry, boat-building,mechanics,and navigation for the boysel added 
navigation to the list since only a few months ago a regulation was 
enforced whereby no man may act as skipper of a fish packer without 
owning a certificate obtained by exemination--and this entails in- 
atruction,This regulation affects a mmber of Indians,One at least 
in this village. 

The problem arfises as to fair remuneration for such a 
native instructor.That point,however ,does not enter here save to 
state that too large a remuneration would have as disastrous an effect 
as an unfair one.Surely a fair estimate could be arrived at. 

I have been stressing training for poys---certainly the 
idea could be evolved along stitable lines for girls. 

I em not advocating that such instruction replace the 
present, but I do submit that one-third of the school time cofild be 
given over to this training,with the entire structure supervised 
as to time,regularity,etc.,by the white teacher in charge of the 
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day school, 
Such a plan would be feasible all over whether the employ- 
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4 
of the people was fishing, farming, lumbering or mining.It would 
mean a drastic change in curriculum, but I heartily agree with you 
that the curriculum could stand it. 

No doubt the idea arises that such a plan would take 
years before it could be carried out.I do not think so.I sincerely 
believe that it could be put into force in a very short time.In al- 
most every village some young man or woman with sufficient knowledge 
Raw could be the pioneers.I do know that in this village,carpentry 
and boat-building could be started any time proper equipment was 
furnished and the necessary arrangements were made. 

The above is written only after some considerable 
thought on the matter and from actual observations made while en- 
gaged in the work.All is submitted in the spirit of co-operation 
and with all assurances of good will,

A pupit who hae shown exceptional talent should not be allowed to 
come back to a reserve where hie or her only means of obtaining a 
diving is by fiehing or trapping, 

I pelieve that for schools situated in northern parte or rather 
ieblated spots a programme of studies coneisting of reading writing 
ana Beek arithmetic,with some knowledge of hie country (Canade) 
is eufricient , 

I trust, Mr Hoey, that I have not been too outspoken and feel

No comparison can be drawn between the functions B 
of the Indian Schools and the white schools. In the latter, the 
r) for the most part, come from wellecared=for homes, 
accustomed to a healthy home atmosphere and home comfort, if not 
luxury. The home @ constantly before them inculcates 
habits @f industry, initiative and individual responsibility, 
and knowledge, if not always the practioal observance, of the 
principles of Christian citizenship.

antithesis of all his home experiences.

We have had a year of splendid discipline in the 
school and one cannot speak too highly of the devotion of 
the staff to almost continuous duty. The freer intermingling 
of the sexes in social contact has tended greatly towards the 
@limination of the unhealthy mental attitude to which Indian 
children by ata bem experiences are rendered prone, and 
pA _ and féarful restrictions cannot do anything but 

Be. 


The clase-room work received reeasved an excellent 
report from the School Inspector, but the experience of 
former years tends to indicate that the academic work should 
not be unduly emphasised. The several graduates from this 
@chool to High Sehool have made no good use of their 
opportunities and it is evident that the greatest lasting 
good can be derived by local train commensurate with the 
opportunities afforded school graduates in their home 
environment and on their own Reserves. On the recommendation 
of the Inspector the higher grades are now on a half-day 
Classroom and half-day vocational training basis.

West Coast Indian Vocational Training. 


The Ahousaht Indian school is situated on the Island of 

Flores off the West Coast of Vancouver Island, about half way up 
the Coast. It is a unit of the West Coast Indian Agency, with 
office at Port Alberni. This agency includes a number of sm@ll 
Reserves located in fishing villages along the west coaét, the 
total population numbering about 1700, all engaged in fishing, 

with the possible exception of some few around Port Alberni, who 
are, or could be, engaged in lumbering, employed by the large mills. 


The fishing activity as it applies to Indians is largely 
the catch of salmon and cod. Gasoline Propelled boats are used 
and the fish are caught at various seasons of the year by spoon 
trolling and by seine netting. The approximate value of new 
@quipment for a fishing boat employing two or three men, such as 
is adaptable to Indian fishing, and such as is used by the Japanese, 
ia $2000.00. This ineludes the value @ the boat. Fishing activity 
Can be engaged in practically the whole year, with the exception 
of part of November and December. 


The fish are sold off the fishing boats to purchasing 
scows anchored in certain harbours and movable from place to place. 
The fish are then collected fom the scows into packing boats, that 


convey them to the canneries or to Canadian or United States ports 
for Bale. 


To indicate the competition that is operating against

the Indian industry, and the steady strengthening of the Japanese 
position by taking advantage of the Indian necessity. 


While some of the Japanese purchasing depots are under 
white management, there can be no question that the operations 
are directly under Japanese control. 


The situation from Kyuquot north on the West Coast 
is substantially the same, except that here the control rests in 
a Finnish Co-operative society, operating under the same 
conditions as already described. 


One possible solution of the Indian problem represented 
by these conditions would be to set aside certain costal waters 
for the exclusive use of Indian fishermen. However, here we would 
have the extension of special privilege, whidh is s@ldom of 
lasting good to industry, and it would do little to benefit the 
Indian except to possibly ensure him his usual hand-tp-mouth 
subsistence. 


The other,and a progressively constructive solution 
is to build up the Indian industry so that it can sMand on its 
own feet and operate under favourable conditions with ite competitors. 
To do this an Indian co-operative would have to be formed. It is 
generally known that this cannot be developed with the control 
resting with the Indians shemselves. They are simply not as yet 
capable of organisation or co-operation self-controlled. A packer 
would have to be provided for the conveyance of fish and several 
seasonal scow depots provided at various points. However, the 
advantage of securing the additional profits of such an innovation 
to the Indian co-operative would undoubtedgZy become a self- 
supporting economic asset, as has been amply proven by the operations 
of the competative organisations. One such packer could take care 
of all the Indian catch. This would have to be done under Indian 
Department supervision, but the initial expense entailed would be 
amply warranted in the setting of the Indians on a permanent and 
satisfactory economic basis, tending towards secured independence, 
as opposed to the present definite downward trend of Indian 
fishing industry leading inevitably to Government support and the 
further decadence of the Indian race. 


The function of the Weat Coast Residential school has 
if share in this proposal. Let me emphasise that the sole possible 
occupation of all the West Coast Indians is fishing. No School 
devoting moh of its training and activity to agriculture or 
stock raising setéeéttes can be of any benefit to West Coast 
pupils in establishing them in their natural industry on an equal 
footing with competitors. 


What is needed at Ahousaht, as a centre for the training 
of West Coast Indians, is the establishing of an adequate and 
competent training school ( in combination with neeassary academic 
studies) with efficient and orgahised teaching under special

Dear Mr.Hoey, 


The delay in amswering your letter of Feby 20th is 
accounted for by the fact that we only receive mail here once in 
I0 days. I had, however, been writing a letter to you,consequent to 
receipt of your circular letter of January 15th, during such time 
as I could spare from the many duties around an institution such 
as this. 


May I introduce myself to you? You may remember me 
submitting a report on T.B. conditions among the Indians when you 
were in the Mangtoba cabinet, and when I was United Church missionary 
at Poplar River on lake Winnipeg, 2 report in which the late Dr. 
David Stewart was very mich interested and about which he corresponded 
with me, and which you kindly acknowledged,and intimated that it 
might be used in a effort to have’ the Fede: Government form some 
policy of control. I have for years been deeply interested in Indian 
economic conditions and was able to institute the innovation of 
having the Federal Government send supplies to the Poplar River 
Reserve to be paid for by the Indians out of their treaty money. 

Thies was carried on for some four years while I was there and spread 
to other Reserves in that locality, effecting a saving on actual

computation of over 200% to the Indians, not taking into effect 
the better prices obtainable for their furs on account of being 
less dependent on trading credit. I hope this system is still 
operative. 
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By way of further introduction I may say that there is 
still a turf fire waiting for me in my old home in CoeTyrone, 
although 1 was born in Fermanagh, a fact which you may, perhaps, 
better appreciate. 


I appreciate very much your letter of January I5th. I 
am certainly of the opinion, which I have presse@ upon the Department 
for a number of years, that it is only in training the Indien 
population to better means and habits of industry, and ( just as 
impértant) in adequately and authoritatively supervising their 
industrial efforts and their markets, that we can avoid the 
greater part of them becoming, in the not distant future, an 
@conomic encumbrance to the Government. The situation here on the 
Coast is not as yet so acute as in Manitobae There the fishing 
industry on Lake Winnipeg was at one time a lucrative source of 
livlihood to the Indian people. When the whole industry was turned 
over to white fishermen, mainly Icelandic, the Indians had to turn 
their attention to trapping. It is very evident that trapping also, 
with the ancroachment and superior equipment of white trappers 
and the spread of mining development, will soon cease to be a 
source of livléhood to the Indian, and nothing else is left to him 
in that country. 


It is only too evident that the resources of fishing and 
trapping in available territories 5.3 being expBited to eventual 
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extinction, and, recognising this, it may sometime be the function 
of the Residential schools to train the Indians to new and 
unaccustomed sources of livlihood. Agriculture is at once suggested 
but this would mean transferring the Indians to other territories, 
for invariably the territories occupied by fishag and trapping 
Indiane is altogether unsuited for agriculture. 


Under these conditions, therefore, it would appear that 
what is desirable for the present is to train the Indians to better 
withstand highly organised competition i& those industries peculiar 
to their location and from which they have made a desultory living 
for generations. 


It is rather remarkable that the annual report which I 
made to the omen's Missionary Society of the United Church, who 
control Bhis school, in January last, should touch upon the matter 
to which you have given expression in your circular letter. I thpgght 
I would send this report on to you. 


In particular reply to your letter of Feby 20th, I mam 
placed in rather an embarrassing position by your request, but I 
consider that frankness is the only policy, and I trust that you 
will keep the matter confidential. You mention instruction in 
carpentry, pasesinge care of engines, feeding of chickens. I came 
in 


to this appointme: in July 1935. Very little had been done in the 
way of improvement to the school property for about 20 years. The 
report of the Indian Agent since I came here will indicate to you 
the condition of the school buildings. The staff consisted of the 
Principal, Matron, Asst. Matron, Kitchen Matron and two teachers, 
one of whom was male. Obviously, little could be done in the way 
ef vocational instruction in the school with this staff. A school 
gasoline launch, 40 feet long, had been constructed during 1832 
and 1933, by the Principal, some of the older boys, and some 
outside help. I cannot find where any of the boys did parta&eular 
work on this boat. The boat, with the engine, cost $2500.00,atHe 
material and engine having been paid for by the Department. The 
emgine was installed by the manufacturers. The boat is a very 
creditable asset to the school, where we have to haul our freight 
about four miles by water and land it in small boats through the 
surfe(I have in mind a bush road of about half-a-mile to a harbour 
in which the 6sP.R. beat: docks and which will enable us to unkoad 
freight in any weather conveniently.) 


The boat,however, is certainly too expensive and not of the 
type suitable to Indian fishing. Possibly the work of some of the 
older boys on this boat could be included in vocational instruction. 
Por the building of this boat a workshop was erected, a frame 
building, 24 feet by 48 feet, very suitable for the duilding of 
boats. A dormitory for the smaller boys is located above this 
workshop. Various clamps, large and small, used fer. boat construction 
is ineluded in the equipment. No boat building other than that 
mentioned has been done. 


In this workshpp the older boys made a number of cedar 
chests, from material supplied by the Department, which were 
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evidently sold. Totem poles and small eagles or "Thunder birds" 
were also made, mostly, I er, without instruction. Under the 
heading “care of engines? We have one heavy duty gas engine which 
runs the laundry machinery and the water pumpe Also we have a 
very complicated high speed engine supplying the electric light. 

I cannot find where any instruction was given in care of these, 
nor that there was any member of the staff nor anyone in the 
vieinity who was capable of giving instruction. It was the custom 
to designate one boy each month as "engineer" to look after the 
engines. The result was very apparent. The engines and the laundry 
machinery were wrecks. The lighting plant would not function. I 
had to ship the laundry engine and the lighting plant to expert 
machinists for repair when I came here, at a cost of about 3250.00. 
The laundry machinery ( two ordinary washing machines) I have had 
patched up until it is possible for us to get proper equipment. 


Ee 


Painting. I hardly know whether this refers to commercial 
painting or artistry. We had one boy at the school who showed some 
aptitude for art and spent much of his time at it. One of my first 
jobs was to scrape every ineh of the outside of the school building 
to remove the green slime that accumilates on buildings on this 
coast in the course of years of weathering and to have the whole 
bari | painted. The school boys did this work, but, although it 
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provided good experience for them, I would not call it vocational 
training. The other buildings have not all been painted yet, although 
I have the paint on hand to do meh of it. 
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Feeding of chickens. There were 23 old hens here. I think 
their maximum R.O.P. was 7 eggs in any one day. One boy was 
detailed to feed them. We killed them off, but it is our intention, 
when we have completed the op hae of buiadéing which we have now 
in hand, to develop about 20 acres of good land on the school 
property to supply the school with vegetables, fruit, milk and 
eggs. is could be conveniently done. Some effort was made to 
cultivate the land years ago but abandoned apparently from lack of 
interest. It is an unusual condition on the west coast to have 
such an area of land suitable for agriculture and it is difficult 
to understand why more advantage was not taken of it. I have had 
the soil tested by the Department Agriculturalist and his report 
will show that it is good. Tye school has shipped in all its 
garden produce, fruit, eggs and milk to the amount of about 
$1500.00 a year, and there is no doubt that this could all be 
produced on our own land. Since I have been here I have done some 
effective drainage and have removed large stumps immediately 
behind the school. Last year I planted some 3500 small fruits 
and I20 plants of rbw and their growth is amazing. There is 
much work to be done, but I do not wish to undertake too mech at 
once, and the building programme is just at present keeping us 
occupied. MreA.W.Neill, the Federal Member, visited us last year 
and he recommended a small tractor for development of the farm 
and garden. There is no doubt that this development would be a 
finaneial aid to the school. The BeCe market prige of potatoes 
wholesale, for instance, is now $2.80 per cwt. 
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However, the matter of development of the land could not be 
said to come under the heading of such vocational instruction as 
is adaptable to our Indians. It is true that the project would 
undoubtedly urge the people to do some gardening in their Village, 
where there is some small area suitable for this purpose. The force 
of example, one of the most potent forces in Indian education, would 
tend to this result. 


I do not know whether you are acquainted with the Reserve 
lay out on the West Coast. The Indians are congregated in fishing 
villages and do not occupy any large tracts of land. These villages 
are their "reserves". The rocky and mountainous nature of the 
country debars them from agriculture or stock raising to any extent. 
However, there are some apple trees in the Ahousaht village, planted 
years ago and sadly neglected, but still bearing. 


Since coming here we have during the past year built 
@ $3000.00 residence for the principal and his family, appropriation 
for this being made by the Department. The previous accommodation 
was one small room in the school building. I would have preferred 
this money to have been spent in other ways in petter equipping 
the school for its function, but the matter was in hand before my 
appointment. I employed some of the boys on the building and they 
showed, some of them, good adaptability, and gained good experience. 
We are at present engaged in building a new laundry with a reereation 
room for the boys above, and this is being constructed by the school 
boys under the direction of the vocational instructor. I was able 
to get an appropriation of $480.00 per year from the Department fo r 
the engagement of a vocational instructor last October. The school 
has augmented this salary to $600.00. I succeeded in getting a man 
from Northern Manitoba whom I knew, who is an expert mechanic, also 
and airplane pilot and an excellent all-round man. He came here for 
a@ change of climate, but it is obvious that I cannot expect to keep 
such a man at this salary for very long. He has already had offers 
from the mining camps at a much creater salary. However, he has been 
of great assistance to me in property improvement. 


I had him in mind in furthering the plan which I will 
later outline to you in developing the vocational instruction at 
this school so that it will definitely result in the increased 
industrial independence of the Indian people, but he has been fully 
occupied up to now and will be for some time in improvements in 
the school property, clearing land for building, building of fire 
escapes, care and repair of engines etc., In all this he has had 
the senior boys assisting and being instructed, but as yet there is 
no definite programme of vocational instruetion, with graded and 
progressive classes, such as I consider there should be. 


Frankly, our present facilities do not provide: means 
for my idea of vocational instruction. The many odd jobs around 
such an institution as this and the present necessity for mch 
patching of buildings, repairs,and new buildings can fully occupy 
the time of the senior boys and does provide them with a sort of 
general experience. Probably this sort of thing has been accepted 
as “vocational instructio&® hitherto, but obviously it is far 
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from an ideal which would have for its objective the turning out 
of our boys fitted by training to engage in any competition in'™ 
the occupation from which they are not only going to earn their 
future living, but in which we might expect them to excel to such 
an extent that they will definitely improve the whole economic 
condition of themselves and their community. 


We have in our village now about a dozen young men 
just hanging around. Day after day they wander over here to the 
school. I give them such odd jobs as 1 can afford, such as supplying 
wood, but they impress me as being nothing but an economic léability 
to the commnity and the country. They are not to be blamed. They 
have no boats to fish with and,with the exception of the cannery 
season during the summer, when they find employment at the canneries, 
there is nothing for them to do. The inclinations to mischief, 
@uéh as homebrew and immorality,under such conditions is obvious. 
If these boys had boats and fishing eqappment, with the enthusiasm 
which specialised training in this occupation wopld engender, there 
need be no idleness for them. 


I arrange sports for them when the weather is favourable 
and one of the ideas of the recreation room which we are building 
and to which it is my hope to add a gymnasium at some time, is to 
keep these village boys from deteriorating into useless parasites 
of society. Some of these boys have had a few years in high school. 
The Ahousaht school has been noted for the number of pupils prepared 
for high school during the past few years. To my mind, this was an 
utterly mistaken policy. There is only one chance in a thousand of 
Indian boys or girls being able to compete or to find outside 
employment against a white boy or girl of similar attaimment. The 
only resulg of higher education has seen to give the Indian pupils 
@ glimpse of somehhing to which they cannot possibly attain. The 
usuel thing is that they have gained more appreciation of the 
frivolities and indiscretions of outside civilization and have 
adopted them. They almost invariably come back to the only enditions 
open to them on their home reserve and discouragement and possibly 
thwarted ambition ( in some few cases) have made them more 
reationary than their old people. 
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This letter has become too jong. I know that you are 
deepliy interested in the Indian problem, and this is my excuse. 
I will, in another letter, suggest constructive methods which, in 
my opinion, apply to residential school functions in this 
particular area.

Some designs are prettier then others, and some work is 
superior to the rest, but if the girls in school were trained to do perfect 
work, and choose the best materinls, when they left school they would be 
weedy to get the highest vrices for their products. Indian designs and 
Indien color schemes should be vreserved, but stress laid on suiteble 
erticles for the white men's merket. This tyne of teeching would #lso be 
appreciated by the parents, and help to bridge the grest gulf between 
school and home, awskening grenter Interest in the school in the ignorant 
minds of some of the people. 

The Society hes slichtly raised the price for these mets end this has 
been a help to the veople during a very hard yesr. Almost every parent of 
school children has made 2 met and this hes proved # good point of contact 
with the home, where ecademic studies nre not avprecirted., About fifty 
dollars have been earned on the reserve by beadwork, This is not a large 
emount but it is a good beginning in the right direction, thet of teaching 
the people to make © living by their own work,

Dear Ur.Hoey, 


In outlining suggestions re vocational training and 
general Indian occupational betterment on the West Coast in my 
letter to you of March ISth, I confined my remarks to the boys and 
mene Of equal importance is the training of the girls. In the West 
Coast Indians we have a people of superior intelligence to any of 
the western Indians I have yet come in contact with. Nearly every 
Indian under forty to fifty years of age is a graduate of some 
residential school. Living conditions on the reserves, however, 
reflect comparatively little indication of training extending 
over such a period of time. 
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Disease conditions, with T.Be and venereal disease 
predominant, are deplorable, due mainly to the housing conditions 
and the reluctance of Indians to advance more to the white standards 
of housekeeping. Many of the homes ar large barns of dwellings 
where whole families, including the in-laws, live together, dominated 
more or less, as is the Indian custom, by the older generation. It 
is to these conditions that we have to send our girl graduates back, 


with little chance of putting into effect the teaching acquired in 
the schools.

continue the habits formed at the school and be removed from the 
subversive domination of the elders. I have tried to interest the 
graduates of this school, now in the village, some of them married, 
in this matter of separate home building, but, while they all admit 
that it would be very desirable, we cannot bring sufficient pressure 
to bear upon them to arouse them to this activity. Nor is the 
training of the girls in the school in domestic work of the type 

to so inculcate better domestic habits in them while they are in 
school that they would insist on improvement in the village or at 
their marriage. 


Our equipment is perhaps unusually poor at this school, 
but im general our conditions here apply to all schools. The older 
girls make the meals for the children, each one with alternating 
duties, and also work in the laundry, where the washing is done by 
machinery, and, washing on three momnings in the week, we have all 
we can do even with machine equipment to get the washing done. 

The éroning and sewing is,indeed, practical training which they 
can take with them on graduation, but, for the most part, the 
training is of necessity part of the school foutine, and no time or 
facility is available for practical general housekeeping and the 
care of a home in which they could take individual pride, which 
they could take with them as a standard to maintain after leaving 
school. 
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I have had in mind since taking up this work the 
building of a three or four room cottage, the lumber being obtained 
by cutting logs and having them sawn at a mill, all the work and 
the building being done by the boys under conditions such as could 
be undertaken without outside assistance in the village. The 
cottage could be furnished mainly by home constructed furniture 
and decorated and arranged by the girls. A member of the staff 
could occupy one of the bedrooms, and two or three girls, alternating 
monthly, occupy the cottage, make their own meals, wash with wash- 
tub and board, and be given a budget to keep house withe If the 
habit could be instilled into them sufficiently by personal pride 
in a home such as they could have in the village, I doubt very 
much whether they would be satisfied to go back to the present 
condition of community life, with meals, for instance, of straight 
fish or seal meat picked up by the fingers froma dish or perhaps 
a cedar mat spread on the floor. 
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I have within the last few days had a problem with a 
girl, now sixteen, who fa wants her to leave school. The 
father is elderly and is on lief. Her brother is a graduate of 
this school but has perforce gone back to Indian conditions of 
living in the Village. The father has no home of his own and lives 
wherever he can,sometimes in one of the smokehouses in the village. 
He furthermore lives with an old woman, more for cmmpany, I presume, 
than anything else. Enma is a bright, attractive girl. We have had 
her helping at the residence and doing some of the cooking occasionally. 
Her manners at out table are no different from our own. If she were 
to leave school now to the conditions to which she would have to go, 
in twe months thme there would be little indication in her habits 
that she had ever known the “white" peoples& mode of life.

Capt. Barry, the Department Inspector, when he was 

here recently in the matter of the report on educational matters 
about which you wrote me, was ready to recommend that Emma be kept 
at the school until she was eighteen, but I am of the opinion that 
she can be better occupied in the domestic care and b ent of 
her father and brother, under proper conditions. I the ore saw 

the rand brothar, and told them that, if they would acquire 

a@ suitable home, which I would inspect, and equip it in a satisfactory 
way 80 as to be comfortable for both themselves and Emma ind permit 
her to continue housekeeping as she has been taught here, then I 
would consider asking for her discharge at the end of this term. 

This they promised to do, and the brother is quite capable of 
doing it when the incentive is strong enoughe This is not an isolated 
problem, but applies to at least half the girls now attending school, 
although this is an outstanding case. 


In the matter of the report which was required re 
educational matters on the West Coast, may I say that I have given 
my opinion of conditions and needs with an unbiassed mind, eliminating 
altogether personal considerations. May I suggest then, should a 
central residential school be built on the Coast, that consideration 
be given to the training of both the boys and girls with a view 
to the gaddual betterment of Reserve living conditions as well as 
the industrial future of the Indians. A domestic training unit for 
the girls, practical and suitable to Reserve conditions, would, I 
think, do more to control disease and immpral conditions than any 
policy which the Government could undertake without enormous 
expense, and would be more permanent than any possible palicy. 


To assist reserve housing betterment, a small saw- 
mill at the school, inexpensively erected and operated, and 
ava le to the Indians of the Coast for Sawing material for 
house and boat construction, would provide vocational training, 
would provide much of the boat material for the building suggested 
in my previous letter,and would make available to the graduates 
material for home cons ection along designated lines on leaving 
school or on marriage would be a irable complement to the 
proposed providing of hool constructed boats for the equipment 
of the boys in the fishing industry. 


I have had mech discussion on the Coast with Whites 
and Indians regarding the practicability of the proposed West Coast 
Indian Co-operative organisation. It seems to be a generally 
accepted fact that some such organisation is the only means of 
securing the industry to the Indians as a permanent means of support. 
May I suggest that the matter merits investigation? There is no 
sound reason why the Indian industry might not be later dev 
to include canning plants on the Co-operative basis also, a 
of the girls and women are employed in such plants durigg the 
summer. 


I am of the opinion that, on the West Coast, we have 
the material to hand, in the intelligence and industry of the Indian 
people, with the fishing industry responsive to organised development, 
as the Japanese have shown it to be, to make a marked advence in 


indian administration, leading to independenc eventual 
citizenship.

As you know,a@ similar plan as Suggested was 
started on this Reserve many years ago;large Band Funds, of 
course,assisted in the experiment. The Millionaire's son 
is never a good example and we may put the young Blackfoot 
in me class. However,may we be permitted to make a comrent 
or two. 


Very few(if any) boys,white or brown, will 
settle down to work at 17 or 18 without close supervision. 
The average Indian boy must see his new world on horseback 
or by oar, for at least two years;it is not only a waste of 
money but possibly derogatory to his future to give him a 
farm or equipment for which he is entirely responsible and 
from which he may get a quick return of considerable size, 
Very few parents of Boarding School children have the slight- 
est idea of parental responsibility. Thies is not his fault 
but rather the arse of the whole educational system. As a 
Tesult,you cannot put dependence on the average parent to 
constructively hely to build a responsible character out of 
the boys or girls from an institution. No Agent, Farming 
Instructor,Stodeman or other Supervisor can get far with a

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So long as there are Boarding Schools, I 
believe we must either let the ex-pupils get oriented into

Regarding paragraph two in your circular of may 15th 
last, may i ask for a more definite statement rerardine the 
words, "you will note that these refer to pupils who have 
remained in school the usual number of years. hat is the 
usual number of yeers? Does it refer to the Act which def- 
initely states that compulsary education applys to all child- 
ren between the ages of seven and sixteen. Children who 
have been sent home sick of course are not elirable.

Last year I had children come into school running in 
age from seven to fourteen, and 1 know of a number who have 
‘gone much over the stipulated senior year Indian Act Standard, 
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Children in Grade I at the age of ten to fourteen are a 
hold-up to a teacher and to the school, without taking into 
consideration the great wrong inflicted upon the child. You 
will, I am sure admit there is a delinquency somewhere, and 
I feel that if you would make a definite stetement as to the 
interpretation in your mind when writing the above quoted 
words, it would clarify the situation for me. It would also 
definitely make provision for no deflecting of work, riving 
no room for excuse either from the varent or field official. 
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#ersonally i have tried to use the Act, but to no avail, 
because of no definie action from and throurh others. If a 
follow-up scheme is to be evolved, then fundamentally it must 
carry some definiteness. I would be glad of something really 
definite which I could use during our closing exercises on 
the night of the 29th instant, in addressing the parents and 
in talking to the immediate graduates. 


I trust you will over-look my desire for something def- 
inite, for if we are going to get away from the spirit of 
"any $14 thing is good enough for the Indian children", wé

I very much appreciate your letter Inte January 25th. but 


which iid not reach ne till March. Please excuse the delay out before 
writing I wished to discuss the matter with people nere and to give 
4t some thought. I will be very glad to give all the assistance and 
cooperation in my power and any suggestions you wish to jive will be 
carried out as well as circumstances wed) permit. 


Your ideas with regard to a " Foblow-up System " are in 
accordance with ay own although any dnstruction in vocational training 
would ve extremely difficult 4s tae children are often absent.Fishing 
and logging are the chi f activites here. Although there is some of 
the best agricultural, tnis valley the Indians show little inclination 
to farm. When either of the two farmers in tae valley desire hired help 
tuey are obliged to get it from Vancouver. this seems a pity 48 many 
of tae younger men have been to the Residential School at Alert Bay 
where they learned some farming. 
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I will give you a resumé of our activities and pertaps 

you will be good enough to offer Srcckumxanadxeavieex criticisa and advice. 
First of all we both give every encourageuent to the 

Indians. For exaupie, a few of the older boys and girls have expressed 


a wish to continue tneir studies next year. Should they do so 1 have 
agreed to allow them to come for instruction after school and to study 
ta tae house during the day. I trust this 4s in order. My school 
would be too unwieldy otherwise. 
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fe have three oranches of the Woman's Auxillary Branch of 
tne Uhurch. The older wowen do Knitting, make garaents, fancywork and 
make quilts. Ye teach the Girls' Branca fancywork, plain sewing ana 
knitting while the Juniors leara plain sewing. As yet we have nothing 
like that for the young boys. 


Twicw a week I nave classes in reading and writing for 
the adult men and women. They are enthusiastic but unfortunately their 
nowadic nabita do not aake fow much progres One afternoon all the 
little pre-school age children come to school. This 1s to teach them 
some English so that when they do come to school it will oe easier 
for them and for me. Lhe parents are greatly interested. 


When I came here three years ago many of the young men 
had musical instruments ( saxophones, trombones and the like ), but 
knew notaing at all of music. I told tnem that I could and would teach 
them the rudiments of muaic and how to follow an instruction book. 
They have worked hard and can now play all the latest dance tunes. There 
are now two piano accordions, three saxophones, a cornet, twp trombones, 
a drum, a banjo and guitars. 
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I also teach individual lessons on the organ and the children 
taught the rudiments of music with the object of having a school 
da with toy instruments. We have part singing after the Tuesuuy 
and Wednesday evening services. The Indians loxe it very much. 


On Friday afternoons I teach the echoolchildven games and folk- 
dancing. We also have dancing classes for the older boys and girls. 


I have told you all this so that you will have some idea of what 
is already being done and so that you can, if you will , offer 
criticism and advice. Everything mentioned takes place after school 
hours. Besides we have the uaual Church Services and Suniay classes. 


Ly school is large \ 42 on the register ) but I would like very 
much to have some manual training. If I could get the materials I 
could lev ine children make sweaters, hooked rugs, dresses and some 
carpentry as seatwork ( supervised ). Perhaps also, with the 
cooperation of my colleague , they could do some cooking and gardening. 
Is it possible to obtain an initial grant from the Department for 
the purchase of such things as : a sewing machine, knitting needles, 
rug hooks, crochet Looks, wool, dress wateriale, sewing cotton, needles 
pins, carpentry tools, flour etc. and gardening tools ? I would also 
appreciate a book on manual teaimg training. The things made vy the 
children could perhaps be sold ; a part of the price going to the 
child who made the article, a part for more materials and a part to 
the school ( or anything you suggest ). In this way after the first 
outlay the venture would be self-supporting.

I must apologize for being so late in answertng 
your letter of the 29th, of June with its annexed Circular 
regarding the desirabllity of creating a " follow-up " system 
for the children who leave the Residentiol schools. I have 
heen in continuous travel since the Spring, and I just hapnen 
to find it amon some other panere in my travelling case. 


I have read the Curenlar,and I find,with Dr. P.W.Head, 
that it would be very difficult to put it to practice in the 
Yorth Westteritories,where the conditions are so very peculiar 
and where Reserves are nor reculated by ordinary rules,which 
prevail outside of the Territories. 

finee you are inviting svecestions, I am giving you what 
I feel would be the best for the countrys 


Our main effort should be to have a serious control of 
the sanitary conditions. lnless we do something on that di- 
rection, we will have to desl with only more or lese sickly 
individuals. This is far from being an impossibility. The 


poluts ovllsIndian Agente could he required to make an annual vieit in 


Library and Archives Canada / Bibliotheque et Archives Canada 
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the different camps,and then, see that every building is kept 
in good order,especially for what regards cleanlinese and sa- 
nitation. There is no doubt but thet many of the houses of 

the Indians should be destroyed or burnt,because of the many 
germs of various deseases which have contaminated previous 
owners. This,of course,will necessitate the building of new 
homes; but I do not see that any enormous expenses would he 
involved. Practienlly in every case it would be quite enough 

to provide some lumber for few the flooring and the roofing. 
The ex-pupils,with the aid of their parentes,vill certainly 

be able to erect 2 log-building which for thie covntry is by far 
the best,unless one is prepared to undergo a large expenditure.

In hie annual visit, the Indian Arent*vould then see what has

Dear Sir: 


I have been reading over your letter to me sent 
from Ottawa on January 15, 1937, and am taking this opportunity 
of giving you some idea of what I have endeavoured to do on 
the Reserve and in school. 


During my first year here I saw the need of some 
form of social Club for the Indians, but as I was unable to use 
the school, I had no suitable place where the people could 
meet. During the Exhibition of Indian work in Prince Albert 
during July, I approached the Inspector of Agencies, Dr. 
Robertson, on the matter. He kindly offered suggestions and 
gave me permission to use the school. In October I organized 
a Social Club and during the winter had a very good attendance. 
As it was new to the Indians here I did not expect too much for 
the first year. Our meetings were held on an average once in 
two weeks. I confined most of our talks to Health Studies and 
how Home Life could be improved. These talks were given in 
English and Cree. Games and Cards were enjoyed after the 
business session and a light lunch served at the conclusion 
of each meeting. Although many of the older Indians speak 
mostly Cree, I found some of the younger ones wanted reading 
material. I was able to assist in a small way with a few 
magazines and papers but thought for another year a small 
library could be established and wondered whether the Depart- 
pa would donate a few suitable books to make a start along 
this line. 


I see the real necessity of a young people's club 
whereby some of the older school pupils could take part. I 
feel the young people prefer English only and now that I take 
the Sunday morning services in English I have a very sood 
attendance. 


A small beginning has been made regarding manual 
work. Many of my girls are quite young and only a few of the 
boys are really old ehough to do much woodwork. The boys made 
small beds while the girls made the bed clothes abd did a 
little kitting. Articles such as hayracks have been made and 
only odd pieces of wood were used. I feel with some equipment 
more can be done. With this end in view for my next reauisition 
I am applying for some tools. I am endeavouring to caryy out 
a farm project next term whereby 4 model farm will be made and 
the work correlated with the other subjects. 


Since I have been in charge of thé school there 
has been no school garden. There is a suitable piece of ground 
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next to my own piece which would be ideal. Sufficient 
vegetables could be grow and as the basement in the residence 
is large enough no root house would be necessary. I under- 
stand the Department would supply the necessary seed for a 
school garden and I am anplying for same through the local 
Indian Agent. I feel that some sort of local Exhibition of 
school work could be inaugurated and that garden produce 

could be included. 


Regarding ex-pupils may I take the liberty of 
suggesting how some record could be Kept on their behalf. 


42) School attended; (2) Year of graduation; (3) Age; 

4) Present occupation. Perhaps the question of marriage could 
be included. Some Indians marry non-Indians and leave the 
reserve. I am compiling a record after the above to be sent 
you at the end of June. I omitted to mention the grade reached 
on graduation. 


I shall be glad to receive the list of books 
especially suitable for Indian pupils. 


As many teachers seldom see each other, I feel it 
might be beneficial to all if at some time they could have 
their own convention. Some unifornity of work might then be 
devised. Some sort of syllabus regarding manual work could 
be drawn up.

It is some time since I received your letter regarding 
the education of Indians. Since then I have been compiling an an- 
swer in the form of suggestions, criticisms,ete., which I hope 
may be of some use in mapping out a programme for Indian educations 

I herewith present them to you with only one thought in mind= that 
our educational system may be improved. 
Program of studies: 

Our instructions from the Department read: "The currice 
ulum to be followed in each school is that prescribed by the Dep't, 
of Education for the provincein which the school is located." 
Next- "The Dep't. Indiang Affairs prescribes certain text=bookse 
For those subjects for which the Dep't does not prescibe text~book, 
provincial text-books should be used." 

There are two things wrong with these instructions to a 


CANADA 


teacher: 


1. A great deal of the material given in the curriculum of 
this province which, though very excellent for white children, is 
unsuitable for use in Indian schools. 
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2. Many of the text-books prescribed by the federal dep't. 
are meant for schools in other provinces and are verg excellent- 
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but do not fully cover the work as prescribed for each province. 
This places the teacher at a decided disadvantage, first, 
because much of the course of studies is unsuitable for Indian 
children; and second, because text-books allowed do not cover all 
of the work prescribed by the dep'te 
For the general betterment of education in all Indian 
schools, I believe: 

1. That there should be appointed .jgy each province an ins- 
pector for Indian schools- preferably rn a who has had several 
years experience in an Indian school. 

2. That this inspector, with the help of the teachers of 

that province, arrange a course of studies for the use of the 
teachers. 
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3. That there be made avaiable to the +&chers of each prov= 


' ince scam set of text-books to follow as closely as possible the 


"new course of studiese 


Here are some'of the reasons I (togetherith other teachers) 
have for suggesting such changese As I stated above much of the material 
given in the curriculum igs unsuitable for Indian children. I mean by 
thie that in order to satisfy the public school inspectors we must 
teach, or attempt to teach, what is outlined in the curiculumy even 
though we know that it is unneccesary and a waste of time. Let me give 
a concrete example of thise 

During my first two years in an Indian school I spent a great 
deal of time trying to teach the children to sing by note. They were 
unable to understand what it was all about and beyond the preliminaries 
I found that it was an impossible taske During this time the public 
school inspector visited the school several times and was quite in- 
dignant because I was having no successe The same was true of advan- 
ced arte 

I do not mean to strike out at the public schoolg inspectors

There is nothing definite in the way of what should be taught 
for the best results or what should be eliminated from the "course." 
This puts the teacher on his or her own initiative and often the choice 
of subject matter fs not wisee

THE CANADIAN INDIANS--THEIR ORIGIN AND DESTINY 


PART I. THEIR ORIGIN 


How far the antiquity of man on the American continent 
reaches back into the preceding ages, it is impossible to say, 
put Dr. Stephen Leacock in his book "The Dawn of Canadiana History" 
(Chronicles of Canada Series) furnishes some notable evidence 
to show that he was in North, South and Central America “during 
the remote changes of the Great Ice Age", and "long before the 
gorge of Niagara had begun to be furrowed out". 


When Europeans came to this continent at the end of 
the fiftern*h century, they found it already inhabited by races 
of men very different from themselves, and because they thought 
they had reached an outlying part of kastern Asia, or the Indies; 
they called these people "Indians", In the course of time when 
this geographical misunderstanding was removed, thinking men 
bogan te look for an explanation for the seeminly isolated posi- 
tion of this section of the human race, separated as it was from 
the rest of mankind by boundless oceans, 


After a brief reference to some of the carlier and 
"gertainly naive" thcories which were propounded on the subject, 
Ee Leacock proceeds to deal with the evidence that man had 

ppcared on the carth long before the shapittg of the continents 

as they aro today, had taken place. “Both in Europe and America", 
he says, “the puriea traces of primitive man are vast in antiquity, 
and carry us much further back in time than the final. changes of 
carth and occan which made the continents as they are; and, when 
we remember this, it is easy to see how mankind could have passed 
from Asia or Europe to Amorica", He speaks of the connexion of 
the land surface of the globe as boing difforont in carly times 
from what it is now, and suggests, after mentioning the proximity 
of Siboria to Alaska, "it may well have been that farther south, 
whore now is the Pacific ocean, there was formorly direct land 
connexion between Southern Asia and South Amcrica, The continuous 
chain of islands that runs from the New Hebridos across the South 
Pacific to within two thousand four hundred miles of tho coast 

of Ohili is perhaps tho remains of a sunken continent. In the most 
castorly of these, Easter Island, have been found ruined temples and 
romains of great carth-works on a scalo so vast that to believe them 
the work of a small community of islanders is difficult. The fact 
that thoy have some resemblance to the buildings and works of the 
ancient inhabitants of Chili and Peru has suggested that perhaps 
South America was once merely a part of a groat Pacific continent." 


From the time the writer of this article became interested 
in the origin of the Amcrican Indians, and that was in the year 
1898 when he began his work as a missionary among the Longua and 
Suhin Indians in the Paraguayan Chaco, he has nover been ‘satisfied 
with the sitple explanation so widely accepted in Canada, that they 
come from Mongolian stock. If some connexion can be traced between 
the Mongols and some of the tribes of Alaska and tho British Columbia 
Coast, no such connexion has been traced between them and the : 
Indians who inhabit the rest of the vast North amorican continent, 
or Mexico, or Central and South america, 


To quote Dr. Leacock again, he says:= "Of one thing we 
may bo certain. If there was a migration (to America) there must 
have been long ages of scparation between mankind in Amorica and 
mankind in the 01d World; othorwise we should s+ill find some 
trace of kinship in Mengioge which would join the natives of 
America to the great raci families of Europe, Asia and Africa. 
But not the slightost vestige of such kinship has yet been found", 
While ho considers it "a vory notablo ciroumstance" that we cannot 
connect the sagen? of America with thoso of any other part of 
the world, he points out that affinitics and relationships may be 
traced in seme fifty-five groups of Indian languages in North Amorica 
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between the Arotic and Mexico, and aids that the speech of the 
natives of North America may easily be connected with that of the 
natives of Central and South America, "Even". he says, “if we 

had not the similarities of physical appearance, of tribal. 

customs, and of general manners to argue from, we should 5e able 
to say with certainty that the various families of s4merican Indians 
all belonged to one race," 


: A few years ago the writer took time while in Cambridge , 
Mass. to read in the Harry Widener library at Harvurd University, 
some forty volumes of American history, with a view to collecting 
the ideas of others who had studied the subject of the origin of 
the American Indians, and he was interested to learn that a goodly 
number of them expressed their convi:tion that they came from 
the Malay bb rd os th They point out that the Rockies and Andes:’ 
are comparatively young mountains among the mountains of tne earth, 
and advance the theory that the great convulsion of naturo which 
threw them up was responsible for the submersion of the Pacific 
continent, the remains of which we can now see in the multitude 
of islands and islets lying off the south eastorn part'of the 
Asiatic coast. When that mighty convulsion took place, no one 
ventured to state, but it was their opinion that the forerumners 
of the present Indian races of America were here before that 
time, and were related to the inhabitants of the last continens- 


While the question of the origin of the Amorican Indians 
affords a tempting theme to the speculative antiquarian, those 
who are not itpressed by the Mongolian theory have cast about for 
another te take its place, and samo have found it in the decidedly 
interesting one just mentioned. In support of the Malay origin 
of this remarkable people, they point out that when the Spaniards’ 
under Cortez and Pizarro came to the Americas in tho i6th century, 
thoy found two great civilizations--one under the Aztecs in Mexico 
and the other under the Incas in Peru and they ask where these 
civilizations came from, They point to the older civilizations of 
the Mayas of Contral America, "whose ruined temples are still to be 
tracod in the tangled forests of Yucatan and Guatemala", and inform 
thosc who wish to see replicas of those temples that thoy may do so 
by visiting the Peabody Museum in Cambridge, Mass,; and thg wish 
to know where that superior civilization came from, They point to 
the fact that the intcorest of the Mayas in astronomy led them 
to discover the lunar yoar of twelve months of thirty days, and wonder 
if this knowledge eame to thom by intuition, or was bequeathed to them 
from a still greater race that had gone before, just as their 
own culture formed tho basis of many successive cultures in 
both Central and South America, They point to such things as the 
blow-pipe in use by the Indians in Peru as being almost identical 
with that used in Borneo, and thoy yegily ask if this is morely 
coincidence, They point to the strik ng resemblance between the 
totems of the Maoris of New Zealand and those of the Infians of 
the northwest coast of Canada; to the resemblance between the 
Sommunal or "long-houses" of interior Borneo and those among the 
Indians in differant parts of the Americas; to the striking 
similarity between many conventional designs and decorations of the 
native tribes of the South Sea Islands and the Indians of Puget 
Sound; they point to the ruined temples on Easter Island already 
mentionéd, and to various other things which are germane to the 
sub ed and ask if these do not furnish pretty olear and re.iable 
indications that the earliest races which’ occupied the American 
continents came from the Malay Archipelago. 
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That mankind occupied these continents at a remote age 
of antiquity, Dr. Leacock in the book already mentioned, furnished 
Some "notable evidence", Amongst other things he mentions the 
finding of the imprints of human feet » doeply burled over twenty 
feet below the surface of tho soil in Nicaragua, in Central ; 
Amcrica, and reasoris that such impressions must have been made 
in soft muddy Soil, subsequently cevered by some geol»gical convulsion 
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whioh occurred 1-ng ages ago. Ae vevers to the still more striking 
discovery of rude implements of stone, ang ormaients of god, and ~ 
pits of brocken pottery, along the Ecquado> coast’ in South Amorica. 
puried in a stratum of sand and loam such as might once have been 
surface soil, bus now resting below an approximately eight foot layer 
of marine clay. 


Turning to North America he refers to the discovery in 
the drift of the Mississippi end Missouri Valleys of chipped imple- 
ments of stone and broken fragments of quartz buried or lying 
peside the bones of elephants and animals unknown in this son binent 
ttgince the pericd of the Great Ice". From such evidenve he reasons 
that the Americas were inhabited by human peings at a remote period 
in the past, much more remote thas most people conceive, and if” 
those human beings were the progenitors of the Amorican indians, 
those in Canada included, then wo are living in the midst of one 
of the most interesting people in the whole world today.

As the second part of this articlo deals with a mich more 
vital question conserning tho Indian peoples of this country than 
the preceding one, the writer trusts that it may be found corre- 
spondingly more interesting. Until he himself beceme closely 
associatedc, nearly twenty years ago, with the work of Tndian edu- 
cation in Canada, the horizon o7 his personal knowledge of the 
Indians domiciled here was almost entirely limited to those he had 
read about, ox contacted in the province uf Ontario in which he 
was born, In his journeys up end dom and asroas the sountxy, 
however, since 1920, ané in the discharge of his administrative 
autios as Secretary of the Irdian and Eskimo Rosidential School 
Commission of the Church of England in Canada, his knowledge of 
those people has expanded a good deal, and he has peon in touch 
with tribos or bands whose existence was unimown to nim before, 


According to the last census as published in tho Report 
of the Indian Affairs Branch of the Dominion Government, the 
Indians in Canada now sumbor 112,520, which is an inorease cf 
over 4,000 over tho last previous census, and it should be of 
interest to your readers to know of their Location across the 
Couey The following figures are taken from tho Roport just 
mentioned: ~

In the above list it will be noted that Newfoundland is 
not included. This is partly bevause it is not part of the Dominion, 
and rély because there are no Indiens left there, When the early - 
settlers arrived a tribe known as the Devthuts iilved there and along 
the rooky coasts ot tho strait of Belie Islo, but these have ail 
disappeared, As “they smeared their bodies with rod ochro, bright 
in colour", it is thought that this gave rise to tho neme "Red © 
Indian" by which the race is gencrally knmwn to the present day. 


Cf the three major er ups into which the Canadian Indians 
aro divided, those of Algongvin stozk are most to be vound at 
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various centres all the way from the Eastern Maritimes to the 1 
Great Lakes, but there are some soattered settlements farther westo 


In Ontario and around Lake Huron are the Huron-Iroquois, 
and to the north and west of these two groups, and living at 
various centres in the broad spaces between Hudson Bay and the 
Rookies and the Arctic Ocean are to be found the numerous tribes 
whibh are of Athapascan stock, 


The Indians west of the Rockies are quite distinct from 
those of the Plains, apart from those tribes of Athapascan stock 
which have penetrated into British Columbia, While it is true 
that there are many distinct languages among the Indian tribes 
living “0 the Pacific coast all the way from California to 
Alaska, their physical appearance, and characteristics show such 
a similarity throughout that they are thought to belong to one 
kindred stock. 


In order that your readers may have a olearer under~ 
standing of the difficultios which confront the Dominion Government 
and the different Church Societios who are, and have been for ~ 
many years, cooperating closely in the work of Indian education, 
it may be helpful if further details be rocorded hero regarding 
the numerous tribes and communitios of these people included in 
the major groups just montioned. 


(1) Beginning .with those of Algonquin stock, we find 

the Miomacs in Prince Edward Isiand, Nova Ssotla, New Brunswick, 
Quebec and Ontario; the Malecites in New Brunswick and Quebec: ~ 
the Montagnais and Abonakis and Naskapis in Quebeo; the Ojibwas, 
Pottawattamies, and Delawarcs in Ontario: Ojibwas ond Swampy 

Crees in Manitoba: Ojibwas, Swampy Crees and Plains Creos in 
Saskatchewan; Blackfoot, Blood, Peigan and Plains Crees in Alberta; 
Saultcaux and Crees in the Peace River Block in British Jolumbia.

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In addition to these the Report of tho Indian Affairs 
Branch of Governmont for 1936-57, from which tho above details 
have been taken, states that in British Solumbia:; 
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“The Indians of the Pella Coole, Cowichan, 
Kamloops, Lytton, New Westminster, Nicola, Vancouver, 
and Okanagan Agencics belong to the Salish tribes, 

Tho Kootonay tribe is locatcd in the agonvy of the same 
name. The Kwakiutl-Nootka tribe is located in the 
Kwawkewlth and West Coast Agnmcies; tho Haldas, in 

the Queen Charlotto Islands; the Tlingits, in the 
Stikine; and the Tsimshians in the Skcona Agency. 

The Indians of the Babine, Stuart Lako, and’ YVilliams 
Lake Agencics belong to the Athepaskan race, 


The Indians of the Peace River Block are Atha- 
paskan, with the exception of a small group of Sat:lteaux 
and Crees at Moberly Lake who are Algonquin." 


As the Indians of Canada are the wards of the Dominion 
Government, some conception may be had from thoir widely separated 
locations across the country and their differont weys of obvaining 
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a living of the difficulty of the pzodlem -f£ formulating a system 
of education suitable to ail, In all faixvness to the Governmont 
and to the Church Societies cooperating with 14 it must be said 
that this problem has been squarely faced, and not without an 
oncouraging measure of success. In keeping with tho terms of 

the treatics made with the various Bands, no less than 375 schools 
Yave been provided for the benefit of their children. of those 
80 are of the Residential oiass. with an enrollment in 1937 cf . 
9,040 pupils; 275 are of the May Schoo. class with on enroi]ment 
of 9,027: 10 others are known as Improved Day Schools, where a 
meai is served at midday; and 10 move are Combined White and 
Indian Dey Schoois, having an enrollment of 230, 


In the earlier days the Gcvernment prescribed itw own 
curricuium of studies, but of more revent years a decision was 
reached Whereby the vourses prescribed by the Departments of 
Education in the Provinces or Territnries in which tho various | 
schools were located, should be adnpted, and all such schools 
inspected, where the Government did not have its ow Inspector, 
by the Provincial Public School Inspector, These arrangements 
are being followed at the present day, and, in the opinion of 


the writer, they are working sufficiently well to justify their 
maintenance. 


It would, of course, be a comparatively simplo 
matter to formviate a uniform system of education for these 
people throughout the Dominion, provided their locations, their 
living conditions, and their own philosophies were not s« varied 
as they happen to be. In almost every group or séttlement will 
be fount at leasi three distinct lines of thought. 


(1) Those who feel that it is a good thing to be a ward 
of Gevernment, and look with disfavour on any move which might 
threaten that ol@ established order. To them it is a secure and 
comfortable feeling to know that a great and kindly White Father 
will forever take care of them. As psychiatrists tell us that 
many people must have this sense of security in one form or mother, 
this section of the Indian peaples appears to have that sence 
developed to a very marked degree, 


(2) Then there are other Indians who prefer to grow up, 
They feel that wardship is a deeply humiliating experience, and 
koenly desire to escape from it at any cost. Some have even gone 
so far as to ask t= be "titrned loose", deolaring they would rather 
lose everthing and starve than face a condition of dependency forever, 


(3) Differing from these two classes is a third, com-+ 
prising those who know nothing exvept wardship, and have no apparent 
desire to know anything olse,. They appear never to have heard of 
cooperation, and wouldn't give it a moment's thought if they had. 
The people of this class spend their days in brpoding over old 
wrongs and nursing old wouiins which refuse to heal. This is 
generally the attitude of mind of those who are oldest in years, 
those who are wilfully ignorant of the new forces of life all 
about them, and refuse to consider the possibilities which such 


forces have to bring a now vigour end growth into the life of 
their race. 


Theso three different philwsophies or lines ¢f Indian 
thought are mentionod in order that the magnitude of the problem 
of working out the best possible system of education for those 
numerous and val>rous people may not be underestimated. With 
startling rapidity they mve been irresistibly pressod into the 
currént of civilization, and any system of education devised for 
them, if it is to Succced, must enable them to adjust themselves 
to the new conditions in which they now find themselves, Today 
thoy stand on the threshold of a now life from which there is no 
turning back, Their traditional life of bygone days will never 
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return, and whether they or their descendents desire it or not, 
they are destined to become apart of the new social order which 
has been built up around them, They cannot continue forever, 
nor even for many years longer, to live a segregated life, and 
must either be merged into the White life of this country or 
ceasé to exist, and if it be taxen for granted, as the writer 
of this article does, that they are destined to share the respon- 
sibilities as well as the privileges of full and unrestricted 
citizenship, then the educationel systems devised on their 
behalf must be shaped and controlled with this objective always 
cCloarly in view, 


So far as the Indian himself is concerned, he has 
already scen with his ow eyes that many of the Whiteman’s ways 
are superior to his own. He has seen, for instance, that the 
Whiteman's methods and education have given him oontrol over many 
of the forces of nature, and over many of tho circumstances of 
life. Even many of the older generation of Indians are now no 
longer impressed by those, whether Whiteman or Redman, who dis- 
parage the Whiteman’s standards, and would continue to Indianize 
the Indian by extolling the inad genous culture which existed before 
the Whiteman camo, Having seen the benefits and advantages of 
the Whiteman's education , they are demanding it for themselves ~ 
and for their children, and they are demanding it as their right. 


Those who hold to the view that the Indians must, as 
at prosent, romain in wardship, and grow a as a segregated 
community by themselves, do not appear to the writer to show a 
proper respect for these poople, nor does their view tend to 
develop any feeling of self-respect within the people themselves, 
While wardship may bo novessary for e considerable time, varying 
in different localities according to provailing conditions, such 
wardship should always be looked upon as temporary, and every 
encouragement given to the wards thomselvos to work with the 
Governmont and the Churches for’ iheir complete civil liberty 
and their economic independence, 


It is assumed that Canadian citizenship will not be 
granted either hurriedly or indiscriminately as it was to the 
Indians in the United States by Act of Congress in 1924, but 
will be based on a standard o? competency. The process has already 
begun, with considerable numbers being enfranchised in recent 
years, and although progress may for some time bé slow ; the 
manifestation of a spirit ov patience, good-will, and mtu 
understanding on the part of @11 conccrned will result in the 
achievement of ultimate suvoess- 


In taking cognizance >f some of the endeavours already 
made in that directicu, mention has beer made of four different 
types of schools whioh have boen established, and during the 
summer of 1938, the Church Socictics engaged in Indian cducational 
work gave careful considcration, at the request of the Superintondent 
General of Indian Affairs (the Hon. Trt. Crerar’) to the question 
as te whether these schools are sufficient to bridge the gap 
between the tribal home of Indian chiidhood and the demands of the 
new way of life, or whether they should be modified and supple= 
mented, or entirely suverseded. As the result of the careful 
attention given to the suhject, the Churéh Sosieties were unanimous 
in their opinion that the four classes of s9hools now in operation * 
Were making a valuable and worthwhile ecntribution to Indian education. 
In the districts where the Indian homes are stable and reasonably 
compav}, the Day Schoal type is particularly suitable fcr the 
younger children, as it heips t preserve the nome life which is 
Just as sacred to the Indians as it is to my other people, and it 
does not deprive the parents of the responsibilities of oversight 
and maintenance which rightly belong ito them. Indian children, 
especially those of tender years, are very dear to the hearts of 
their parents, and the Governnent of this country has recognized 
this fact through the establishment su@ maintenance of such a large 
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numbor of schools of the Day School class. Par

4nd it is at this stage of thoir development that the 
writor feels convinced the schools of the Residential class 
aro indispensable. He froely concedes that the Indian Day 
Schools are well adapted to the education of the younge7 
ohildrén under ‘swevalling conditions, but they Lav the 
capability of engendering the initiavive, ambidion, resource~ 
fulness, and power of productivity which tho older boys and 
girls must have if they are ever to take thoiy right?vUl riaca 
as indepondent and solf-supporting mombers of the ccmucnity. 
In support of his conviction that the Residential Sclools ave 
indispensable, not only as homes for orphan and rogiected Tadien 
children, for children from destitute and imncrel homer, for 
children who are physically bolow par but eapablo of boing 
invigorated, as well‘as for childron from sottlomont: where 
no Day Schools exist, ho may state that ho finds bot‘se academic 
results arc being scoured in the Residential than in the Day 
School, The Report of the Indian Affairs Branch of Gerezmmont 
for 1937 embodies the following information in this sonnexion: 
Out of total enrollmonts which are apprrximatoly oqual at the 
80 Residential Schools and the 275 Day Schools, 212 pupils atteino’ 
Grade VIII standing in the former, while only 146 reached the 
same Grade in the latter; that while 87 attained Grade Ix in the 
Residential Schools, only 15 got so far in the Day Schools. 
Such figures, and more of the same kind, which could be quoted, 
appear to indicate the advisability of having al2. pupils treans- 
ferred from the Day Schools to those or the Residential class 
when they attain either a certain standard or a certain age, 
For the Indians in the remoter parts of Canada almost all sf whom 
are nomads, the only kind of School that wiil prove benefictal is 
the Residential, The necessity resting on tho parents of securing 
a living by hunting and fishing, makes the Dar Schvol impossible 
except for a few months at a time, A3 the School building and 
equipment could not follow them, and as they would be cortain to 
take thédr childron with them, the building, equipment and teacher 
would all be idle during the greater paz of the year, 


And the superior benefits which the Residential Schools 
confer on the Indian children are not confiacd to the intellect 
only, for they extend to their physical and spiritual welfare as 
well, The sanitary conditions under which thoy livg in those 
institutions, the regularity with which they ruseizve wholesome 
meals, the suitable clothing with which tne; are Suvpliod, the 
nursing and medical care always available for them, and the 
careful supervision of all thoir activities onder oxnericnsed and 
oompetent supervisors, all help tu bvild up their physicue, while 
their daily contact with the devout Christian mea en4 w 1 who 
make up the staff, go a iong way towards shaping uvadrocs of 
them from year te ycar into the best type of Canadian «i ON « 

The discipline, the ordered life and the general cultural. berefits 
of the Residential School system can Scarccly do oxaggorated, while 
the associations which these schools make possible, Frequently 

for children from widely separated locations, help to hroeden their * 
outlook and to form new friendships, es scar ely anything else could,

During tho Great War over 4,000 servod overseas with the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force, and somo of them wen thoir ccmmissions nn 
tho f101d of battle, Those who remained at home contributed over 
$40,000.00 to the Red Cross, Bolgian Rolicf and other funds 

and as the writer is convinced that thoy would again prove their 
loyalty to Canada and the Empire under a similar emergency, he 
does not consider any expenditure too great to assist them in 
triumphing over their present disabilities, and rising to the 
highest height possible for redeemed humanity. 


At an important Conference of the Indian Rights Association 
af tho United States, held in Atlantic City lawt year, the delegates 
"did not hesitate to assort that the Indian must be saved by a 
process ef Christian assimilation to American life, and not by a 
carefully guarded and subsidized segregation, "Anything which 
emphasizes", they said, ffand makes for separation and race dis- 
pk rr le militates against the very essence of the Christian 
religion". 


And it is the opinien of tho writor of this article that 
we should aim at tho samo destiny for our Canadian Indians. That 
thore is inherent value in some of their cld cultures and in some 
of their primitive religions beliefs is undoubtedly true, put to 
attempt, as some are Going, to encourage them to believe that their 
old way of life is adequate to meet their necds in these modern 
times, is neither henest nor helpful. Rather lot us take the sound 
advice of that great and wise man of the past, the Hen, Alexander 
Morris, P.C., for sometime Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba, the 
North-West Térritories, and Kee-wa-tin, who in March 1880, closed 
his report on the Treaties which had been made with the Indians, 
with these words:- 


"And now I close. Let us have Christianity and 
civilization to leaven the mass of heathonism and paganism 
among the Indian tribes; let us have a wisoc and paternal 
Government faithfully carrying out the provisions of our 
treaties, and doing its utmost to hebp and elevate the 
Indian poprlaemion, who have been cast upon our care, and 
we will have peace, prsgress, and concord among them in’ 
the North-West; and instead of the Indian molting away, 
as one of them in older Canada tersely put it, "as snew 
before the sun," we will see our Indian population, loyal 
subjects of tho Crown, happy prosperous and solf-sustaining 
and Canada will bo enabled to feel, that in a truly patriotic 
spirit, our country has done its duty by the red men of the 
North-West, and thereby to horself, So may it be",

Your letter of the Sth inst. has come to 
hand, and with it excerpts from Inspectors* Reports 
which you had received during the month of December, 1958. 


Volume 6033, File 150-60, 


As you state in your letter that a number of 
principals and teachers in charge of Indian schools had 
not replied to your circular of January 15, 1957, 

No. 150-60, I am writing to all our principals today 
directing fheir attention to this circular and request 
ing them to forward to you direct any helpful suggestions 
they may feel able to make regarding manual training 

and a follow-up system. 
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I am also taking the liberty of sending to 
the principals of our Society's Indian & uskimo Resi- 
dential Schools a copy of the excerpts from Inspectors" 
Reports which you so kindly sent, in the hope that the 
information embodied therein may, as it should, be of 


suggestive value to theme 


You will know from correspondence and from our 
annual List of Requirements that our Society,has, for some 
years past, been stressing the need of some vetter provision 
for manual training at the Schools under its contro}, and as 
this was specifically mentioned in the list of “Suggestions 
for Improv: the Prevailing System of Indian Education" 
presented to the Superintendent General by the Joint 
Ghureh Delegation on Nov. 21st last, I am unable at presont 
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to add anything to what was therein stated. 


I am glad to learn from the closing part of your 
letter that you have found Inspectors* Reports in recent 
months so satisfactory and encouraging and trust I may 
not be misunderstood if I say, as I honestly feel I can 
say, that a very large share of the improvements effected 
is due to the capable and systematic direction and leader~ 
ship you yourself have given in these matters. 


With a view to correcting misinformation which 
is sedulously being sown by ill-informed or irresponsible

exempt from sales tax, and this facet sust of necessity 
mean a substantial inerence tn the cost of materials 
Precuired for the upkeep oné repsir of buildings. Ten and 
surar have alno tneressed in price, ind the burser of a 
gPouo of residential schools in northern Alberts, Yeverend 
Father Lejote, intimeted during a recent visit to the 
Depsrtuent thet he had paid 2759 of a vrocessin: tax on 
the flour recently purehssed for his restéentisl sehools. 
Sor resi¢ential schools use aatye cuantities of gasoline 
for the operation of engines, lighting plants, ete., and 
no doubt, the recently announced Pominton tax on zenoline 
whl contribute substantiolly to the eost of aperstion of 
these institutions, [It rill thue be seer thet, cesrite 
the efforts we may make to keep our eduentional and welfare 
costs down to the lowest porrthle fteure, there costs, for 
reasons that I have enuierated and for ather Yesyons, sre 
likely to {neresse somewhat durine the year yoon ehteh we 
have nov entered, 


Keports continue to reach the Department rith 
respect to welfare projects undertaken and secomplished 
by groups of Indfen women, These groups of woren were 
Po ng a first in the province of Saskatchewan, by the 
late Pr. Robertson, and similar organtrations have multi- 
plied rapidly in the other provinces during the last couple 
of years. Inspeetor finzilton has forvarte? a reoort dated 
April 1S, 1941, received by him from “iss A. Eaton, teacher 
at the north end Peguis Indian Pay Sehool., Miss Eaton, 
in her report, states:-

"I still deem it best to carry on with sy former 
procedure, viz.: having the women meet se in 
school the lest Friday afternoon of every sonth, 
and the other Friday afternoons I spend visiting.

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"The keenness shown and the progress made in 
spinning during this perio’ {fs sost rratifying. 
An iseue of raw wool was made to every school 
ehild. If a faatly has no member who can spin,

Indian agent Daunt, New “estminster, ?. C., 
letter dated april 19, 1241, stetes:- 


"rT to forward you herewith the followi 
reports in connection with the Sardis, Chilliwack 
and Soowahlie Native "omen's 9 anizations. These 
societies are doing 2 great deal of good on the 
reserves and the old and helpless receive, throuch 
assistance which they otherwise 
The interest which these Societies 
ng the Indian women tn sewing ond 
‘ail to have a ood influence . 
I think 1t would be a zood idea 
it wrote a letter to each secretary, 
expressing their appreeiation of the activities of 
these ee ogg tee f which could be read by the

The letters suscested by Indian Avent Daunt

WELFARE 


The Last flcures received froa the Trevsury 
Ppeeh indteste thet re‘fef nd velfore ercen’ttur:s 
for the fiscal year 1°49<41 111 amount to » >roatante!: 
22° 99° 24, compared =tth an exvenditure of *9F4 779.46 
for the fise sl ye r 103? 40. These ficures sho 
decrease in expenditures of asproxinetety °191,949. 11. 
Th is tre nost substantial reduction thet ‘es taken 
place in these ex enditures st any time {n recent yeors. 


Thts reduction con be attributed to bettor 
em loyment eondlttons tn the Dominion, ertteularly in 
lastern Canada It 13 noted that relief exnencitures at 
Caughnawaga, ue., are a royimately fo of the amount 
of last year. this reduction ean be attributed In cert 
also to a constant revision of the relief ‘tetsa. In 
“yehee und Ontarto these revisions have been yorked out 
by the Indion agents in co-operstion “ith the insrectors, 
and it 1s sientficant that each revision has resulted in 
substantial sevings. The charres made for certatn 
services have slso been very enrefu'ly checke’ durin: the 
last year. There was » tendency for o time to charge 
exorbitant prices for Indian burfals. As the result of 
nerotintions eorried on for almost @ whole year, practic- 
ally oll the undertekers roviding this service have nov 
decided to accent 2 maximum charge for ench Surtel not 
execeding °25. For a nuaber of years lo custom 
existed “hereby Indinns in certain cages "ere pernitted 
to sip the hodies of their relatives back to the local 
cenetery on the reserve for urial. / cireuler was sent 
ovt early in the year, in which it was intimates that ta 
a period as eritical as the one tn woleh we fine ourselves 
persission to return the >odtes of Indtuns tor burtsl 
woulé no loncer be ziven, unless the cost was borne wholly 
by the immediate relatives of the decensedc. 
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You sre aware that for e number of years ce; tain 
Indian sothers in the province of Ontart» ~ere eltrible 
for allowances under the others Allovance Act hen 
I entered the Department, these allovances vere borne by 
the Pominton ond “rovinelal Governments on a ek | fifty 
basis. Later, the province of Ontario assumed full 
responsibility for the payments, and finaNy, tn res onse 
to instructions received from the “Minister's offtee, 


the cost - 
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able administrative difficulties. ‘ mother receiving 

an allowance, in some cases for tvo or three children 
would eontinue to receive the allowance after the chii¢ren 
had been enrolled at a residential school. These abuses 
seemed to creep in despite the exercise of the utmost care 
on the part of the officials. It was decided durin: the 

ir to discontinue the pa; it of these revular a!lovances, 

have each case thoroug favestigated by the Indian 
agent and a relief allowance necessary to maintain the 
family made by this Pivision. It was expected that this 
decision vould meet with « rest ’esl of opposition, but 
at thie date no eomniaint “lth respect to this ehune tn 
policy has reached the Department. 


“wr. Johnoton, at my recuest, »repired durine 
the month s stetement of the live stock populstion of the 
Prairle Provinces in the year 10/° and © similer statement 
for the year 1941. I have had a feeling for some time that 
conditions on Indian reserves in the Preirie Provinces, from 
the standpoint of agricultursl operations, were not holly 
satisfactory. The fears I entertrined are borne out by the 
firures no» before me. The live stock sopulstion for the 
three provinces, exclusive of horses, for the year 190° 
amounted to 1,243 and for the year 1941, £1,011, or «2 net 
decresce amounting to 63°, ~herens it micht have been 
reasonably expected that 4 normal incresse ior the period 
would have resulted in a population of at least ©, 19 hend 
of cattle. It is significant thet the «rectest reductions 
have taken place, not in the so-enlled drowht-striccen 
aress, but in the more northerly sections of the provinces. 
Tn the Carlton avency, for example, there was a live stoex 
populetion in 195° of 1,48 and tn 1941 © ponul tion of 98, 
In the nrovince of Saskatchewan the reduction smounts to 
soproximately 59° for the period. %n the Blood Reserve, on 
the other hand, the popul»tion in 19 © amounted to 1,764 and 
in 1941, “,17%. The Blackfs0t also shovs © slirht tncresse. 
The significance of these izures becomes a parent “hen the 
cost of the annual supply of meat for these provinees ts 
noted. Last year the cost of meat purehased for distribution 
in the provinces of Alberto ond Saskatchewan from the welfare 
vote ond from bend funds amounted to 52,963.7%. The firures 
for Monitoba are not avatloble. These ficures do not tneluce 
purehases of exttle by the Department from Tndians: they 
represent the purchases mace by the Department from the larce 
packing houses only. In addition to these purehases, it will 
be remembered that a year ago ve distributed to the Indiens 
of the Prairie Provinces °4 curloads of elk and buffalo 
meat, received frm the Perks Branch. . 
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These figures, coupled ith the collapse of 

the export market for hest, must of necesoity prorpt us 

to nake a greater attempt then has ever been made before to 
encourage subsistence furning amongst the Indians. [f have 
in mind an aericultural program desisned to encourace 

the Indiens to keep cows (beef and dairy type), pizs and 
poultry. The averaze Indian, hovever, is not at this ste 
prepared to uncertake the task that must be undertaken 


to feed - 
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to fed end care for live stoex sucer sfully. Peports 
reachiny the Department from time to time trdte te 

that eertain bands have o hebtt of abandoning thetr 
herds of enttle durin: the winter sonths, »{th the 
result that the care of these has to be essumed by the 
Indian agent ond the farming tnstructor. Substste ce 
faring, in my fudement, »111 menun constent avpervision 
by the faret instructor, the Indinn arent an’ the 
inspector. Unless we ean be assured of thi , ony atten t 
to ineresse *he live stock population tn the rsirte 
Provinces 13 likely to end {n disappotntment. “e should 
face the fact thot, agriculturally, we ore drifting tn 
the Prsirte “rovinees and that this driftins tenceney 
has been coins on for sev ral yenrs iné eannot be 
attributed «holly to existing eeonomle contitions. The 
fret that > number of our Indian agents have reacher an 
are when they sre no longer «s cctive os ther once vere 
eontrihutes to the diffiervities st: "ftn- in the wn of 
a reasonable solution of this sroblem. fT find it dif 
fteult to persuade myself that a chanve In ooltey in 
resnect to the operstion of Indisn agency f rms is ‘txelv 
to affect conditions In any substentisl sense. Tt is 
significant that “here capable In¢fan scents are tn 
ehorge,. conditions are reasonably satizfactory; ~here 
we@ have weex, insetive agents, h ever, conditions appesr 
to be deteriorsting steadily. 


An attempt has beon made, as you «no, durine 
the last teo or three years to encourare reafforestatton 
on @ number of enster: reserves. [t ts  retif ing to 
re-ort that a nunber of Indian agents are coo erating 
very effectively with the Department in-the extension 
of this vork. Indian Avent Moore, in a revort dated 
May 1°, 1941, states:- 
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"Over 15,990 trees vere obtained and 
plantes this spring to continue the »olicy of 
reforesting at the Curadoe ageney. “e used 
our truek to secure these trees from the ~rov- 
4netal nursery stetion and delivered then direct 
to the Indian farns., About 4,999 of these youn 
trees were planted on te Soldter Settlement 
property of the late Charles Neleary. This fern 
1s now onernted under aveney superviston 
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Indien Agen* spence, in hls r cort on the 
Moravian agency, dated ‘ay 7, states: - 


"T woul’ estimate that close to %,))° trees 
were set out by the [ndlans from the nursery 
plot. They sere 211 used for ~Lnebreaks and 
hedzes around 'ndilan nomes. Tt seens they 
cannot at this time see the use of settine them 
out for yeseevenst purposes, but rerhaps they 
will realize this {n the course of time." 


Reports continue to reach the Department from 
month to sonth.in resveet to the »ork unvertacen ond 
accompiished by native women's organizations in the 
vest. Indian Asent Daunt, in his lest reoort, strtes: 
(May 1, 1°41) 


"The three native women's velf re orrontz 
ations in the Chilliwack -rea have Sunctioned 
well ond have undoubtedly improved home conditions 


on the - 
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on the reserves. [ff these org nizati ns 
continue as they have berun, they ~tll be

TRALNING 


Early in April tt was deetéed to have tr. 

A. J. Doucet visit the residential sehools of Alberto, 
with the object of organiring vorturhile yvoesttonal 
and manual trstning courses at these tncetitutions. 
“Mr. Doucet's visit represents the first atteat ever 
made by the Department to organise courses st Tnftan 
residential sehools, provortionstely balanced between 
scadenic and voeationel studies and based on the 
setual needs of the Indian popul-tion. for reasons 
that T fine 1t diffieult to exnlain, our schools tn 
Alberts were, and have been ‘or yeors pursuing 
courses of study almost who ly sendefe tn chi recter. 
Arran‘enents were msde whereby Yr. Poucet was able 
to meet Inspector Barry at « otensy duriny the course 
of his trip and thus he had an opoortuntty to diseuss 
with our Inspector of Sehools for Pritish Coluabia the 
details of on Tndten edue tionsl promrem that might 
be encourated by the Department «nd adapted to the 
needs of tne period tn “hich we are living. ‘'r. Noucet 
at this dite hes visited a numer of the seho ols tn 
the southern sections of the rovince »né@ »t!1 eontinue 
his work in lberto until the en’ of the present sesdente 
year. “eports received from the Indian agents indic te 
that his work has been eminently sstisfeetory. InéLan 

ent 3 overham, in his report dated “ey 5, on the 
Rlsexfoot Avency, states:- 


"The hivhlirht of this month was the 
arrival of ‘r. Doucet, und I think T ean go 
further end say that it is the first real 
practical move t. ret s me real results for 
the larse expenditure made tn the e@ucation 
of Indian children, The procran of work which 
“Mr. Doucet has inéLeated mizht be follo ed is 
excellent and I am sure will receive the endors- 
ation of every Indian agent on¢4 principal ~ho 
is at all interested in this work. The procram 
gets ovr complete su port and the iden of turning 
our boardins schools into technical institutions 
for Indians is one that a peals to us and, I 
believe, will a»pesl to the Indian parents also. 
It 1s hoped that the necess ry ftneneial aid 
to make readjustments will be fortheominz. The 
writer visited bot! institutions on this re- 
serve and discussed the prorram zevern’ly with 
the principals and Wr. Doucet; he was 2 elcome 
guest at both schools. Health sn‘ general con- 
ditions et the schools were normally ood". 


Inspector ‘ordon Young, in his re ort on the 
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Mount Elvin Residential Sehool (U. C.) dated ‘arch 97 - 
2A, 1941, states:- 


"At this tnstitution, tn addition to 
the scadeniec training, which is my speetal 
field for inspection, muc!. valuable vocat- 
fonal !nstruetion fs ¢iven,- 


(2) The rirls are trained tn serine, cookine, 
servine neals and Lge housekeeping. These 
setivities wer: all inspected The work is 
ver, prsctical in charscter, betns that re- 
culred in the menazenent of the institution. 
All + rle appe r to have o share ‘n this 
monagement. Dormitories, sewing room, sitehen, 
@inine room ond dairy are ‘n wood conttitton. 


(b) Several older virls who do not stten? tie 
aendecic classes are receivine special tratning 
in weaving: very 7 o¢ ork was on exht>itton. 


(ec) The boys receive their vocational tretninag 
in the venersl manarement o° the farm 2 rden, 
orchard snd barns end tn the vorkshop. Tn the 
shop, elementary wood ond metal work is pree- 
tised. A valwable pr ject this »inter was the 
repautring of automobile encitnes. Unter the 
supervision of Mr. Johnston, the boys took an 
entine apart, cleaned end rennired tt and ree 
assembled it so that it gives satisfectory 
service, 


‘In previous reports the charseter traininz, 
social tnstruetion, musteal né \itersry -etiv- 
ities have been mentioned. These continue to 
form a valuable part of the work of thts sehool." 


About © yenr avo Sishop Lanvlots etseussed 
with the offtcelals the cestrability of organizin: a 
voentional course for the senior -trls at the Srouard 
Residential School. The Bishop was of the opinion 
that _» nunber of the ‘irls greduatine from the sehool, 
usually at the age of 15, were alto-ether too younc 
and to inmeture to undertake the responsibilities 
that life im oses in that northern section of Alberta 
The offtetals here vere ecua!ly convinced thet Lt ~ould 
be a mistake to keep «irls in school above revular 
age unless engared in studies of a vocational character. 
The result * s ° counromise ~hereby the Bishop undertook 
to provide * voentionsl course or the ce tor cirls 
by vay of experiment. f[ndian Acent L'Heureux comnents 
on this vork in his re ort for the month of April. ‘he 
Avent states:- 


"The puptls of the domestic seho 1 st 
Groueard sre doing exce'lent work. At the time 
of my visit they had mace 6% con lete boys! 
suits ond had tnen psckec, -eady to be sent to 
the Joussard School. Sister Pustsche, ~ho is 
in charre of this -ork, told me that these sults 
had been made within a month's time, im addition 
to other ork. These ‘irls also taxe lessons 
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in cookin, was'ing, fronins, «nittin: and 
all kinds of faney- ork. [ vas very much 
interested in the practical cookin: Lessons 
given to then. These lessons tnclude nent 
curint, smoxing and eannine meat, ssusece 
making, ete. These sirls slso lesrn to tnke 
Care of milx nd cream ond sre given tn- 
struction in butter-mecine. These sector 
purils have been pleked from Jouss re, 
Sturgeon Lake, “sbases, ‘ort Vermilion ond 
Gronard Sesidential Schools. There ore 1é 
of them.® 


Bishop Langlots ts nov anriovue to unverteke 
a somevhet sietier expertment “ith a crouse of sentor 
boys. I regret to state, hovever, that the limited 
funds st our disposel tii searcely pernit him to 
underts«e this experiment for the time heine ot least. 


The following {s n» extract from te annual 
revort for the fiseal year -nded ‘sre <1, 1°41 from 
J  Rurns, texerer of the Chehalis Indtan Pay Sehool, 
New estminster A eney, 8. C. This revort has been 
gent forvard to the Department by Indian Agent Diunt. 
T am of the opinion that it shoul’ be tneluved tn my 
renort for the sinrle reason that it presents a potnt 
of view that {3 somewhat vonususl and emohasizes certain 
facts that this ‘escher has s parently Learned from his 
contacts with the [Indians - facts that sre spt to be 
overlooked by officiuls accustomed to cenling vith 
educstional probleas in the sbstreets-

Fifteen yesars ao this reserve was one 
of the toughest ond nost degraded, down- 
at-the-heel reserves in "ritish Columbia.

No drinxtn:, morals fairly 
wood, 15 ovt of “4 houses conrare fevour- 
ably with the houses of whites throuchout 
the fraser Valley in regird to cleantine s 
né furniture. “he old Indian custons «né 
way of life re finished here. I[ndian 
basketry should be ciseovraged - it has 
made slaves of their women end ehileren, 
ruines their herlth snc encoura-e? lart- 
ness in their men-folk, 'lere the so- 
called "Art" 1s passing out ranidly. 
Basketry work of Indisn women ho have 
T.R. should se ¢stafect. as the cedar 
strands are pu led throursh the mouth 
of the basket moker. 


Do the parents show interest ‘'n the 
educetion of their children? 


None. “hey have no snopreciation for 
onything they do not pay for. Indtan 
schools will always be a sort of joke 
eith the aversve Tndian until he pays 
for their up-keep. 
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Is mid-day meal served? 


No. Indian children sre beter fed 
here than white children. It will 

pay the Indian to ren#in 2 parssite 
while he 1s hané-fed by the Peportment.

The work aecomlished by these 
people is really outstanding snd Mr. and Yrs. Gardner 
should be complimented on the results they have 
attained durin:s the last 3 yenrs. Yrs. Gardner does 
a lot of work amongst the Indian women, which is 
certainly a step tn the right @irection, and, as ft 
have snid before, she also helps with the school and 
outside work, Revardinzg sickness Mr. ond Mrs. Sardner 
have saved the Branch a lot of money in 4oetoring 
Indians themselves instead of sencdiney for « doctor for 
every iliness. Now « doctor is only eslied when 
ectuaily required. [If there is any way of civing Mr. 
Gardner an inorease in salary , no man that I know 
deserves it more than he does. At the present time 


he is receiving ?1,0°0 s year, and I am sure if somne- 
thing was done to shor that t’e work he and his wife 
are doing is appreciated by ovr franch, it rould bring 
about even better results. 


"The homes on this reserve are prinitive, 
being regular Indian shacks with mud floormand aud 
roofs, tWowever , since Vr. Oardnerts arrival a number 
of these shacks have been floored. The Indians took 
out a number of logs during the «inter, to be samn 
into lumber for sapreving the buildings.

This is the 
third consecutive exhibit that has ‘een orcantzed the 
Department and placed on display et Toronto. Miss Moodie, 
4n commenting upon the exhibit of this yerr, in a letter

There is « creat tendency at this time amons our 
Indians to reduce their agricultural efforts, a naturel trent, 
I sunpose, vhen other industries are offerin: them from 50+ 
to *1.50 per hour. Their motto appears to be to meke hay while 
the sun shines. I om endeavouring to educate ovr people to 
the inevitable post-war period « to impress upon thetr min’s 
the after effects of 1914-1" and that 4t micht be wise to 
retain their interest in agriculture. "hat effect this in- 
struction has, horever, on the Indian mind with its philosophy 
of: "Live today, let tomorro” take care of itself", one ea not 
tell. An earnest effort vill be made to keen the rresent 
acreaze under cultivation". 


Crop conditions on Indian reserves throurhout the 
Dominion appear to vary from exceptionally so0d crops on 
certain reserves in ¥anitoba, to ressonably «ood crops in 
southern /lberta and poor crops in certain sections of Carlton, 
Duck Lake and Touchvoo? agencies in Saskatchewan. 


Indian Acent Davis, in his report dated Aurust %, 
states:-

"Crop conditions are very bad, ovine to the extreme 
dry weather. The yleld will be very gmail and {s estinated 

at about © bushels -er acre for wheat. The Sandy Lake Veserve 
1s, however, on exception. The crop there shoul? yield about

Reports reaching the rtment from time to time, hovever, 
suggest that a number 0} Co te) ie small vorth hile projects 
have developed without depa: tal assistance at certain 
agencies in the Maritimes. Wr. F. H. Berth, in his audit report 
on the New Brunswick Southwestern Azency, states:-

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TRAINING. 


In report of last month T intimated that 
Mr. Doveet had been engaged since his return from Alberts 
in the preparation of a course of study designed to meet the 
needs of the Indian Tt in attendance at the residential 
schools in Alberta visited hia. This course of study 
has now been completed and 11 reach the Principals prior 
to the openin: of the 1041-49 academic year. 8 course 
of study represents an attempt to extend still further 
manual tratninz at our sehools, ‘Mr. Doveet defines Manual 
Training as "All work done by the hand: woodwork, metal work, 
farm work, gardening, cattle raising, farn mech=nies, leather 
vork, se-iny, knitting, housekeeping, launtry vork, eooking, 
po oy Mr. Doucet, in his zeneral report dated april 13, 
states: 


"The sirls at the schools visited by me are re- 
ceiving good treining in manuel sorts. ‘f the teachers in 
charge had clear objectives and the ee proper motivation, 
the benefits of this training would be creatly increased, 
This was apparent tn the «nittine activities at the school 
where Junior Red Cross work was organized." 


Referring to the boys, “r. Doucet st»tes:- 


"The boys are receiving comparstively little 
manual training und appear to have the wrong attitude toward 
this particular branch of study. Many of them anpear to 
detest manual trsinine. This work, throurhout the activities 
of the school, should be dovetatled with classroom stuites. 
Tt would be very desirable to have boyst supervisors and 
boys’ teachers vith ability to train their students in 
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General Shop »ork, to organize sports snd to promote physical 
training".

Edveationists in their comments on the work 
accomplished by educational institutions on the North Amer- 
iean Continent, have fre vently expressed regret that few 
male teachers had been attr cted to the teachin: crofesston. 
Wale teachers are indispensable in the senior crades if the 
pupils in attenfance at our schools sre to receive an adecuste 
and »ell balanced educntion. It is just possible that Yr. 
Doucet in his renort on the schools in Albertn has placed his 
finger on one of the -eak spots in our eduestional set-up. 

It would certainly a»pear that men are necessary to zive 
instruction in what he refers to o3 Manual Training and to 
supervise the physical development of the pupils, particulerly 
the boys. There are few branches of educat'a»1 effort more 
worth while than well organized and well supervised athletic 
contests, Sueh contests, hovever, without male supervision, 
are of little value in the development of char«cter. re 

ve encounter a real problem and a py for hich it will 

ve gumeqees diffteult to find a solution for the time being 

a east. 
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There has been a steady decline in the number of 
male teachers at Indian day schools since the outbreak of 
the war. There are comparatively few youn’, able-bodied 
teachers in charge of Indian day schools anyvhere in the 
Dominion at this date. It is likely that re shall experience 


difficulty - 
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difficulty also in findin: fully cuslified femsle teachers 
to take echarze of our schools this year. At this date 
there are about 1° schools for ~hich teschers have not yet 
been securec, despite the fact that positions in s number 
of districts have been offered to married women with 
professionsl «ualifiecstions. 


Reports from the “est indicate that in view of 
the prevalence of Infantile Paralysis a larze nunher of 
publie schools may not re-open on the regular openin= date 
on September 2nd. The desirability of k epiny ovr residen- 
tial schools closed in the *rsirie “rovinces for the month 
of September, ot least, has b en diseussed very fully with 
the Acting Suverintendent of Medical Services, [+ ts Pr. 
Moorets opinion - and with this opinion Tf am fu ly in aceord - 
that Indian pupils would be less exposed to the ravares of 
this disease if permitted to enroll at residential se'ools 
where they can be kept under strict medical supervision and 
where medical services are reedily svatioble. I am now tn 
recei t of a telegram from r. indsor, in which she states 
that the Public "ealth Board of the Province of Alberta has 
dosued an order preventing the re-openin= or operetion of 

school in the orovince, other then educations! instit- 
utions where the students in attendance are 17 ye of ave 
or over. Dr. Moore is no» of the opinion that tn vie» of 
this order Indian day and residential schools tn the 
eg should remain closed snd has s2 notified Dr. indsor. 
Prineipals of ovr other schools will be notified in 
due course.

*I have the honour to report that the 
Canada Pacific exhibition closed Septenber 1. 
The Indian exhibit was smaller than usual, as 
the space was limited, but I am pleased to 
report thet it was an uncualified success and 
was most favourably commente¢ upon. I am advised 
that approximately two thousand dollars’ worth of 
Indian handicraft products was sold during the 
7 dsys the exhibition was open. This is much nore 
than the sales in previous years, in spite of the 
smaller display ond the atrocious reat most of 
the week. ‘Ye were ziven a better location this 
year and more people visited our section of the 
exhibition. One th was set aside for articles 
donated by various Indians to be sol” for the 
B. C. Spitfire Fund. Miss Gerry» the travelling 
nurse, was chiefly responsible for these donat- 
ions, and if she been here during the exhib- 
ition I think this booth vould have been even 
more successful".

Reports received from Indian azents indteate 
that little difficulty hes been experienced by Indians 
in securing employment et good wages during the spring 
and summer months. Indian Agent engate. of the 
Moravian Ac » Hichgate, Ont., in his report dated 
Septender 5, states:- 


All available Indians of this reserve 
are employed in tobacco harvesting at ood wares, 
the averaze being $4.00 per day." 


Indian Agent McNaughton, St. Regis Avency, 
in his report of September 2, states: - 


"Employment during the month seens to be 
at a fairly hich level. As usual ovr Indians 
are generally employed on the American side. 
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The basket shop at Chenail has shown an 
increase in the number of workers during 
the latter part of the month". 


Indien Agent Lockhart, Fort Frances Areney, 
in his report for September, refers to the number 
of Indians of his agency who have secured employment 
on provincial lends, cutting and peeling pulpvood. 
The Avent adds:- 


4th the scarcity of “hite labour in the 
district, there is plenty of this work 
available®, 


Althouch crop failures have been very much 
in evitence on a number of reserves in the Prairie Prov- 
inces, reports to hand suggest thet work off the reserves 
has been plentiful. Indian Agent Booth, of the CufAppelle 
Agency, states: 


*All the Indians “ho are not employed on 
the reserves are able to find all the harvest work 
they want at vazes around £2.75 per day". 


Indian Agent McPherson, in his report of 
August, refers to an attempt made by him to secure employ- 
ment for a number of his Indians with the Fish Companies 
operating on Lake “innipeg, and states:- 


"fT have arranced with the fish buyers to 
urchase the entire cateh of the Bloodvein 
ndians. This band of Indians fish on a small 

Commercial scale. A nunaber of Indians from 
Berens River Reserve have come south for the 
harvest".

TRALNING 


we have foun’ it exceedinzly difficult to 
secure the number of fully cualifiec teachers neces- 
sary to operste our Indian day sehools throuchout the 
Dominion. flovever, "e have received valuable co- 
operation from the churches in securing a number of 
teachers for the more remote schools in the northern 
districts of the Dominion. “e have at this date 
failed to secure teachers for the follo»ing schools: 
Christian Island R.C.; Metaganis; Mud Lake; River 
Settlement and Lover French fiver. In addition to 
these vacancies, we have been compelled to keep in 
our service a number of teachers whose services 
appeared to be unsatisfactory throuzhout the year. 
The evidence before us at the moment would indicate 
that it 111 be simply impossible to secure mole 
teachers for our schools while employment is available 
in war industries. The only exceptions will be young 
men vho are prepare’ to link up thetr tesching duties 
with misstonery effort under the auspices «nd direction 
of one of the churches. 


It 18 gratifying to revort that despite the 
decision of the Department to operste Indian day sehools 
on a 9 month rather than a 10 month basis, a number of 
opeses ogenct early in Septexber. lhe Restizouche 

4 room) School opened on tember 1, and the Caugh- 
fawage Gehool, on Septenber 15. In addition to these, 
it is altozether likely that a comparatively large 
number of our schools opened early in. the month and that 
the reports on the geevescee f these schools rill reach 
us in due course. The ‘aria (2 room) School will 
t) te this year under the direction of the Sisters of 
the Holy Rosary of Rimousici. The Marta Indians are 
as you know, one of the most backward groups of Indians 
in the Dominion. Relief costs at this reserve during 
the last fisesl year anounted to $59...4 per eapits as 
compared with a provincial per capita cost of °15.76. 

It is our intention to organize at this school a well 
balanced voeationsl and acadexic course. Tro Sisters 
have been employed by the Department but a third Sister, 
although not on our payroll, is residing at the school 
and has assume responsibility for the tesching of 
domestic science,- al sewing, fruit preserving, 
the repatr of disenrded =i {itary ¢ othings ete.

T am subaittine herewith a report of the 
activities of the ‘elfare ond Tratning Service for 
the month ended October *1, 1941. 


ZELPARE. 


Welfare expenditures for the period April 1 < 
September 30, 1941, amounted to £5°5,690.01 compared 
with expenditures amounting to $499,948.60 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The Treasury offictals 
inform me that inasmuch as there is usually one month's 
delay in the payment of accounts, these figures actually 
represent expenditures for five rather than six months. 
You will note that the firures indicate a net decrease 
amounting to $176,°56.68. 


Relief expenditures sho” a substantial 
reduction in all the provinces. The greatest reduction - 
254,989.94 = appears to have tuken place in the province 

f tuebee, with the province of Ontario shoving a 
reduction of $33,195.55. On the other hand, relief! costs 
in Manitoba for the period - *°4,52° 31 remain high. 
Manitoba, with an Indian populstion of 14,561, shovs 
unemployment relief costs double ‘he costs for the same 
period in Alberta, with a population of 19,16. 


It mould a pear that Indians have experienced 
little difficulty in securing steady employment throughout 
the sunmer and during the early full. s fact in itself 
is almost wholly responsible for the savings effected. 

The supply of discerded military clothing available has 
also been a factor. It is «ratifyinz to be able to report 
that Indian women, under the direction of our agents, sre 
making the best possible use of the clothing susplied. 
seers? of clothing made into blankets, garments for 
children, ete., have been sent forward to the Department. 
These gue bear evidence of skill that is really very 
commendable. 


Weather conditions in the Prairie “rovinces 
du the harvesting season have heen more unfavourable 
than they have been at any time within the lsst 15 or 
20 years. The heavy rainfall hes not = Gelayed 
threshing operations but has resulted in overing the 
grades and consecuently the value of wheat ond oats 

articularly wheat. Indian Agent Iredale, of the Stony 
eney, in his report for September, stutea:- 


"The veather during the month of September 
was very bad. We enpeusences rain and snow on 
and off for practically the “hole month. This 
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hompered our normsl harvesting 9 rations 
considerably. The temperature also curing the 
month averaged belo» normal*,. 


Indian Agent Gooderham, in his report 
dated Yetoher 6, states: - 


"The precipitation at Gleichen was 
1.45 inches, but at other points on the reserve 
4t 4s believed thet there was more moisture. 
The woather was unsettleé throuvhout the month 
and the first heavy frost occurred on the &th. 
This did not clear the eir however ond finally 
on the 23rd and *4th it snore’ suite heavily. 
The heaviest frost wes on the °7th shen 12 degrees 
wos registered. 


Indian Agent ‘ebb, in his report on the 
Peican Agency for September, states: - 


"Throughout. the month, cold, wet, windy 
weather has prevailed. This has been attended 
with some frost and snow, which have hampered the 
fall work,- harvesting threshing, etc., and 
prevented the Indians tron earning the money 
necessary to support themselves". 


Acting Indian Agent McMillan, in his report 
on the Blood Agency, dated October f, statess- 


"The weather for this month has been the 
worst at this time for many years. Durinz the 
month two light snov storms occurred, and the 
rest of the month was wet. One severe frost 
was noticed during the month". 


CANADA 
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In my report of a month or two ago I referred 
to an area in northern Manitoba and Saskatchewan where 
crop failures have been recurring for a number of years. 
Reports to hand from northern Manitobe and Saskatchewan 
indicate that the crops of this year ore a total failure 
on a number of reserves. It is somewhat disturbin: to 
note also that the crop failure area is extendinz south. 
Indian Azent Booth, of CutAppelle, in his report dated 
October 1, statess- 


All harvesting operations sre now completed, 
and on the majority of the farms the results were 
very disappqinting. Only on the Assiniboine Re- 
serve have the crops been ,ood. On the Pascua and 
Sioux Reserves a little grain was threshed, but on 
the Pispot and Muscorpetung reserves the crops vere 
a total failure. Ah ot gumper-fellor work 1s now 

a first class jo s been done in 
most cases. 


"Mr. Holden, Inspector for the "heat Reduct- 
ion Board, visited this agency oné was well 
satisfied with the work done. He informed me that 
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our sunmer~fallow was in most fields as good 
or a little better worked than the fields he 
had inspected for our white neighbors". 


A number of encouraging reports on the work 
undertaken and accomplished by the members of native 
women's clubs continue to reach us from oan? to month. 
Indian Agent Daunt, New “estminster Acency, in his 
report for September, states:- 


"The Native Women's Clubs at Chilliwack 
put on a very creditable exhibit of native arts 
and handicrafts «t the Chilliwack Fair, uncer 
the zuidance of Miss Dynes. It was the cause 
of much favourable comment, not only st the 
time but when I visited the area during the 
following week. A number of paueknens. citizens 
expres.ed their surprise and appreeistion of 
the effort". 


Major Rendle, in his report on the Six 
Nations Agency, refers to the vork accomplished by the 
tractors. He states:- 


"The tractors during the month (egpventer) 

Ba eres 19° acres, tilled °69 acres and sowed 
4 acres and by these operntions assisted 46 

ndividual farmers. Considerable ground on the 
sees has been sown to fall wheat this autumn. 
As weather conditions, except perhaps some lack 
of moisture, have been favourable to the farrer, 
the work is vell advanced",

Ear. ay, in bah month Mr. Sumees visited the 
R. C. and U. C. Indian Day Schools at Cauchnawaga, the 
U. C. Indian Day Teaseee at Oka and the Indian day 
school on the St. Regis Reserve. 


Mr. Doucet discussed very fully with the 
teachers in charge of these schools ways ond means of 
promoti ~erthwhile vocational courses for boys and 

frls. Mr. Doucet diseussed the courses also vith 
tor Wescott, who is responsible for the inspection 

of the Rf. C. sehool at Cauchnawaga. ‘Mr. Doucet informs 

me that a worthwhile start has been made at the schools 
visited him. It is my intention to ask him to visit 
the school at Caughnawaga again prior to the Christmas 
aeneee 8, with the object of observing en¢ reporting 
upon t pedarece made since his ‘nitial visite ve have 
experienced difficulty in securing the services of a 
Competent manual training instructor at Cauzhnawaga. It 
has not been possible this yeer to secure a man with 
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@ professional certificate. The best we could ¢o was 
to secure the services of a man who has been until now 
foreman-earpenter for one of the large industrial 
firms in Montreal, While this arrangement is in many 
respects unsatisfactory, Mr. Doucet is disposed to 
think that insofar as woodworking 1s concerned the 
instructor will be able to provide a «ood practical 
course for the boys. 


A fev schools in the province of Ontario have 
failed to secure teachers and have not yet been re- 
opened. Two teachers, one at St. Regis and one at 
Caradoc, resigned during the month. 


The opening of a number of our residential 
schools in the province of Alberta, which should have 
taken Gee on September 1, has been delayed, in response 
to instructions issued by tne Provineial Health author- 
ities, owing to the prevalence of poliomyelitis. However, 
recent reports indicated that practica'ly all of our 
schools sere in operation toward the end of the month. 


Mr. E. Leppard, the teacher in charze of 
manual training at the Morley fesidential School, in 
a letter to Ur. Doucet dated Jctober 6, states:- 
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"ve have been a month late in getting 
down to work, due to the provincial government

ban as a result of the recent epidenic. However, 
formal classes are no» organized in manual 
Mtge pol Mp So » goching, beading and buckskin. 


We plan devote Monday P.M. and Friday A.¥. to 
formal instruction in these activities. The 
mental attitude of the children this year is a 
pps. improvement over that of any other year 

m my experience’. 


= 


an epecerensns report on the Ste. Catherine 
Consolidated Sehool chan Agency, B. C., dated 
October 90, has just been received from Inspector Barry. 
Mr. Barry states:- 


"Vocational training is poetiomoste good 
at this school. The girls, uncer Sister ¥. 
Engenia, prepare the midday meal in a most 
excellent manner, This meal is properly served 
by the girls, who undertake this task dressed 
in nee and aprons sees ante look very smart 
ind and the meal appea to me to be as veil 
served, if not detter than meals served at most 
residential schools, 


"The cirls also were seen at their wool 
work, where native wool is carded on the new 
machine just provided and knit into »orthwhile 
articles. Ordinary wool as also being knit 
into socks, sweaters, etc. Some beadwork was 
being undertaken, veite being made on frames. 
These frames, I should add, were made by the 
boys in the manual training shop. The manual 
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training and gardening work at this school 
is under the direction of Mr. P. J. Corroran. 
A number of simple articles of use in the 
school have been made since ay last visit. 
The manual training shop was perfectly clean 
and tools supplied were in «ood order. 


"The acadenic work at the sehool has 
also improved and with a large group in 
Grades 7 and © another visit in the spri 
will be necessary for testing purposes prior 
to the pupils! graduation. 


"In conelusion I may say that the Ste. 
Catherine Consolidated Indian Day School is 
&@ credit to the Department and to the Sisters 
in charge - the Sisters of St. Ann.” 


Inspector Barry's report indicates that the 
Ste. Catherine School is one of the most successful 
schools operated by the bt fg anyvhere in the 
Dominion. It is interest to note that a group of 
the pupils have reached Grade 6 and will no doubt pass 
their entrance examination this yesr. You are avare 
that transportation is provided for the pupils in 
attendance at this school. DPespite this fuct, hovever, 
the attendance has never been wholly satisfactory at 
any time since the school was first established. I am 
at this date in communication with Commissioner Mackay, 
in the hope that the time at his disposal will enable 
him to make a special inspection of the school snd 
thus be in a position to recommend ways and means 
whereby the attendance can be improved. 


The following table indicates the enrolment 
and average attendance st the Ste. Catherine School 
during the last two or three ~ ears.

I am submitting herewith a report of the 
activities of the Welfare an? Training Service for 
the month ended November 39, 1941. 


Relief d4tures for the period April 1 - 

October 31 amounted $373,083.90, compared with an 

4ture of $559,750.41 for the corresponding period 
of last year. These figures represent a net decrense of 
$186,666.51. The greatest decrease ~ 257, 9°9.°1 - ts 
reported from the province of Cuebec. However, for some 
reason that is not easily explained relief costs in the 
province of Manitoba remain Comparatively high, Pelief 
expenditures at certain — in this province, such 
as Clandeboye and Fisher River, remain practically the 
same as la Ot ge fp marrenses n Manitoba, on 
the other » appears to on the whole better tnan 
the crop harveste? in the other two Proirte Provinces. 
A creat deal of difficulty was experienced in the harvest- 
ing operations as the result of exceptionally heavy rains. 
It 1s possible, now that the harvestinz operations have 
been completed, that the results of these operations will 
be reflected in relief costs in Manitobe during the months 
immediately ahead of us. 


As the result of « conference held with Mr. 
Elliott Moses only in the month, a Short Course srogram 
has been arranced for the following agencies:

for other points in the Bay area." 


Little difficulty has been experienced by 
Indians in securinz oui ent throuchout the sunmer and 
fall months, and work is likely to remain plentiful 
throughout the winter. wr. E. S. Noble, managing director 
of the Spruce Falls Power and Paper Company, in a letter 
to the Department dated Novenb:r 17, 1941, states: - 


"We, as well as other comp»nies in this 
district, are very short of pulpyood cutters this 
season. At the present time we ourselves coul? 
use six or seven hundred more cutters, while the 
Abitibi Power * Paper bag to fe Limited, tell me 
thet they could use over more men between this 
and the Port 4rthur section". 


Mr. Noble adds: 


"Our camps are excellent: in fact ve think 
they are the best lumber camps tn the country. 
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"We have vork the year round for these pulp- 
wood cutters, although we must admit that for one 
month in the spring the bush is extremely wet and 
very few men want to work init. However, if they 
do want to work, the work is there ‘or thea". 


A ements have been made whe: twelve men will be 
sent from the Battleford agency to Kapuskssing way of 
jl and willing to 
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the Lees wey | 
roups of men from certain drought-stricken areas in 
skatchewan. 


Indian Agent Todd, in his October report on the 
Kwawkewlth Agency, statest- 


fall the Indians of this agency have been 
profitably employed in the fishing incustry this 
season, Sees one of the largest on record, with the 
result that the able-bodied Indians, both nen and 
women, are in a good financtal position, To date 
there have been more than a cuarter million cases of 
fish canned at the three canneries adjacent to Alert 
Bay, and I am informed by the Fishery Department that 
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before the season is over they anticipate half 
a million cases will have been packe? from this 
district alone. This is the largest pack in 
the history of British Columbia". 


A striking illustration of the results 
that follow intensive and scientific cultivation of land 
in certein sections of British Columbia is provided by 
Indian Agent “trang. In his report ‘or Sctober Mr. 
Strang states:- 


"Fron pet re pp | 2) acres of land planted 
in onions, confiscated under trespass, which I 

ed {ndians to cultivate and harvest, there 
has already been eri and marketed throuch the 
Farm Produce Control Roard °6) tons of No. ” and 
2+ tons No. 3 onions. Returns for this crop have 
not yet been received, but I ex-ect to receive 
$40 per ton for the No. 2 and °20 per ton for the 
No. 3, out of which ill be ow of course, frei ht 
and wages for harvesting. is experiment has 
proved to the Indians that they themselves can grow 
onions profitably and that the climate in this 
district 1s ideal for growing them*, 


Indian Agent Booth, in his report on the 
QutAppelle Agency for October, states:- 


"The Indian farmers in this agency have had 
@ poor year as far as crops sre concerned, but the 
Wheat Reduction Bonus proved a boon to them, and T 
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have checves amounting to b= Tha from the Department 


of Agriculture for distribution to the 45 farmers 
who applied for this bonus. This amount has not only 
relieved the Indian from his current debts, but in 
most cases IT have been able to purchase sufftetent 
supplies to carry him ond his family through the 
winter months", 


Mr. Booth adds: 


"The Homemakers Clubs on the Assiniboine 
pe ye and Standing Buffalo Reserves are all doing 
2 work, not only for their own members but for 

destitute Indians who are unable to help them- 
selves. The = Air Force clothing sent to 
these reserves 1s being remace into the very best 
of garments for the children of school age and 
under. I have seen boys’ pants and smocks, girls’ 
dresses and waists made from this clothing, “hich 
would be a eredit to any organization off the 
reserve. There shoul’ not be any reason for any 
child going without warm garments for this winter." 
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The Lands, Parks and Forests Franch intend to 
Slaughter a number of Elk in the Banff area during the winter 
This elk meat will be placed at our disposal for distribution

@ good course in lish and permitted to abandon the 
Course in French. Mr. Doucet took this position largely 
because the Indian pupils dislike Freneh and because they 
enter school with a very limited knowledge of fnglish - 
hence his desire to make thetr course in Fnzlish as 
Gomprehensive and as thorough as possible. ‘e did not 
have an Le hae Med to mect Mr. “escott, the manual 
training instructor who, uncer the existing’ arrancement, 
conducts classes three days curing the week. However, 
the principal in charge of the school ap-esrs to be ell 
satisfied vith his work. It was interesting to learn from 
her that the boys enjoy their course in manual training 
more than t ee any of the other branches of study. 
sit Caughnavaga azain prior to the 
Christmas holidays and review the vork undertaken and 
accomplished since his last visit. 


Reports indicate that the suspension of our 
building program is likely to result in overcroydt? and 
ested classr oms, both st our Indian day and residen- 
tial schools, in the imzediate future.’ Inspector 
MacXenzie, in his report on the Sandy Bay Hesidential 
School, dated November 5, 1941, states:- 


*I understand that there are close to 1f0 
chiléren on this reserve who shoul?¢ be attending 
school, if secommodation were avatiable. As it is, 
the 9f now enrolled have to attend in alternate 
periods. These attend,in groups, classroom 
activitie: und then go down stairs for manual ané 
vocational instruction and training while other 
Gene take their places in the classrooms. The 

eachers are do good work in planning md making 
work-books. The lanzuage work-books suggested last 
year sre proving very helpful. These Sisters in 
my judgment are doing a grand og and are eager to 
co-operate fully in making their teaching useful 
and effective." 


Inspector Eldon F. Simms, in his report date? 
a mbor 2 on the Portage la Prairie fesidential School, 
states:- 
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"As can resdily be seen on looking over the 
registration zegeeee for these two roons, it is 
impossible for these teachers to carry out a proper 
educational program with such enormous classes. 

The senior room is not too bad because several of 

the older pupils attend in relays of half days and 
work outside otherwise. In the junior grades, hovever, 
the overcrording is euch that no teacher could do 
justice to the class. I suggest, therefore, thet 
another room be opened to take care of the beginners 
in Grade I. To cover the increased cost, it wuld 
be necessary to raise the number of pupils 

the school can obtain grants. The Principal assures 
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me that he could sccommodate several more pupils. 
At present the situation is such that he has to 
turn Indian children away." 


The Reverend C. F. Hives has now taken charze 
of the St. Georze's School at Lytton, B. C. In a personal 
letter to me dated November 14, he states: - 


I would like to bring the pupilage at this 
sehool up to 180 if it could be arranged. There 
will be no difficulty whatever in cetting the 
ehildren. ‘e have se ay 1°6 and I know the 
children will be crowd ng to get in before lonz. 

I wish you would mer gs in mine and, if at all 
possible, alloy us the 190. The staff, of course, 
would heave to be incressed. ‘e have oft the farn, 
bon | and garden produce avatlable for that nunber, 
and 1t would be that much more to meet ovr finan- 
@ial obligations". 


Mr. Hives’ reference to the sehool building is 
wery depressing, in view of the fact that the building vas 
constructed at considerable expense a few yeers azo. Mr. 
Hives states that the building itself 1s a horrible mess 
Compared with Shingwauk. He adds: "oor old Gurney Orr 
sure roved his plans when he built Shingwauk and he 
sure cot a wonderful contractor to executs his plans as 
compared with the horrible vorkmanship of this place. 
However, the building is here and I know 1f -e are 
careful in the manipulstion of money we can greatly 
improve it".

I am submitting herewith a report of the 
activiti s of the elfare snd Training Service for the 
month ended December 31, 1941. 


TRALUING: 


The Caughnavacs Senior School was totelly 
dest: by fire on December 1fth. This school was of 
solid briek construction. It vas built in the yesr 1997, 
at a cost of approximately $50,990.90. It 1s our inten- 
tion to mske provision whereby the puvils enrolle’ st the 
eae eine Senior School can be temporarily accomnodated 
in buileings until the end of the present cendemic year. 


The follo inz schools have been dest 
fire since I entered the Pepartment 3 freemet 
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Kenora esidential School and the blacksnith shop st the 

Kootenay Residential School were also destroyed by fire. 

It 4s just possible that vhen times seats become normal ve 

may find it advisable to attach to this Branch a building 
Commissioner. I note that public sehool boards in the 
larger centres throuzhout the Dominion have a building 

-Gommissioner on their staff. This man is cefinitely resyons- 
ible for the construction and repair of school buildings ané 
the inspeetion of such buildings. He 49 ealled upon, also, 
to make an intensive study of the best ways and means of 

eliminating fire hazards. 


Inéian day schools in the province of ‘ew 
Brunswick have been inspected until this year a depart- 
tor. ‘the Enspector of these schools, Father 
Ryan, retired toward the end of the last acadenic year, 
and immediately following his retirement an t was 
th the New Brunswick at 
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inspectors reac me 
interesting in that they are t' 
not been at any time until 
educational program or the

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schools. Saqpectee Fox, in his resort on the Oromocto 
Indian Day 1, dated November 25, states?- 


"This was my first visit to the Oromocto 
Indian Day School, I was s' sed to find such 
splendid equipment and ees attainments. 
Everything conceivable has been fone at this 
school to make surroundings comfortable, attractive 
and conducive to progress. It mizht be advisable 
to lower one of the blackbosrds in order that 
small children might use it". 


Inspector J. E. DeGrace, in his report on the 
Fel River School, dated Dece»ber 5, states:~- 


"If think very good work is bein done at 
this school. I was favourably impressed by the 
general appearance of the school as well us by the 
work accomplished. There is no doubt that this 
teacher is an ef‘icient one." 


Inspector Titus, in a recent report on the 
St. tlary's School, at Devon, N.B., states:- 


®"I found this school progressing favourably. 
The cirls have been taught knitting and consider- 
able vork has been done slons this line. 
8 ne already made coat hangers, tie racks and 
a case. 
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Inspector Anderson, in his report on the 
Kingselear School, deted Novenber °4, states:- 


"This building is in a cood state of repair 
and kept clean «nd neat. The girls have been 
taught knitting and sexin:, le the boys have 
made several very useful articles, such as coat 
hangers, ete."

a sincere attempt introduce RA. 
and voeational nature. The int: ion of this program, 
however, both in the public and Indian schools of “uebec, 
will recuire time and the exercise of « great ¢eal of 
ey n with the training of the teachers 
n the normal of the province. It is significent 
that the officials with whom Mr. Doveet discus our 
program were enthusiastically in favour of what ve are 
attempting to co at our sehools and promised to co-operate 


with - 
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with us in the promotion of this program. There is at the 
present time a lack of fully -ualified nen caprble of 
giving instruction in ~oodvork, auto mechanics, electric 
welding It is not at afl likely that such men will 
ve a fable at any time until the conclusion of the war. 
In the meantime, hovrever, on attempt »111 be mde to 
introduce vocational studies at our schools in cuebec 
using to the best possible sdvantaze the instructors tht 
"@ are able to secure. 


The Calgary Albertan, in its issue of 
Novenber 26, ublishes an interesting report on an Indian 
art exhibition, organized at that time in the cit of 
Calgsry. The riter in this report statesr- 


"The children of the Inkamcep Indian Sehool 
at Oliver have told the story of the " tivity, as 
conceive’ by the Indians. They have painted animal 
heads, the Wadonna and Child, and Palm Sunday, but 

ieularly outstanding sre the various Indian 
ures pointed on buckskin." 


These children have been encouraced to teke up 
these artistic studies by their teacher, Yr. Anthony Walsh. 
This article continues:- 


"Though only 16 years o'd, Gerald Tailfeathers 
Gisplayed at least eight water colours, This Indian 
boy spectalizes in lendseupes. fis Indian »ortraits, 
however, far surpass his scener collection and be- 
spesk a future for this youthful Redskin. 
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"In opening the exhibition, Dr. . 4. Carpenter, 
Director of Technical Eduesntion for the Province 
Gommende’ those responsible for making it possible for 
Calgarians to see this fine Indian art, which he hoped 
might bring about s revival of Indian arts and crafts 
in Alberta." 
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It is gratifying to report that cespite the 
approsch of the inter season, sork suitable for Indians 
appears to be plentiful throughout the Dominion. In my 
report of last month I referred to the employment by the 
Spruce Falls Po er and Puper Company of twelve Indians 
from the Battleford Agency on their pulpyood limits at 
Xapuskasinz, Ontario. I am nov in pt of ae letter 
from the m ing director of this company, in which he 
intimates that the work of the tvelve Indians has been 
on the whole fairly satisfactory ond that he 1s now anxtous 
to secure et least two hundred a’ditional Indians, prefer- 
ably from Saskatchewan, and if st all possible, Indians 
pe nag rege od in bush vork. “e have already comuunicated 
with the Indian Agent at Battleford and the General Super- 
intendent of Indian Agencies at “rete in respect to this 
matter, It is our hope that «e will be able to secure 
£90 able-bodied Indians for this work. 


Indian Agent - 
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Indian Agent Burk, in his report dated 
Decenber 4, states:- 


"tT beg to report that a contreet has been 
signed by Mr. FE. E. Johnson, President of the 
Model Wink Farm ot Port Villicm, with the Fort 
William Bend for 300 tons of herring at $25.50 
per ton. This price tneludes freezin: anc 
bagging and is f. o. b Scvaw Bay." 


Indian Agent Down, in his report on the Sarnia 
Agency, dated Decenber &, states:- 


"Our troctors on the Sarnia Reserve heave 
been busy almost every day. In connection »ith 
this, I have been out on the reserves in an en- 
Geavour to check the acreare plourhed, also fall 
wheat soonscess, I_am able to report an increase 
wheat plantings but 2 decrease in fall 
O4° spring plenting. This is per- 
haps a natural trend when one considers the increns- 
ing industrial activities with its offer of higher 
and steady wages especially amon our Indian 
ation. It {s eifficult to keep them interested 
agriculture in normal times ond much more difficult 
when so many other channels sre nz up. This is 
especially so concerning our peonle on the Sarnia 
Reserve vith its close proximity to the "nited States. 
The reection is also bezinnin’ to have its effect on 
Kettle and Stony Point Reserves. I am making no 
effort to discourage this condition in favour of 
Agriculture--first, because I know it is of no use; 
second, because tue Indian is not any means a 
natural a-risculturist and can only kopt on the 
land wnen all else fails. By this do not mean to 
infer our agricultural efforts have suddenly dis- 
appeared, or that -e shoul’ curb our efforts, but 
I do if we, the Indian agents, farm instructors 
staff generally, exn hold what ve have it 
lishment and perhaps lead to a more 
tural program when 211 this vorld 
urnoil is at an end. I have great faith 
in post war conditions for Agriculture it will 
be my endeavour to build tovard that end." 
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Indian Agent Simpson, in his re ort on the 
Lake Agency, dated December first, states:- 


"The cattle o-ners have been aged in 
completing airs to stables and shelters for their 
live stock. few have found employment in t'e canps 
and with farvers adjacent to their reserves. 


A 
number have been engage? in marketing eordwood, for 
which there is s <ood demand and «ood prices. A 
number have also been envaged in treopine skunk, 
valued at from °°.) to 49.59 each, and weasel at 
70¢ to $1.10 each. Indians on the reserves heave 
been snoring rabbits, which sre more plentiful than 
they have bee: at any time for several years. They 


are drytny - 
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drying the ment and selling the furs at from 
five to eicht cents exch. The value of the fur 
eateh for Noveber is reported at $1,750." 


Indian Agent Jones, in his revort on the 
Hills Agency, dated Decenber %, states:- 


f¥io01 and other such matericls have been 
omasiset Me the Red Cross, nd the Indian vyomen 
are now tting socks and making up garments. 
This month a »srcel containing 1,999 ciqrrettes 
and food was mailed to esch of the 11 boys from 


this bo py | no serving overseas. Arrancements

Indian Acent Waite, in his report on the 
Portace la Prairie Azency, dat 


een made to send smokes, be at to escth 
he Army 


ed December 1, statess- 


"The sesson ‘or commercial fishing opened 
on the llth and to date very little fishine has 
heen done. The condition is better on Lake 
“Anntpegosis. Tee formed on the 12th of the 
month and the Indians are fishing close to the 
shore. The centre of the lake is still open. 
Piekerel opened at 7¢ per pound -nd the eatuh 
has been the best for some ywars." 


Exceptionally fine work has been undertaken and 
accomplished by Indian Agent Yo on the Griswold Reserve. 
In his report dated Decenber 15 the Avent states:- 


‘MOn the Oak Lake Reserve the community farm 
debt was totally paid off last spring. This year 
we invested in a smell combine, which ensily paid 
for itself during the mageeating operations this 
fall. ‘e have recently traded tn our ol¢ tractor 
and purchased » new one and still have « substan- 
tial bank balence. 


fon the Oak River Reserve Comaunity Farn 
we were able to meet our 1940 and 1941 payments 
and interest this fall, which amounted to 566, 
“e still have a 7ood bank balance. 


"The Indian farmers on these reserves "ere 
all able to save their feed for the coming year, 
to pay their current year's expenses end purehase 
a ood sueply of flour for winter use. I feel 
that the Indian farmers on my tvo community faras 
have had « very successful year." 


Indian Agent Taylor, in his report on the 
Willdems Lake Azeney for Novenber, states:- 


Indians have been busy cutting Christmas 
trees - some families have earned to to three 
hundred dollars for little more than one month's 
work. ‘Many are now hunting scuirrels and makinz 
as high as $20.90 pad day, with skins vorth °5* 
each. There is a dearth of labour in the district 
and the Indians reap the benefit. Most of the bands 
should be in very good shape for the »inter, which 
so far gives every indiestion of being = ail¢ and 
open one."

"There are no» 76 Indians of this arency working 
in Manitoba and Ontario in ny ote: and lumber 
camps, none getting less than $50.99 a month and 
board. A considerable p rtion of their earnings 
is sent home to their families, vith the result 
that conditions are greatly improved on the re- 
serves of the south port of the agency. The out- 
look now for the winter on these reserves is not 
nearly as bad as anticipated early in the season. 
Reports from the points where the Indians are 
working are to the effect that their work has heen 
on the whole a" propastiity ¢ those employing them 
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and there is a probabil that work of this kind 
will become more important as a source of liveli- 
h od for Indians for the duration of the war at 
least. Most of my time for three weeks hes been 
devoted towards assisting and encouraging the 
Indians to get to these distant points, but I feel 
that ae ceveese have not been in vain. The income 
from this work has been betreen 26,090 and $7,090. 
a month to otherwise stsrving Indians.” 


In view of existing economic conditions in the 
Prairie Provinces, it is perhaps too much to expect 


encouraging <- 
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sereszeet reports from those charged with the respons- 
ibility of opersti our Community tans. However, the 
sveseye from these farms on the whole are reasonsbly 
satisfactory. “ith the exception of two or three farms 
in the droucht-stricken area of Saskatchewan, Interest 
its to the Revolving Fund will be made this year 
n full, Indian Agent Young, in his report on the 
Comunity farms of the Griswold Azency, duted Septender 
16, 1941, states:- 


"On the Oak Lake Reserve the cormunity 
farm debt was totally paid off last spring. 
‘fe invested in a small combine, which easily 

wid for itself durin: the harvesting operat- 
ons. ‘Ye recently traded ‘tn our old tractor 
and purchased a new one and still have a sub- 
stantial bank balance. On the Osk River Re- 
serve Community “arm we were able to meet our 
1940 and 1941 payments of princip:1 ond interest 
in full this fall. This payment amounted to 
£966. "e still have a good bank balance. 


"The Indian farmers were all able to save 
their feed for the coming year, pay their current 
e@ar's expenses und purchase a good su ply of 
lour for the winter. I feel that the Indian 
farmers on my two community farms have indecd had 
@ very successful year." 


A number of our Indian day schools in the East 
have undertaken, with enthusiasm, the task of airing 
and remode'ling a zange quantity of discarded military 
ye | sent forward to the egeneies during the last 
two or three months, Les of this clothing, returned 
to the rtment as exhibits, reflect creat credit, not 
only on Pupils, but on the teachers responsible for 
their instruction. It would appear that a certain amount 
of this clothing is taken over by the teachers in eharze 
of the schools and assigned as a vocational project to 
groups of pupils, particularly senior cirls.

TEAINING. 


It 1s encouraging to learn from a number of 
sources that zroups of young Indians, particularly 'teen- 
age Indian girls, sre displaying a keen interest in orzan- 
ized movements such as the ‘irl Guides Associvtion. Mrs. 
H.F.H. Hertzberg, Commissioner of firl Suides for Ontario, 
called et this office toward the end of February. Mrs 
eer vers in her interview, intimated thet one of her 
field of {eins had expressed the opinion tht .e hed at 
the Birch Island Indian Pay School, Manitoulin Island 

ency, one of the best girl guide croups, if not actvally 
the best, in the province of Ontario. Immediately follor- 
ing Mrs. Hergzberg's visit, I comuunicated “ith the teacher 
of this school, Miss Eva L. fortin. Wiss Fortin, in her 
reply dated March 14, statest- 


®I have deen working *ith this group of girl 
guides ever since I began teachin here 6 years azo. 
am quite satisfied with the results of the Guice movement 
in this villase. The girls have entered seversl contests 
and always with good results. I feel sure the school work 
has been promoted a grest desl by the vork of the Cutdes. 


®As soon as the little sirls of the villaze 
attain the age of reason, I invite them to come to 
Brownie meetings. These meetings are conducted by one of 
Guides, whom I have trainec to assume the responsibility 
of training the youncer set to become Suides. This helps 
the little ones very much when they reach school age. 
Yhen these Brownies have learned the Guide laws and crasp 
their significance I enroll them in the Guide bee + From 
then on ve follo™ very closely the rules and reculations 
of the Girl Suide organization". 


®The Victorian", a veekly newspaper published 
at Perth, New Srunswick, in its issve of March 19, 194%, 
lished an article ating to s movie sho» organized 
| Rigs Girl Juide group of the Tobtoue Indian Day School.

"Over three hundred children came from Perth

"The Maliseet Girl Guides used their own movie 
machine, which they Pesatt and paid for with money raised 
in their weaving snd tting club, and it is a splendid 
machine. They also used their own films and ushered at 
the theatre, with the help of the Andover and Perth Sirl 
Guides. The management and staff of the Capitol Theatre 
were in attendance and gave freely of their help and time. 


"The Maliseet Girl Guides, uncer the direction 
of the Sisters of Charity, have been doing auch valuable 
work for the Red Cross. fast year, besides donating #95 
they knitted many babies’ garments for the layettes ~hic 
were sent overseas." 


Indian Agent Phillips, “ueen Charlotte Acency, 
B. C., in a letter dated March &, refers to the Juntor 
Red Cross that has been organi zed at the Massett and Skide- 
gate Indian Day Schools. Agent in his letter stotes:- 


"Last year, the Massett ond Skidegate Indian Day 
Schools were organized as branches of the Junior fed Cross, 
under the name of the ‘Haida Juniors’. Meetings are held 
periodically and at these news letters are read and dis- 
cussed and the purposes and responsibilities of the member- 
ship stressed. Health rules are discussed and kept as

Through the aims of the Junior fled Cross we hope 
not only to help Canada's war effort but to raise the tone 
of the schools and to arouse in the children a desire to 
serve the community and their own homes whenever an oppor- 
tunity arises to do so. The children are already ey 
to hold a program of school sports around Easter time and 
to sell ice creas at the sports grounds on Mey °4th. The 

rocee’s from these uncertexings will be sent to the 
‘unior Red Cross Funds." 
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I am personally of the opinion that organizations 
such as these should be susoaredee ond greatly extended. 
They provide the Indian youth with valuable leasons in the 
art of self-government. They encourage him, too, to assume 
responsibility for the accomplishment of tasks that he can 
carry out better and more economically for himself than any 
other agency desizned to help hia. 


The Public Sehool Inspectors in their reports sre 
constantly reminding us of the difficulties experienced by 
Indian day end residential school teachers in providing 
instruction to Indian poe who enter school without a 
working knowledge of the English song @. Inspector 
Ferris, in his last report on the Ahtahkekoops Day School,

It would appear that *hen the auxiliary classes were first 
organized, teachers with the ordinary academic and profes- 
sional stinding were employed. It was soon learned 
however, from experience, that these teachers vere incapable 
of widing worthwhile courses of study, vith the result 
that the teachers now in charge of these classes ere 
teachers who have spent at least one year in special normal 
school classes. The Ontario officials are of the opinion 
that 1f we cannot provide such training for our teachers 
in the imnediate future, ve aight seriously consider the 
advisability of providing a special summer school course 
for a selected number of our teachers ny way of experiment.

Recent reports from Saskatchewan indicate that 
of the 249 men sent to Kapuskasing for work st the Spruce 
Falls Power and Puper Company, approximately 64 have either 
returned to Saskatchewan or are at this date on the way 
back to the province, It would appear that none of these 
64 men worked for a full month «nd consequently were unable 
to pay for their transportation costs back to the reserves. 
The transportation costs of 0 were authorized by Mr. 
who did not feel like scoersias the respons- 
20 men to remain idle in the Kapuskasing 
the severe climatic conditions prevail- 
t time. The other 44 appealed to both Mr. “hris- 
and to this Branch for the funds necessary to pay 
and to buy the provisions recuired to maintain 
This request hac been refused. I did 
under obligation whatever to pay 
transportation cos fed Indians who refused 
to remain at work until the end of April. fad they remained 
on the job until April 30, the company was prepared to pa; 
their return fares to Saskatchewan. must say that despite 
the refusal of this group of men to continue at work ond 
the refusal of others who may have left the job since our 
Last report was received, the experiment on the whole has 
been worth while. Conditions in the Battleford Agency, the 
ag in which most of these men “ere recruited, vere such 
that they not been sent to “apuskasing @ great m of 
them would have been compelled to apply for relief rations. 
It 4s quite possible, also, that a number of them have 
really made z0od and will experience little difficulty in 
a ng work in pulpwood operations next fall. 
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Indian Agent Simpson, in his report dated “arch °, 
states:- 


®,a nuaber of Indians have been employed in 
havling firevood to market for sale. Thirty-one are still 
eaployed in the pe camps in Ontario, one having re- 
turned home as the result of illness. About £0 are at 


present - 
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present employed in tie «nd lumber cemps adjacent to their 
reserves. The fur catch reported this month was only 
€300.00. On the whole, however, the Indians have enjoyed 
a much better standard of living so far this winter than 
they have up to this date in any of the preceding six 
winters.that I have been here. There have been no appeals 
from them for assistance in the way of food and clothing. 
There has been less sickness during the winter months." 


It 18 somevhat disturbing to receive reports 
from time to time of a certain emount of lavlessness on 
a number of our reserves. This condition has been created, 
no doubt, through lack of proper police supervision, partic- 
ularly R. C. M. P. patrols. have never been able to 
convince myself that the ordinary Indian constable is of 
much value on a reserve from the standpoint of proper law 
enforcement or in persuading the Indian parents to send 
their ehildren regularly to school, The Principal of the 
Anzliean School on the Blood Reserve, "ho visited this 
Branch about a year ago, was greatly agitated at that time 
about what he termed the lawlessness ond insolence of the 
Blood Indians. A fer ff ago a somewhat similar complaint 
wes received from the Principal in charge of the Anglican 
Behool on the Blackfoot Reserve. It 1s rer rettable that 
these complaints are usually embodied in confidential 
letters or in confidential statements that cannot be quoted. 
Unless the men registering these complaints from time to 
time sre prepared to courageously support them in court, 
4f necessary, 1t will be somewhat difficult to correct the 
condition. {£ note that Indian Agent Goocernan, in his 
report dated March 5, 1942, states:- 


®A nasty undercurrent, which sicht appesr to be 
subversive, has been noted snon; the Blackfeet. I really 
do not think they ore disloyal; I 
spoiled 
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receive. 

of giving everyone ample food 

not be ruinous. After all, ef 

only survive when they have to struggle and fight for their 
esixtence. This brings up another pointr- Slackfoot 
Indians on active service apparently do not realize their 
responsibility and have \. | every means imaginable tried to 
get their disc @. In fact Ly Re even flaunting the 
fillitery Authorities at this ti being A. %. 0. L. from 
their unit.. Surely these Indians must be made to under- 
stand that in such serious times they will not be allo ed 
to get away with this sort of thing." 
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I have referred to the encouraging tendency on 
the part of younger Indians to join worthwhile organizat- 
fons. It is encouraging, too, to be able to report that 
the older Indians, particularly the older women, «re 
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continuing to do good work in the Homemakers’ Clubs, 
Fo er Agent Booth, in his report dated d4arch 6, 
states:- 


"The Homemakers! Clubs are doing very useful 
work and continue their meetinzs regularly. Some of the 
work 1s really good. I think that some of the Indian 
women have shown more pride in their homes since these 
Clubs were inaucurate’s; bed sheets, pillo» eases and 
q ilts are now in evidence in many homes; curtains are 
appearing on the “indows and the Indian women have 
been raising house plants successfully. Generally 
Speaking, the homes have greatly improved.

The 
letter 13 desicned to stimulate interest amon Indians 
in the cultivation ind ecrre of subsistence g»rfens. A 
br ef this letter, sent to representatives of the Ronan 
Catholic, Pres bytertan and Unite’ Churches, hi» resulted 
in recuests for additional copies of the chart. ¢ hive 
been assured by the churches thet the mivstonartes worltine 
under thelr direction on Indien reserves will do everything 
possible to cooperate “1th us in the orzonisstion of garden 
projects anc in the promotion of a -orthyhile agricultural 
progrsm this year. 


An extensive gardenine provran will be unéerts en 
on the Esikasont aeeeees Nova Geotia, by Yr. Alex. “achonald, 


who has been transfer from the hoeoconezh School to 
Eskasoni for this purpose. A somewhat similar prozran ‘s 
already under way st Shubenseadie, uncer the nominal cirect- 
fon of the Reverend Father Mackey snd wmcer the supervision 
of the fa instructor in charze of the farm at the 
Shubenacadie Residential Sehool, It will thus be seen that 
both these programs 1'l be we'll under way prior to the 
fp pene of an Indian agent and clerk «t each reserve 

3 provram in Nova Scotia, if climatic conditions are at 
all favourable, should result in substantial reductions tn 
our relief costs throurhout the vinter sonths. 


A nuaber of encouragins reports on the chort 
Coursey concucted under the direction of Mr. Elliott Noses 
recently reached the Department. Indian Agent J. §. Naley, 
> Se report on the ‘alpole Island Agency, dated Vareh 31, 
states:- 


"Possibly the most outstanding thing on the re- 
serve this month was the Short Course helé in the council 
hall. The men's study course was in cherge of Filtott 
Moses and the women's an’ girls’ classes under the super- 
vision of Yrs. Monture and Miss Plsie Cameron. Personally. 
I 4o not believe that too much stress can be laid on these 
courses, It is my opinion that a greet deal of encouragement 
and inspiration hus been furnished Indian farners on this 
reserve by these studies. Our Indians sre certainly tnter- 
ested when they walk a distance of 4 miles in stormy weather 
to take part in the discussions, 


Indian Avent Featherstone, Rama Agency, in his 
report dated April °, satates:- 


"During - 


§ Indian Affairs. School Files. 
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"During the week “arch °J-°7 Mr. Moses, 

assisted by Miss Cameron and “irs. onture, conducted a 
Short Course on this reserve. This was the first time 
that a Short Course of this kind had been conducted at 
Rama. Twenty attended the women's classes ond everyone 
was cuite pleased with the results. Most of the Indian 
men being away working, their meetings were not so “el 
attended but resulted, I hope, in some stimulation to 
the gardening effort? 


An interesting eyperiment in what one mizht 
term immediate post-sehool instruction hes heen under- 
taken on the ":odstoek Reserve by Sister Fmiliona. In 
her cuarterly re ort dated Uarch 21, 1°4P, she states:- 


"I am pleased to report that these cla ses 
have been very successful, both boys and «irls taking 
a keen interest in all their work. They have taken special 
pride in the domestic science kitchen especially since ve 
had the kitehen painted and rep tred Lost Sprine. In the 
sewing class the ;irls have recently each com leted 3 dress, 
apron and towel, They have also node curtsins for the 
sewing room, hall and furnace room. ‘e hold cooking elasses 
regularly once a week and the cskes made by those in attend- 
omee are often served with milk as refreshments. e have 
also helped a number of the married women to make cullts 
with odds and ends left over from different -ieces of 
material. A numb-r of nice cullts have already been made 
on the reserve by the women.” 


Indian Agent MePherson, in his report on the 
Clandeboye Azency, “anitoba, dated April 1, refers to the 
herd of goats at Berens River and the benefit of this here to 
the members of the band, Mr. MePherson states:- 


CANADA 


"Ye have approximately °0 heed of 7outs on the 
Berens River Reserve. These oats have «11 vintered well 
and have been of great benefit to the bund. Some of the 
Indians on the Fort Alexander Reserve «re also zoing tn 
for raising gonts and sheep. One family on this reserve 
have for a number of years spun their om ~ool and vere able 
to supply themselves with socks, sveaters, etc., made from 
wool procure? from their own sheep." 
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The first reference to an Indian potlsatch that 
has been broucht to my attention since f entered the Depart- 
ment has been sent forward’ by Indian Avent Todd, “wavkerlth 
Arency, 8. C. The Avent, in his report for March, states:- 


"Most of the Indians of this agency have been 
profitably employed durinz the past month. ome have been 
engaged in clam dizging while others have been orkine at 
various occupations such as logging and unski’led Labour 
at the new Air Port now under construction at Fort Rupert. 
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"Throughout the year practically all the Indians 
of this age have been engag in the fishing incustry 
and I should like to report that 1941 was the best years 
financially, for the Indians since I have been agent. Some 
of them have used their surplus money tn improvine their 
homes, while others purchased boats and fishin: gear. I 
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regret very much to report, ho ever, that with this 
surplus cash some of the Indians have returned to their 
old Indian custom, carrying it on to a greater extent 
than for many years past. It has been reported to me 
that some Indians vere ows s this inter 

mad giving away large sums o: 

I have personally 4 er with some of the 
leaders and sucgested to them that they should put their 
money into Victory Bonds and thus help the war effort 
and Ly up this custom. This practice seens to be so 
deeply rooted here that it comes first over everything." 


A nunber of Indians on the Tyendinaga Reserve 
entered into contrects about a yesr ago for the production 
of vegetables for certain canning factories. It would 
appear that the contractual obligations entered into at 
that time have been carried out in a monner satisfactory 
to both parties. Indian Agent Moore, in his report dated 
April 1, states:- 


"A large number of contracts are beinz taken by 
reserve residents, to plant canning crops of peas, tomatoes 
and corn. There has been considerable competition among 
local canners in obtaining these contracts from Indians. 

A large -uantity of literature has been secured by this 
office from the Onterto Forestry Branch and distributed 
amons the Indians. It is our hope that tis will encouraze 
the people to secuire «nd plant young trees. A number of 
applications for tre s have already ‘one forward," 
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Mr. Doucet is st present Seaseee in the orgsniz- 
ation of vocational courses at residential schools in 
Saskatchewan. These cour are somewhat similar to the 
courses organized at the residential schools of Alberta 
about a year ago. In addition to the organizetion of these 
Mr. Doucet has been asked to undertake an educat- 
of a number of Indian reserves, vith the object 
of determining whether or not Indian day sehools or improved 
Indian day schools would, if established, supply the educat- 
fonal needs of these Indians, He will also, while in the 
West, visit one or two residential schools and one or to 
improved Indian day schools in North and South Dakota. 
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A report on the destruction of the classroom 
building at the File Hills Residential School reached us 
early in the month, and a second report from the Superin- 
tendent of Indian Agencies at Regina indicates that this 
building may have been deliberately destroyed by tro or 
three Indian pupils, These pupils have already been 
arrested and will come up for trial in due course. 


An interesting snd encouraging report, dated 
ril 6, has been received from Miss Bessie French, Prin- 
al of the Port Simpson (United Church) Indian Residential 
1. Miss French states:- 


"Your letter which arrived with the report form 


made me want to sit down «nd tell you all about us. I 
sometimes think thst the only information the Department 


officials - 
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officials ever get about Indian sehools is a tale of 
@iscouragement, want and woe. I think, ho ever, thst there 
are bricht spots in most of our Indian work, 6 certainly 
have our share of encouracement here. 


"lth reference to organizations for ex- ils, 
Port Simpson 1s organized to cover every age troup within 
the church, “ith the exception of a yous men's group, 
all are effective organizations. ‘e have a eroup for all 
unmarried gr duates of this school and older virls of the 
village of about their aze and with similer interests, 
This same group forms my Sunday Sehool class. ‘e meet 
twice a month, once for study end worship and onee for musie 
and hendieraft wore, The members of the croup seen to enjoy 
pan ig gatherinzs and T believe they have an influence for 
g e 


"ith reference to the girls vho have graduated 
since 1949, 4 are nicely married. Three of these live on 
the Naas River at Kincolith. These girls always visit us 
here when they come to Port Simpson. I hear from them often 
and they seon to be a part of the chureh life on the reserve. 
One graduate sings in the choir and helps »ith Sunday Sehool 
work. 


"The five unmarried girls are also doin: very 
nicely. One works for the local doctor, one works here in 
sur school laundry, one is capieyes at the cannery in Prince 
Rupert, «nd two are at home, living -ith their parents, All 
are clean, respectable looking girls. They attend church 
ee end Sunday school, sins tn the church choir, 
attend ny midweek meetinzs ind tae an active Part fn all 
the activities of the village." 


"One very encourasing feature of our work is the 
spirit of the girls thts year. I believe for the most part 
that they are here to learn ond are trying hard. The 
parents and guardians have shown their appreciation by 
donations of fish to the school and have provided practic 
ally all their girls' clothing. This is a big help to us 
and good for them as well as the sirls. Tf wish it were 
possible to tax each parent or guardian who has a child in 
this sehool, if only a little, to encourage a spirit of 
giving rather than getting." 
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Inspector , Maciiillan, in his report on the 
Chapleau (C. E.) Residential Sehsol, states: - 
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"The work of this school 1s procressin: very 
favourably uncer the ¢irection of Canon Vale, the Principal, 
The two members of the staff re outstanding teachers, 

The results obtained by the pupils in the »ritten tests 
Compare favourably with the best results obtained recently 
in the public sehool tests of my inspectorate, The boys 
and girls are neat and clean in appearnnce and seen to be 
well cured for, A fine spirit of cooperation is evicent 
in each of the rooms. The work is ell organized and 
discipline is excellent,? 


You will remember that wr. D. &. Pitts, who had 
been for a number of years assistant principal at the 


Mohawk - 
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Mohawk Institute, became Lf mee pe] of the Cecilia 

= aa Presbyterian) Residential School about a year 
ago. Mr. Pitts is a fully cuslifie? teacher «nd 1s not 
a clergyman. 


Inspector Rf. 8. MeBurney, in his report on 
this school, dated March °3, stetes: - 


"irs. Douglas (Second Class Permanent, Sask- 
atchewan) 1s an experienced teacher and has been =t this 
sehool for a number of years. Her results in ‘riting and 
in “rt are remarkably good. The pupils «re culte srofictent 
in spelling snd reading and hove consi¢ersble information 
gleaned from social studies. They are quite cood at 
memorizing. The classroom register is carefully kept. 
Grade 2 has school all day and the other erades have school 
half time and vork half time. The Principal, ¥r. DP. &. 
Pitts, has the cooperation of his staff and has a school 
that Is doing Fenarkubly go04 vork, Tt was to ne an 
edue tion and « real pleasure to visit this sehool." 


The Inspector continues: - 


"tr. Rusaw (Senond Class, Ontario) ts an 
excellent teacher ant is doinz excentions'ly ood work. 
He is an enthusLast in manual training ont as «a result 
the pupils of the school are makine many interesting 
things. ‘is basketry is :ood. I was cuite interested in 
the rustic chiirs and beds th t he is having the pupils 
make. He is also an ent).usiast tn horticulture ané throuvh- 
out the building are several potted plants in bloom. The 
presentation of his lesson usterial is excellent. He is 
putting forth a creat effort to have some indiv!dual 
gogpenes and is succeeding. The classroom is clean and

I am submitting herewith « report of the 
activities of the “elfare snd Training Service for 
the month ended May 51, 1942, 


UELEARE: 


It will be necessary to exercise considerable 
care when comparing relief and welfare expenditures for 
the present yeor ‘th somewhat similar expenditures for 
the fiscal year 1941-42, 


The cost of certain farming operetions, the 
purehase of machinery, gasoline, etc., on a number of 
reserves, which were until about seven months azo paid 
from band funds, sre now paid from the rexular welfare 
appropriation. The Medical Services have until now 
purchasec the clothing necessary for inmates of hospitals 
and mental institutions. Dr. Moore has on more than one 
occasion discussed with me the advisability of havin; the 
cost of this clothing borne by the welfare rather than 
the medical division. He 1s of the opinion - and I am 
disposed to agree with him - that this ts a legitimate 
charge on the welfare appropriation. The most serious 
encroachment on our welfare appropriation, however, will 
reavlt from certain services, the cost of which has been 
until now charged to the cost of general administration. 
It would appear that farming instructors in the Preitrie 
Provinces ere used as teamsters by the agents to deliver 
supplies such as flour, bscon, lard, discarded military 
clothing, ete., to destitute Indians in need of such 
supplies from time to time. In view of the fact that the 
horses and wagons at agency headcuarters have no» been 
distributed to Indians, it will be necessary to hire teams 
when such teams are available to undertuke this work. 
Just what the actual cost for the year »t!l be 1° somewhat 
difficult to determine at this date. Vouchers that have 
already reached the Department would indieate, however, that 
the costs are likely to be substantial. 


Indian Agent Waddy, in a letter dated Yay 5, 
1942, states:- 


"Regarding your letter, 4°-1°1, of May 2, last, 
asking for more details on voucher No. 19, for trucking 
supplies, this 1s as sood a time as any to get this business 
exp. ained, as you will have a lot more similar items and 
they have nothing whatever to do with the serlous times ve 
are experiencing. The fact is, ve have txken teams avay 
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ul¢ be used for administration only. Therefore 
wl freicht 25 they did in past ye No 

Indian on the destitute list ts ecuipped to haul freight 
from the station, or he vould not be on any list of mine, 
and no other Indien will haul government frei:ht, free. 
Your best system, in my juézment, 1s to make your pur- 
chases for delivery at the reserves. Yost flour mills 
have trucks and would bid on these terms; then you would 
not see the freizht bills and would not worry 2 ut them. 
Of course, the freicht vould be charzed Just the sane but 
under cover. There vill be more freisht pills from time 
to time, in fact I have some here right now, but you may 
be assured I am keepin: them down to the minimus. 


In other words, it would appear that in the 

met farming instructors were not in reality farnine 
nstructors at all but teansters end general labourers 
at agency headsuarters, and that the task of delivering 
supplies from the point of delivery on the railway to 
agency headcuarters and from azency headcuarters to Indian 
homes on the reserve kept then fairly busily employed 
throuchout the year; not only vere they called upon to 
haul flour, bacon, etc., for destitute Indians, but they 

ed upon as velh to haul and deliver wood and in 
many cases water. In my udgment it will be necessary, 
therefore, at the close of the present fiscal year, to 
carefully estimate the cost of such deliveries un‘er the 
new policy and deteruine at that time vhether or not it 
would be more profitable to maintain teans and engage 
Labourers for this work. 


from farming instructors ond told them that the remaining 
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The demand for Indian girls for domestic vork 
in homes and at hospitals appears at the present time to 
exceed the demand. e have had recuests this month from 
a large number of women in Ottawa who are anxious to 
secure Indian cirls for domestic employment. ‘e have 
also had urgent requests from the Ottawa General fospital 
and the Tyndale Inn. ¢@ have succeeded at this date in 
securing employment for about eight girls. The reports 
on the work of these girls, so far, have been reasonsbly 
satisfactory. 


Indian Avent “aite, in his report on the 
Portage le Prairie Avency, da ed April 30, states:- 


"One thousand nine hundred and ninety-six 
sold to the A. E. Mekenzie 

pany This sum has been 

credited fF Messrs. 
Brothers bo 

Plain Home Farm at 55 cents 4 bag, ne 
addition to this, sufficient potatoe 
furnish all the fndians of the Long Plain Reserve vith 
first class seed." 


Inspector fiamilton, in commenting upon this 
report, in 2 letter dated ‘ay 4, statest- 


"The sale of alfalfa seed, amounting to 
$436.°6, 1s a real achievement and a line of farminz very 
desirable at the present time. You will note also that 
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$530.00 was obtained for 909 sacks of potatoes. The price 
of Sh is low, but even at that the returns more than 
paid for the work, ané our lend is elean and in s00¢ shape 
as the result of the crop." 


Miss A. Eaton appears to be dotn: exceptionally 
good work, not only st the North Peruis School, vhere her 
Classroom wort appears to be very Setisfactory, but also 
on the reserve. A report for the pertoc of January to 
fm ped sent forward Inspector fmmilton, reads aa 

‘Ollows:- 


"It 13 with great pleasure I bevin this report, 
first noting what has been done in Spinnins, os in this 
craft resl progress has been made. Three women have bourht 
spinning wheels of their om, and two other women are 
getting then in the near future. 


"Mrs. John Maningway, as well as getting her 
husband to buy her a wheel, has also zot him to buy a sheep 
They are exceedingly proud of these possessions, «ond I am 
pe. Pleased ss the getting of then was done entirely off 
their om bat. I hope they are ‘ortunate in their venture 
as I am sure others will follow. Two of my families now 
have started in with sheep. 


"The spinning wheel tn sehool was put to 00d 
service being used practically every evening the last two 
weeks in January and the whole of February. Some vomen who 
pm nt spin are berinnin: to do something about it them- 
selves. 


CANADA 


"All the school chil‘ren this winter have hed 
good warm stockings and mitts made from wool Spun and 
knitted on the Feserve. 


"In home economics I have kept in mind the 
matter of cooking for economy and nutrition, tryin to »ean 
them from the extensive use of the frying pan and to 70 in 
more for soups and stews, 


"Gardening time iy at hand and I have every hope 
that the women vill se to the occasion. Th are becoming 
more conscious of the health walue of ve getables, and I 
know many of them are intending to put in lorger gardens. 


"“id-March we started a gardening project in 
school, putting in tomato seeds; our object bein: to cet 
early plents and so try to ret Tipe texatoes on the vines." 
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In his report for the month of April, Acting 
Indian Agent \c¥illan refers to the proposal to employ 
Japanese in the harvesti of sugar beets and the effect 
that this employment is 1 kely to have on the Indian popul- 
ation, Mr. “elillan states:- 


"ay I have the privileze of draving to the 
attention of the Department the fact that I am going to 
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lose a considerable amount of outside »ork for my 
unemployed Indians, owin: to the fact that an effort 
is being made by the Beet Grovers! Association to 
place about 500 Japanese families no» being moved into 
this district. s number of Japs #111 Sp ohm | 
take over all the beet contracts. This has always been 
a place where the Indians have been able to make enough 
to purchase their winter clothing and also brin« baci 
money to the reserve in the Fall. I am brinzin: this 
re forward at the present time for the reason that 
f the work in the beet fields is lost T will have 
heavier destitute expenditures next inter." 


Reports reaching the Department indicate 
that an unusually large number of Indian day school 
teachers will resign their positions at the end 
of the present academic year. [t is altorether likely 
that we shall experience the utmost difficulty in 
securing the number of teachers necessary to conduct 
our schools ¢urins the academic yesr 194°-45. Represent- 
atives of the United Church, with vhom we have (iscussed 
this matter, intimate that they, too, are experiencing 
difficulty in securing cualified teachers for the resi’en- 
tial schools. They inform us, also, that it 1s almost 
dmpossible to secure domestic help snd farm hanés for 
these institutions. 


Inspector Gordon Soange in his report on 
the Mount in Residential School, Muncey, Ontario, 
dated April and 30, states:- 


"In previous reports the vocation.l work at 
this school has been mentione¢. Only changes or vuariat- 
fons from the regular routine will be enumersted in 
this report. 


"The girls are doing considerable knitting, 
in addition to the regular work in sewing, cooking 4 
household management. 


"The dining room and kitchen have been 
brightened up with a new coat of paint. These rooms have 
a@ much more cheerful appearance now. The dormitories and 
sewing room are in good condition. Three new seving 
machines have recently been added. 


"ate has been discontinued for the duration 
3 


of the war. has led to the loss of one teacher. 


"Since Mr. seonents the vocational instructor, 
. 


left, Mr. Strapp, the Princip: has had to take the major 
po on of the sho; and general hand work. Under his 
efficient leadership, the boys have overhauled all the 
farm machinery, constructed a colc storaze bin, painted 
the dining room and kitchen and have made repairs to 
the woodwork about the buildings. This work has given the 
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boys practical training in »oodwork and in cement mixing. 


rr, Richardson - the farming instructor, and 
the boys look after the las, shrubs and flover beds. 


"In the matter of cultural tratning, consider- 
oes reertcee is made out of recular school hours by the 
orgonization of group gumes, under the leadership of 
eifferent members of the staff. Instruction in music ts 
under the ¢Lrection of Wiss Sibbald and Vises Morris and 
choir work 1s uncer the direction of Miss Smith. 


This institution gives these youns people a 
very desirable type of eduestion. “hile eco ¢@ pressure 
has led to a reeuction of the staff, the remainin: members 
have assumed the responsibility of carrying on and appear 
to be givine zood service, even though they are carrying 
heavy loads. 


"Some of the sugrestions respectins inéeivicual 
nee¢s of pupils and provision for promotion and sdvancement 
have been adopted. I+ 1s not ensy, hovever, to arply these 
surcestions in view of the larve classes. 


"Y have noticed in the Indian cay schools on 
this reserve severel new rimary reading books, particularly 
the basic reacers sole by ". J. Gage and Company. These are 
particularly -oo¢ for children having ¢cifficulty in learning 
to rend Fnxlish. A supply of them »ould be valuable in 
your primary room st the residential sehool." 


I might add that the Mount Elgin Institute is 
one of the oldest Indian residential schools and 1s operated 
by the United Church of Canada. It ts the only residential 
school operated by the United Church in the province of 
Ontario. It is exceedingly difficult, in vier of the aze 
of the buildinz, to keep it in » state of repair, but the 
present Principal, the Reverend 0. 8. Strap , who is himself 
@ very skilled mechanic, has succeeded to an extent that is 
worthy of cormendation. 
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The Onion Lake C. E. Indian Residential School, 
Lloydminster, Sask., has been for a number of years fortunate 
in having in charge of its classrooms two teachers both of 
whom were university graduates,- “iss Helen V. Parsons, ®.A. 
and Miss Margaret R. Armitaze, B.A. The last report received 
from Inspector A. fh. Brown, however, surgests that these 
teachers are no lonzer in charge. Instead, the teachers 
pnt ha are Miss Eleanor PD. Fiddler - no professional 
standing - and Miss Jessie %. Phoenix, vho, it youl’ appear 
had a first class Saskatchewan Interim whieh has now Lapsed. 
The report of the Inspector on the work of these two new 
teachers is interesting and significant. In his revort on 
Miss Ficdler, the Inspector states:- 


(RG 10, Volume 6033, File 150-61, part 1) 
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fan impossible situation is created by placinz 
45 Indian children in charge of an inexperienced, untrained 
teacher. Miss Fiddler does exceptionally ell, considering 
her deficiencies and the enrolment. Grade I consists of a high 
percentage of pupils who do not understand Fn lish. Tventy 
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uch pupils would be a maximum for a teacher skilled in 
teaching non-English pupils." 


The Inspector adds:- 


"iiss Phoenix, while willinz, is out of date 
in her methods. She follows rigid academic procedures. 
She has not developed a complete program as laid down in 
the Saskatchewan curriculum. I doubt whether she can 
make a successful adaptation to better methods and the 
recuirements of Indian vork." 


The instruction Gs at Indian residential 
schools has never been, in the judgment of many, wholly 
satisfactory, and reports such as these are very disturbing. 
To geese an untrained teacher in charge of a lar-e croup 

of Indian pupils, few of whom have even an elementary know- 
Ledge of the English language, is in judgment a sheer 
waste of public funds. Just what can done to remedy the 
condition, however, is a matter in respect to vhich I am not 
ina position at the moment to express en opinion. The acute 
shortage of teachers no. exlstinz, the over-crovdin: of 
Classrooms and the work at our residential schools, generally, 
will be fully discussed with representatives of the Churches, 
immediately following the conference at the office of the 
Deputy Minister on June 3. It is just possible, also, that 
Mr. Doucet, immediately following his extensive visit to 

the schools in Saskatchewan, will briny back a number of 
helpful suggestions.

"Our visit was all too short hut left us with 
a definite desire to repeat it." 


You may remember that Sisters vere employed 
for the first time at the be-innins of the present 
academic yer at the Christian Island R. C. Indian Day 
8ehoo!. Inspector J. ¥. Bennett, in his resort on this 
school, dated May &, 1942, states:- 


"Under the cirection of Sister "lack ard 
taught by Sister Daley, work in feonomics has been vell 
done. Samples of the work in soveee knitting, stitching, 
etc., reflect interesting ond valuable work. iprons, 
aitts, scurfs, etc., have been made. some instruction 
in cooking was also given to the older virls. This phase 
of school work 1s most valuable to these people. The 
pupils are also engaced in the remodel! ine of discarded 
military clothing. 


"The children siny well, with admirable 
expression. They showed their capabilities on a rance 
of pieces for me. Two of the older girls have heen 
instructed n playin: the pirno,. 


"I heard all the pupils read; saw their work- 
books and writing; gave some lessons in Spelling and 
arithmetic; ~~ their urt work; and conversed with 
them to learn ir ability in Enzlish, since they do 
not talk much Mnclish outside the sehool. They are 
progressing cuite well in all these studies. 


"Sister Black has -iven directions to adults 
in First Aid work. Social work for the sick is also 
being un‘ertaken."

"The inspire? «and sympathetie gridence of devoted 
teachers and onvortunities ecust to our ovn is all thet 
is needed to give it expression.” 


In a ctreular letter dated May 15, 1°47, residen- 
tial school principals and Indian agents were «sked to 
establish 2 "follow-up" system durin: the ensuing five 
year pertod and were supplied with printed forms for this 
purpose. 


You will be intereste’ to learn that the first 
of these returns have reached us from Indian Acent Paunt, 


New Yestminster Maenet B.C. The returns give the history 


of seven pupils, fourof whom attended the St. Yary's 

Mission Indian Residential Sehool, and three, the Cocualeetza 
Residential School. The reports on the whole sre somevhat 
encouraging. They cover the progress of the pupil year by 
year and give detalls of the ork in which he Ll enzaced.

About 150 have been disposed of during the last 1? months.” 


Inspector Schmidt, at the time of his visit to 

Ottawa, discussed with us vays and means whereby the Indians 
might encouraged to dispose of their surplus horses. He 
romised at that time that he would undertake a thorough 

vestigation and send forward a report ir due course. This 
report has not reached the Department, but I note in agents! 
reports from time to time references fo the problem created 
on the reserves by these surplus horses. The Indian Agent 
for the Peigan Agency, in his last report, states:- 


"The horse situation on this reserve is cuite 
a problem. Some of the older Indians seem to place the 
game value on horses as they did 30 and 40 years ago. I 
have talked with one or two of the owners of some of the 
large Emnengs gunning, on the north side of the river and 
then got all the Indians together for a fireside chat. 
The result is that ie Ry asked me to get some buyers.

Dr. Moore informed me a few weeks azo that the 
Quaker Oats Company were anxious to secure horses for horse 
meat for the preparation of a biscuit manufactured by 
them.

In this comection 
at 1s yr RA to note thet the seriousness of noxtous 
weed infestatton on Indian reserves in the Prairie Provinces 
was brought to the attention of the Minister 10 years ago 
by Dr. Tory, who vas at that time chairman of the National 
Resenreh Couneii. Dr. Tory was of the opinion at that tine 
that noxious weeds vere not only a menace on Indian reserve 
lands but a menace to the adjoining lands cultivated by 
white farmers. I am disposed to think that the menace is 
immeasurably more acute at this time than it was 10 years 
ago. The excessive rains of this yous have, of course 
brought the aatter nore coommreny our attention. In 
on to this, senee Groups of Indians have abandoned 
their farming operations to work outside the reserves. 
Indian Agent Young, Griswold Agency, in his report for

Their wives and o der 
children are also assisting". 


Indian Agent Ostrander, Battleford giceey, 
refers also to the tendency on the rt of Indians 
abandon their work on the reserves in favour of outside 
employment. fe states:- 


"The demand for the Indians to zo out of the 
reserves to work in the harvest fields has become so 
great that we will have trouble getting our crops har- 
vested. Harvest labour seans imzediate returns in 
while, if po My Ry farns for their own harvest, 
they know thet their first seles of grain will not be 

cient to pay the immediate cost of harvest operat- 
fons, threshing, twine, etc. This makes the offers of 
work outside the reserves particularly attractive. The 
Indians are soing ous = men, women and children.

I am submittin: herewith a report of the 
activities of the Yelfare and Training Service for 
the month ended October 51, 1942. 


In ay report of last month I intimated that we 
were experiencing difficulty in securing the teachers neces- 
sary to operate our Indian ey schools. fNowever, it is 
gratify to report that during the month we succeeded tn 
securing 18 additional teachers, with the result that all 
our schools with the exception of 1° are open and in oper- 
ation at this date. 


I have referred in one or two of my recent reports 
to the improvement and beautification of certain school 
grounds, particularly on the Six Nations Reserve. I had an 
seeeres y last week of bbe ees | these schools and I feel 
that ghly o 


I cannot speak too hi: the work accomplished by 
the teachers, uncer the direction of “Major Randle, The Mo. 11 
School on the Six Nations Reserve won third prize in the 
rovincial etition. Another school on this reserve was 
he Ref school, white or Indian, in the province of Ontario 
to cultivate a forestry plot during the last year. When f 
visited the Extension Branch of the Provincial Department of 
I was interested to learn from the officials 
had taken photos of our schools on the Six 
and that it was their intention to use these 
in lantern lectures, with the object of stimulating interest 
in the seeereere* of school grounds throughout the province. 
One official told me that a number of these lectures had 
already been delivered and that the audiences were amazed at 
the provress that had been mace by the Indian schools. 


A somewhat sinilar a hae to the one that has 
been so successful on the Six Nations Reserve has been started 
po A ees. Indian Agent Moore in his last monthly report 
8 it~ 
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"A competition was held this year for the improve- 
mont of the grounds at the four day schools on the reserve 
and in May, last, an inspection was matie of the schools, rith 
the result that they were given the following standing:- 


First - Eastern; Second - Mission; 
Third - Central; Fourth - Yestern. 


In the early =e » trees were procured from the Ontario 
Forestry Branc! shrubs from a nursery. These trees were 
anted in accordance with the landscape plans provided by 
ire Charles Buchanan, district agricultural representative. 
Annual plants and flowers were also supplied and planted by 

the teachers and pupils of the schools. 


"On October - 
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"On October 14 Mr. Buchanan inspected these 
school grounds and awarded prizes for the schools showing 
the greatest rovement since his earlier inspection 
in May. The following prizes were awarded:- 


First - Central Day School - 45,00 
Second - Eastern « 3.90 
Third - Western ° 2.00 


These prises were the result of local contributions and 
have been a great incentive in making this competition a 
success. Mr. Buchanan states that he finds a greater 
improvement for the year at the reserve schools than he 
has found in all the schools in the counties of Lennox and 
Addington, which form part of his district. Garden tools, 
lawn mowers, etc., have been bh coe a the reserve schools 
and next spring we hope to continue this improvement." 


It would be a mistake, of course, to conclude 
from these observations that our Indian day schools throuzh- 
out the Dominion are in a good state of repair or that 
Indian day school grounds, generally, are attractive. The 
programs carried out on these two reserves simply represent 
a@ start in a program which we hope to gradually extend on 
other reserves throughout the provinces. "e seem to exper- 
fence the utmost difficulty in securing a 7ood quality of 
paint. For example, the new school on the Oneida reserve, 
at Muncey, Ont., which was built about three years ago, is 
at present Nyt pete in need of paint. I examined this 
school very closely end convinced myself that the paint 
used must have been of a Mi | inferior quality. The siding 
of the school agegeate that it receive’ only one coat. If 
am personally of the opinion that to use an inferior quality 
of paint on our schools is a sheer waste of money. On the 
other hand, I discussed this matter with Major Randle, and 
he does not are to experience much difficulty in secur- 
ing a 00d quality of paint for his schools at Brantford. 


IT had an opportunity, during my visit to Brant- 
ford and Muncey, to meet practically all the teachers in 
charge of our schools and to discuss educational problems 
with them. I was very favourably impressed with the interest 
these teachers are taking in their work and in the problems 
peculiur to the districts in which t are serving. A

@ somewhat impersonal one. Accomplishments such as these - 
and I might quote hundreds of others - are seldom, if ever, 
brought to our attention, with the result that the teachers 
seldom, if ever, receive expressions of appreciation from 
our officials. The time of the average Indian agent is 
altogether too fully occupied for him even to notice such 
matters. They are part of the ordinary daily routine and 
in the course of time become somewhat commonplace. I learned 
that a number of our teachers were sufficiently interested 
in Indian work to remain in our service although they had 

received he oo offers from white schools in adjoining 
districts. re teachers do 1 ate our schools from time to 
time, they are influenced — the thought of qualifying 


later for the provincial s wabestien payments. 

failure of our Branch to Y provision for superannuation 
peyments to our teachers appears to be a source of worry to 
@ great many of our teachers who have spent a number of years 
in our schools. In this connection Inspector Moir, of 
Saskatchewan, in his report dated October 1, states:~- 


*"Your schools suffer severely from constantly 
changing teachers. There seems to be no way at present by 
which Indian day or residential school teachers can take 
adva ntage of the superannuation plan in the province.*

In the saeantime, it is gratifying to learn, from a report 
qeeseces by Inspector Schmidt, that a nunber of Indians 
in the Edmonton agency have made a start in the poultry 
industry. In his report dated October 14, 1942, Inspector 
Schmidt states:- 


"A large nunber of the Indians on Alexander's 
Reserve have chickens, turkeys and geese. <A number of 
these Indians also have hogs and are making a ood deal 
of money from the sale of pork. On Enoch's Reserve the 
majority of the Indians have chickens and turkeys and 4 
smaller number have hogs. Most of these Indians milk cows 
ae butter for their own use and for sale to other 

ans." 


With an acute shortace of labour existing in the

In my report to you on my visit to the Caradoc 
Reserve, I referred to the bo pee 4 of a project 
aimed at the production of willow on the reserve. It is 
encouraging to note, from a letter received from Indien 
Agent Down, dated November 20, that this project is now 
under way. The Indian Agent in his letter states:- 


“You will, I_am sure, since your recent visit 
and discussions re the planting of willow be interested to 
learn of the progress made to date. Not much time was lost 
im reaching a final decision in re t to suitable land 
and Tf imnediately requested Mr. Ryc to prepere the land 
selected for planting.

In 
a letter deted September 2 I asked Dr. Barclay to report 
from tine to tise on the number of these girls who in 
his judgment had made sood. His first report, dated 
November 19, statess- 


"The above-mentioned maid, (Eleanor Moon) 
is leaving shortly because of the illness of an aunt with 
whos, I believe, she hes made her home. This girl cane 
from Alert Bay, in Nr. Todd's sgeneys and attended the 
Alert Sey Day School and St. vie 8 Residentiel School. 
She cowpleted Grade 6 in the letter institution. She came 
to us on the recorzendation of the Principal of St. 
Michael's, Ur. Anfield. 


"Eleanor’s behavior here has been exemplary. 
She seens to have qeee Common sense, has proven very satis- 
factory sith hespitel routine snd latterly hae been in 
charge of the preventoriuz chiléren es night attendant. 
We are sorry to lose her but hope she fg A in a position 
te return to our staff later on. From t to time the 
names of other deserving girls will be drawn to the 
attention of the Department." 


I have referred fron time to time to the 
domestic science classes at the Maliseet Seserve, in the 
New Brunswick Northern Agency. Indian Agent Whalen, in 
@ letter dated November 10, refers to a visit made ty 
him with two of his teachers to the Maliseet School, The 
Agent states: 


"On October Plst I took Sister Dolorosa and 
Sister Batlians, teacher and field ustron on the "Yoodstock 
Reserve, to visit the school end domestic science room at 
the Yallseet Reserve, near Perth.

The duties devolving upon 
the teacher of an Indian day school are too numerous and 
varied to be undertaken by one person unassisted. Under 
the able ement of the Sisters in charge here, the 
pupils are not only provided with a wholesome noon lunch 
each day but they are learning, as well, many useful things 
in the field of domestic economy. The general tone of the 
classroom as well as the improved appearance of the children 
provides abundant evidence of the efficiency of the present 
management." 


I might add that Sister Cecilia, who is in charge 
of this school, has a Saskatchewan First brass Professional 
Certificate and has had 112 years! teaching experience. 


A particularly geet report has been received on 
the work ac lis in the senior room of the Onion Lake 
Residential School (R. C.).

It is the most concrete and 
poastieal’ chart of this sort of information I have ever 
seen. 


"The nutritional condition of the Indians of 
Maria, PeGe, 19 now at a hicher BS than at any time 
since I have had anything to do with them. In a great 
measure this can be explained by "the fact that most of 
the Suegiiee have men in the Armed Forces on account of 
whom the families receive an allowance. This provides 
gore so than ever came into their homes before. The 
wisdom with which some of this money is spent is faulty, 
but on the whole their buying power is greater and they 
have more food to eat. «..eseee The soil on the reserve 
seems to be @ poor sort and such as it is, is impoverished. 
There would be sufficient pasture for the summer months 
nee some cows but they @ not raise enough winter fred 
or thes.” 


A very wide distribution of this letter and chart 
has been made, It has already been sent out to Fines tonbs oad 
Indian agents, medical health officers, fous ructors, 
nurses, and to the principals of Indian day residential 
schools. Copies have been sent also to representatives of 
the churches for their information. The only unfavourable 
reaction to this letter and chart has come from Mr. Christisn- 

Mr. Christianson, with a great ao years of service 
rtaent, seems to reoelt very bitterly any advice 
tion from this Branch.

Reports reach: this Branch from time to time 
indicate that the Oak fees and Oak Lake Community Farnas

This success cannot 
be attributed wholly to the fertility of the soil or to 
favourable climatic conditions. I am disposed to think that 
the success is due to a large extent to careful management 
on the part of the Indian agent. Both these farms have now 
r obligations to the Revolving Fund in full and both 
date a substantial surplus. This surplus will 
to continue this year's operations without assist- 
artment. The Indian Agent, in his report 


*Our Oak River and Oak Lake Community Farms have 
been very successful during the past few Bgl particularly 
this BY season. This year ve grew £5,210 bushels of grain 
and bushels of potatoes. ‘“e have been able to dispose 
of most of our barley, which graced malting, realizing 60 cents 
per bushel, net. “e fave also disposed of half our wheat 
and at present we sre feedin: crus ed wheat and oats to 46 head 
of community farm cattle, tro department bulls, 6 horses, «nd 
60 head of Indian cattle which would otherwise starve if we 
Sie « bs them in and feed them. This gets rid of consicer-

"we plan to summer-fallow more land this year and 
grow more coarse grains and flax. 


®I am not in favor'of raising pigs here. My 
labourer runs the tractor part time and operates the threshing 
machine all fall. It would be necessary to hire Indian labour 
to feed and care for the pigs and as Indian labour is in such 
demand I doubt if we could depend on hiring one capable of 


this work. In fact, I am not sure that I will be able to 
engage Indian labour to operate the tractors on our community

A number of reports received recently from public 
school inspectors and from one or two of our own inspectors 
deal with conditions that are far from satisfactory at a 
number of our [néian residential schools. ‘ith a substantial 
increase in the cost of living in recent years, coupled with 
the difficulty ofyceecneee by the church authorities in secur- 
ing certain supplies such as woollen garments, etc., it is 
peveege too much to ect satisfactory reports from these 

natitutions,. Conditions at one or two of the schools 
have a tendency to contribute to rete Inspector Coloman, 
who made a special inspection of the Alberni School, to 
oe the cause of truancy, in his report dated March 4,

"Lack of frazeziy g*ebeties teachers is no 
doubt the fundamental cause of the low standard in the 
academic work at St. George's. It vill be noted that 
Inspector McArthur found the teaching in three of the four 
divisions unsatisfactory and in one of the four divisions, 
wholly worthless. This, to say the least, is a disturbing 
state of affairs, but when one examines the qualifications 
of the present teachinz staff, it is what might well be 
qagediede It 1s evident that there has been a gradual 
deterioration in the academic work at St. George's since 
the resignation of Mr. Norman Stewart, which occurred shortly 
after Mr. Hives took over, It will be recalled that 
Inspector Ba: reported quite favourazly on this school 
in tember, 1941, The four teachers on the staff at that 
time were fully qualified snd all but one had cons-derante 
teaching experience. 


"The question of salary has probably contributed 
to the beh hd ae of getting certificated teachers but in 


opinion not the extent suggested b Mr. ¥cArthur. 

re has been, and continues to be, a scarcity of teachers, 
but agers frog this and the question of Salary, I am afraid 
that there continues to be a tence: on the part of some 
of our principals to feel that qualified ieachers are not 
essential for work in Indian schools.® 


Inspector McArthur himself, in commenting upon 
the rork of the teachers at this school, states: 


"I found 1t impossible to rate three of the 
teachers on some of the sesate listed, largely because they 
are not teachers at all in the ordinary sense of the word. 


For pod rod they do not know what preparation bande Be despite 


the fact that they are conscientious. At the Present time 
this condition is not by any means confined to Indien schoo.s,' 


A So *eastine report on the prerelepee of tuber- 
julosis amongst the Indian pupils enrolled at the Morley 
fond tea Chureh) Residential School nas been sent forward by 

ector Schmidt, In this regort Dr. Baker, of the 
Central Alberta Sanatorium, states: 


"Nine pupils have become positive reactors to 
the tuberculin test since November, 1941", 


Dr. Baker in his repo.'t continves: 


* I wish to point out that these children were 
not only X-rayed but given a phveieet examination by a 
member of our staff on March 9. There seems to have been 
@ most unfortunate serious outbreak of tuberculosis in 
connection with this school and hospitel, and I think your 
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Begertnent should take steps to have another survey made 
before long".

Agents in their sonthly reports indicate that 
this spring has been the most backward 
at any time in recent rs. Indian Azen' 
his report dated May 12, on the Blackfoot Agency, states:- 


"Very little spring work has been done o: 
the farms. Some cultivating was started, a tre weed crop 


@ success and 
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was so slow that this was held up. Seed grain has been 
distributed, cleaned and treated, and machinery has been 
put in rss good shape to rush in the crop. It is now 
he 12th of May and there is not 10% of the crop seeded. 
This is the latest season in our experience and it is 
—t that nothing will hold up the spring work longer 
that there will be a zood rapid growing season", 


The backwardness of the spring is likely to 
result in a substantial increased oat and barley acreaze 
and @ corre fing reduction in the wheat acreaze. In 
view of the existing wheat gerpive, however, this ay re- 
sult in better balanced agricultural operations and lead 
to greater dependence on mixed farming and stock raising. 


The response on the part of agents end 
school principals to our circular letter on gardening 
continues to be encouracing. Indian Agent Ostrander, in 
his report on the Battleford Agency, dated vay 5, states:- 


*The ene effort put forward towards 
gardening, hog-raising, the production of milk, ezzs and 
poultry is already bearing fruit. ‘any Indians have heen 
able to buy a few chickens and have already made srran-e- 
ments to increase their Gereceans efforts for the year. 
With authority from the Department, 30 breeding sows have 
been purchased and there were also a few sows purchased by 
Indians with their own funds, I think that in all there 
will be about 50 litters of youns pigs this spring, which 
should make a substantial difference to the pork production 
of the country eas well as a considerable revenue to the 
Indians. There is a large quantity of feed grain available 
on the reserves where these sows are located and little 
doubt exists that the effort will prove successful." 


Indian Agent Daunt, in his report on the New

I am submitting herewith a report of the 
activities of the Yelfare and Training Service for the 
month ended June 30, 1943. 


WELPARE: 

I am now in receipt of the final financial state- 
ment showing welfare and relief expenditures, by provinces, 
for the fiscal year 1942-42. This stetement indicates a 
net decrease in expenditures amounting to $59,579.25 when 
Compared with expenditures for the preceding fiscal year. 
Decreases appear to have taken place in all the provinces 
with the exception of Prince Edward Island, which shows a 
net 1 amounting to 08, and British Columbia, 
with an increase of $1,619.76. 


A particularly qzetttyios feature of this state- 
ment is the net decrease relief expenditures in the 
rovince of Nova Scotia and in New Brunswick. The decrease 
n Nova Scotia amounts to 13,020.23, This net reduction 
in dture has taken place despite unusual expenditures 
made for the purchase of trucks, sawmills and a limited 
acreage of land at the Shubenacadie and Eskasoni Reserves. 
The salary of Mr. Robb, Construction Foreman, and the wages 
of @ group of men engaged in the construction of Indian 
homes has also been charged to the Yelfare Appropriation. 


Relief enditures remain high in the northern 
ands, Abitibi, Zonet Bay, Sioux Lookout, 
House, The Pas, Battlefo: Athabaska, and

"Essentially the Indians are a rural le and 
services in their behalf have had to be aimed at their 
economic rehabilitation, sareety through various forms of 
agriculture, forestry, lives and other uses of natural 
resources, Studies conducted during the past four years 
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of graduates of Indian schools show unnistakably that 

the majority of Indian people, upon completion 

of their schooling, eit remained at home permanently 

or returned there within a short time after zraduation. 
Even the me people who had been trained in vocational 
and indus pursuits as a rule did not pursue their 
trades, but found thetr back to their communities, 
The depression and the continuing unemployment in skilled 
trades and other forms of @ work made it extremely 
@iffiecvlt for young Indiens secure employment in cities. 
Hence, it became the policy of the Indian Service to make 
available to Indians every possible opportunity to secure 
@ livelihood throuzh the use of reservation resources. 


"This policy found expression in a program 
characterized land sequisition and consolidation; exten- 
sion of credit facilities; conservation of soil and moisture; 
education of Indian youth in the intellicent use and conser- 
vation of their resources, and by other activities desicned 
to conserve, enlarge and properly to use the natural re- 
sources of the Indians. 


"These efforts toward economic adiustment of the 
Indians on the land and the conservation of their resources 
are now being supplemented with programs to aid the Indians 
in taking their part in the defense procram." 


I have referred on more than one occasion in 
these reports to the urzgent need of repairs at certain 
Indian day and residential schools. In recent weeks I have 
had an opportunity to review reports dealing with the con- 
dition of egeney offices, the homes of Indian agents ond 
agency buildings in general. These reports heve convinced 
me that the funds available for the big and upkeep of 
these buildings during the last 10 or 15 years have been 
wholly inadequate, to keep the buildinis in good condition. 
Mr. Christianson, in a lengthy report on the Touchwood 
sgoneys dated June 10, 1943, under the heading "Government 
Buildings", statess- 
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"As you ore aware, no exterior painting has been 
done at this sgeney for years. The sidinzs on the build- 
ng

ings are becomi cose and need renailing. lhe furnaces 
are giving out and a great deal of expenditure will have 
to be made to put the buildings in shape.

Therefore, you 
will see it will take a lot of money to put things in 
shape. On the outside the buildincs appear to be alright 
but they are in poor shape when examined from close rane."

Speaking of his family at home, he says: 


"I am here so that they and their children may go 
on living in a world that is rea'ly worth living in. If 
have often heard the phrase 'A country worth living in is 
worth fighting for’, and I quite avree vith it. I am happy 
and 4 to able to say that the graduates of good old 
St. Paul's have contributed so auch toward the realization 
of a final Allied victory*,. 


Recent audit reports received from the Treasury 
office indicate a rather disturbing increase in the cost 
of euoresine residential schools, These increased costs 
would appear t> be due to a reduction in the avera-e attend- 
ance at @ number of our schools and the incressed salaries 
, nn to teachers, coupled with the higher wages paid to 
arm help. Mr. E. He Berthe, in his last report on the 
Mount Elgin Institute, dated May 26, 1943, states:-

"The cost per pupil per year shows an increase 
of $34.19 over the previous year. This increase is due to 
the reduction in the average attendance from 141.15 in 
1941-42 to 127.76 in 1942-43, 


Mr. Berthe adds: - "Although there were no extra- 
ordinary purchases at this school during the year, the 
financial condition is worse than one year ago. jccording 
to the nner uo he cannot see any improvement in sight, 


as the gene: cost of operation appears to be steadily 
reasing®. 
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Mre We Re Butehart, in his report on the Sacred 
Heart (ReCe) Residential School, Peigan Agency, dated 
May 7, 1943, states: 


"The cost of operation per day was up by $4.35. 
The cost of operation per H il per year was quite high 
at $924.30 - an increase of $28.66, This increase be 
traced to the increased farm costs. The cost of clot ng 
at $7.41 18 very low and is down by 28.86. [he cost of 
food at $31.57 per pupil per year is up 6l¢.® 


The per capita grant allowed at this school 
is $165.00. 


The het Mr. Butehart, in his report on 
the Blood (R.C.) Residential School, dated Yay 25, states: 


j "The cost of operation per day is $12.21 
and the cost of operation of £205.28 4 if pe a

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© to be well dressed. The low food costs are due to the 
fact that all meat, vegetables, milk, butter and eggs 
are produced on the fara." 


The per capita grant allowed at this school 
is 2165.00. 


You may remember that, immediately following the 
retirement of Inspector Barry, provision was made for the 
dnspection of our Indian day and residential schools in 
British Columbia by public school inspectors, under the 
direction of the Provincial Department of Education. 
Reports of these inspectors have been reaching the Depart- 
ment from time to time during the last © or 7 months. 
While a fer of the severe submitted by these inspectors 
have been somewhat critical of certain teachers who lack 

rofessional standing and of others too old to adopt new 
eaching methods, the reports on the whole have been satis- 
factory and somewhat encouraging. 


I oatp ed T. F. Robson, in his report on the 
Lejac (Rec. esidential School, Stuart Lake Avency, states:- 


"The program of vocational work provided at 
this school 1s comprehensive and varied. Provision is made 
for differences in age, sex pivstevs and talent. Training 
tasks are rotated so that ent dren obtain variety of exper- 
cone in home activities, the school farm, gardens and work- 
shops. 


Mey were observed actively employed in the csre 
and feeding of farm bt poe wood and metal weet shoe repair- 


ing, gerdent slaughtering and preparation of animals for 
food consumpt: on, a various aspects of repair work and 


maintenance. 


*A hot-house has recently been qeuetress 
im 
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Girls are well trained in homemaking activities 
and develop responsibility in house-work - care, preparat- 
fon and service of food, Sqyus tere service, laundry, bake- 
shop and geese practice. They e an active part {na butter 
and cheese ma! ant and in the cleaning and grad 
Training in needlework is exceptionally good; m 
wetie clothing is made and maintained the girls; the 
art needlework is excellent and the knitt ng» noteworthy. 
Spinning is practised and the rovision of hand-looms vould 
be a warthwhile addition to this phase of pupil training. 


*With respect to general conditions, I may state 
this institution is effectively supervised and economically 
and efficiently administered. Offices, stores and warehouses 
were inspected and found to be in good order. Careful 
yaeugeas and direction is reflected in an orderly work 
routine. . 
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The farm is a notable feature. Pover uachines 
and horses are both used in soil cultivation. A dairy 
herd of Holsteins, a beef herd of Shorthorns, Sheep, Srine, 
and poultry bear evidence of good husbandry and provide 
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valuable training. Numerous field crops are grown. 


"The children are particularly well dressed 
Clean and 5! and appear to be happy and healthy. the 
staff take a keen personal interest in their welfare 
and i Be opinion, these children are most fortunate in 
their ronment. Ihe uniform dress of both boys and 
girls is both attractive and economical. Clothing of a 
practical character is worn for outdoor activities. 


"Constant upkeep by repairs and paintwork, apart 
from sound economy, enhances the attraction of this 
institution". 


In view of the fact that a certain proportion 
of our time is spent in dealing with delinquent Indian 
girls and wayward Indian boys, it is gratifys to be 
able to report the case of an Indian girl w s making 
a real success of her work, Miss Christine Wakegijig, 
teacher at the Buzweh Indian School, Manitoulin 
Island yo ye Miss Wakegijig has been in oc! e@ of this 
school for the last 5 years. che has a first oless Ontario 
certificate and has completed Part I of a special elementary 
course in H me Economics. She is a graduate of the Spanish 
ReC. Residential School and of the North Bay Normal School. 
Inspector %. J. Greening, in his report dated May §, states:- 


"The privilece of visiting this school is a 
enuine treat to an inspector. There is no other school 
n this whole inspectorate in which more efficient work is 

being done. As I remarked last cea, hte is a splendid 


little school with an equally splendid little teacher, an 
Indian maiden of whom the Department may be justly proud. 
I sare met few teachers her superior and all too few her

Two years ago the Christian Island R.C. Day 

School was taken over by Sister Agnes Black, 5.0.5., 
Bault Ste. Marie. Sister Black, who has visited the De- 

rtment since taking charge of this school, on two occas~ 
ons, appears to be doing particularly good work at her 
school, She is a teacher with a Quebec bi pet nd Certif- 
deate and has had 14 years! teaching experience. Inspector 
Bennett, in his report dated May 28, states;- 


"I examined all pupils in reading, spelling, 
arithmetic, writing and language. I found their progress 
and te good. In fact, this teacher has 
prod real The rots are interested in 
Community singing and sanz five school songs for me. Two 

ils played the Real results in sewing and 

tting are in dence. I viewed quite a few articles 
made by these pupils,- toques, mitts, parkas, pillow slips, 
knitting bazs, neatly done, and other sewing. 


"The health of the children is the concern of 
the teacher as well. Individual cups and tooth brushes 
are neat and clean at the rear of the school, provision 
being made for cleanliness of hands and face. The equip- 
ment at this school is in good order. The classroom is 
most attractive and neatly ‘dressed’ with children's work 
and suitable pictures for Seaguege purposes. ‘When one 
compares the appearance of this room with other similar 
schoolrooms, one is impressed with this school",

"Mr. Lovell had arranged for suitable homes at 
oe Bete and The Pas, where our meetings were hel¢d. A woman 
interpreter and leader had been chosen at each place. ‘ering 
machines were also availuble at these homes. Announcements 


of atherings Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday at Big Ed 
and Thureday and F; "at The m4 nd 


‘rid as had been mace at the 
Churches on the preced Sunday. Mr. Lovell's hearty co- 
operation, in fact, went a long way towards making ay meet- 
ings a success. 


"attendance at Big Eddy was very zood and a 
tremendous amount of work was done by the women there, Thirty 
women and older girls attended the meetings and °° articles 
were completed. 


"The Indian women were told the purpose of the 
women's clubs and shown some garments that had been made Ww 
the Fisher River club. ot of the women stayed to do their 

Mo@illivary's home, They ripped out the 
garments and sewed t right there. A few who had 
Small ehildren at home took work with them and returned for 
more as each garment was coapleted. 


"at The Pas meeting fever women attended because 
many of the women are working ‘n the potato fields at 
eet Those who did attend were the younger women. Their 

uterest will draw others, I am sure. TIvelve women, however, 
et ed five articles were finished in the two days 
spent with them." 


A number of ensowreaing feperts on the condition 
of Victory Gardens have reac the Branch during the month. 
Indian Agent Rice, of Shubenacadie, in his last report, states: 


"Although we were late getting the crops in, I 
believe the yield should be a gese one, The great amount of 
moisture and a few really hot days made the grovth almost 
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mushroom-lixe over night. All told we put in about five 
acres of potatoes, one of turnips and one of smaller 
vegetabless—- ohiefly carrots, parsnips, beets, beans and 
peas. It was necessary to send a tractor around to help 
some of the families on the reserve, as the local farmers 
were too bu strvagiiee with the weather to bother much 
with the Indians. [his privilege was kept to a minimus 
joyed chiefly by the old folks, In addition 
y effort, practically all of the Indians 
sre have very ood and fairly larce family 
ardens. Due to he widespread shortage of commercial 
ertiliser, most of the Indians were caught flat-footed. 
Fortunately, I knew a farmer who had purchased more than 
he needed and the Indians were able to buy almost a ton. 
zarden T bought 18 truckloads of stable 
manure. th a sprinkling of the more refined variety, 
should give the garden the little extra boost that 1s needed. 


"On the 7th instant we moved a family into the 
last of the six houses constructed last autumn. All the 
occupants of the new Yetseiage have large gardens, One house 
in particular was built right in the aiddle of a large growth 
of alders, After working hours and during idle days this 
Indian has cleared, stumped, plouched and seeded a plot which 
$0 Eee large enouzh to supply him with his winter vege- 

OS 
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Indian Agent ®. He Moore, in his report on the 
Cowichan Agency, dated July 1, states:- 


*The crops and gardens in this agency are looking 
exceptionally good. Vegetable gardens on the various reserves 
are more numerous and better cared for than I have ever seen 
them before. This helps to prove my theory abovt the Indians 
and vegetable gardens, which ia that necessity and inability 
to buy what they need will make them grow more,"

Indian Agent Town, Muncey, Ont., sent forward with 
a letter, dated og Ba a number of snapshots shoving the 
progress that has been made in the cultivation of a community 
oetere patch, Commenting upon these snapshots, the Avent 
statest- 


®I enclose snaps of the cutting and preparing of 
seed potatoes for our 1 Preteen saves acre planting. This 
was quite an undertaking, with the scarcity of seed and 
without proper machinery. Although weather conditions were 
bed, we preserved anc today we are the proud possessors of 
what promises to be a profitable venture, not so much from 
a financial standpoint but from the standpoint of supplying 
our Indian people with one of their staple foods." 


"I am also enclosing snaps of a make-over storage 
building whieh is being constructed to facilitate the storace 
of discarded military clothing. ‘when this building is 
finished it will give us approximately 1000 square feet of 
floor storage space at an pproximate cost of $600.00." 


On July 9, accompanied Mr. Morris, I visited 
the Golden Lake Indian Reserve. s was the first oppor- 
tunity I had of visiting this reserve in several years. If 
I remember soynees ts my last visit was early in July, 1937. 
At that time the entire population of this reserve were in 
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receipt of relief or departmental assistance of some kind, 


You are aware that Yr. Yorris has taken a 

personal interest in this reserve during the last two years, 
with the result that there has been an astonishing improve- 
ment in general conditions. The Indians, who at the time of 
my last visit were cynical and very oritical of the Depart- 
ment, appeared to have developed a co-operative spirit and 
are atsp sd pm an anxiousne s to work with the Agent that is 

really amazing. I saw & community patch of potatoes on this 
aay tay & of spp Toximately three acres, that appeared to me to 
ve the fest a ten of potatoes I ag seen anywhere in the 
district. s patch of gotescore the way, had been sprayed 
the preceding day by the members of the voment s clubs. 


Fifty-five young pics have been distributed anongst 

Indian families on this reserve, on the understanding that 
in each case the Indian vill raise one pig for the 5ranch and 

one for himself, In the fal, the pigs owned by the Branch 
wil be py gre te and salted down and thus wade available 
for the old and physically incapacitated sen and who 
are rdinorily in pe of relicf allowances. A Yorkshire 
boar has also been pure fron the Sxperimental Farm, for 
$10.00. This animal is now at the reserve and will in a short 
time be ready for breeding purposes. 


During wy inspection of the reserve [ visited the 
home of an Indian Angus Vincent. This man had a brood sow 
that farrowed on July 9, the day of my visit; it had a litter 
of 2 pigse Although vincent is a man in his middle seventies, 
he informed me that this was the first time that he had ever 
pA &@ brood sow and the first time that he had ever attompted 
to raise pigs.

The goat herd at this goeeete is in excellent con- 
dition. There are approximately 50 goats in the herd, At 
the time of visit, arrangements were bet one by the ee.

results are due almost wholly to the personal interest taken

work accomplished by the members of the women's clu 9, under 
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the leadership of ‘rs. Lavallee. 


I came away with the impression that, despite 
the progress made, these Indians will require a great deal 
of careful supervision for a number of years. Our exper- 
tence at this agency, however, would indicate that even the 
most backward groups of Indians can be made comparativel 
self-supporting with little cost to the artment, provided 
we have on the reserve itself the leadership necessary to 
give intelligent direction to a worthwhile rehabilitation 
program. 


TRALNING 


An unusually larze number of Indian day school 
teachers resigned at the close of the academic year - 
June 30, and it is just possible that an additional number 
will resign from our service prior to the opent of the 
schools on tember 1, At this date there are 22 schools 
for which we have not yet succeeded in securing teachers.

"Our Commission has explored every possibility 
of effecting the transfer of our residential school work 
from Careross to Dawson. ‘e have been in continual corres- 

ence with Bishop Geddes and the Principal of the School, 
ut the many difficulties and uncertainties surrounding the 
question seen to make the transfer inaivisable. The matter 
was thoroughly reviewed at the July meeting of our Conmis- 
sion, and view of the lateness of the date now reached 
it was felt that a definite decision must be arrived at. 
The following resolution was eventually adopted: - ‘That 
in the face of the impossibility of carrying on a school 
effectively at Carcross under existing conditions and in 
view of the sany uncertainties connec with the suggested 
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removal to Dawson, we sre regretfully compelled to 
recommend that the school be close¢ temporarily. Pending 
_the construction of e new building et Carcross or sone 
other point, we urge the establis' t ofa day sehool 
to provide for some of the children concerned.?® 


Dre Alderwood continues:- ""e deeply recret 
that we are forced to recomnend the cessation of the rork 
ef the Chooutla School even for a time, as its reputation 
in the Yukon for valuable service over a long period of 
7 is something we treasure. ‘e are also convinced of 

he need of such an institution and it 1s our hope that 
arrangements may be made for a number of the children to 
be provided for at one or more day schools." 


It ‘s our intention, this year, to make a 
wider distribution of the biscuits specially prepared for 
use at Indian day schools, The distribution this year will 
inelude practically all the Indian day schools in northern 
Manitoba, northern Saskatchewan and northern Ontario, It 
is our hope that, in addition to the value of these biscuits 
from a nutritional standpoint, their distribution will tend 
to encourage nore ular attendance at our schools, Laci 
of attendance at Indian day schools still remains one of 
the most perplexing problems in the Training Division.

Mr. Greer informed me during the course of our 
interview that he has been approached from time to time by 
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teachers employed at Indian day and residential schools, 
11 of whom were anxious to cet his advice and assistance 
in securing recognition fron the jartment for super- 
ennuation allowances. Mr. Greer pointed out that prac- 
tically all the public and separate school teachers of 
the nion now qualify for superannuation at a certain 
age or at any tine = their teaching career, if 
suffering from physical disability. He personally found 
it difficult to convince himself that we could secure and 
retain in our service fully qualified and conscientious 
teachers unless some provision was made in the future for 
retiring allowances, lie expressed the opinion that in the 
province of Ontario it mizht be possible to work out an 
|b ee bye od whereby the Pominion would contribute to the 
Ontario Government Superannuation Fund, on the understand- 
ing that teachers employed in Indian day and residential 
schools would contribute a similar amount. This, in my 
Judgment, is a matter that should be «iven careful con- 
sideration and a decision with respect to it reached, just 
as soon as times become normal. 


A gems deal of difficulty has been experienced 
in securing the number of teachers necessary to open our 
Indian day schools on September 1. Dr. Dorey informed me 
that despite the efforts put forth by the superintendents 
of missions in the provinces and by himself, personally, 
there were still a number of schools for which he had not 
succeeded in securing teachers, and, in addition to this, 
a@ number of the teachers recommended by him lacked full 
academic and professional standing. At this date there 
are 25 day schools for which teachers have not yet been 
secured, It is particularly regrettable that we have 
fatled to secure teachers for schools such as the Rama 
twoerocom school, Our failure to open and operate a school 
such as this, with a large enrolment, is likely to con- 
tribute to waywardness snd delinquency on the reserve, 


The Indian agents at Shubenacadie and Fskasont 
were notified early in the month that it would not be 
ssible to proceed vith the construction of schools at 
heir areas during the present fiscal year, Soth Mr. 
Rice Mr. MacLean, in letters now received, have ex- 
he 9 the opinion that our failure to proceed with this 
uilding program will not seriously retard the central- 
ization ag | te Both agents believe that extensions can 
be made he existing day schools at very little cost 
and that in any vent there are a creat many elderly 
Indians in receipt of relief who can be moved into the 
houses that are being constructed on the reserves. 


Eeonomic conditions throughout the country «re 

such that able-bodied Indians are eriencing little 

poo bh pate | in securing employment. large number of 
Canadian Indians have found employment in American war 
industries. The wages paid in these industries are 
substantielly hicher than the wages received by Indians 
at any time in their history. Teen-age boys and girls 
in a number of cases are receiving wages at the rate of 
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$200 per month and one Indian, a resident of the St, 
Regis reserve, who is a foreman in a munitions plant, 
@arned a little over $6,000 during the last year.

confined to the purchase of ie 4 pete Mey for aged 
and p tage incapacitated Indians. There are a number 
of 4 » however, that tend to contribute to our 
relief and’ welfare Costs. Illegitimacy and general 
waywardness appear to be steadily on the increase. fe- 
ports indicate that comparatively few Indians sre taking 
advantage of the wages received to improve their home 
buildings and home surroundinzs. Indeed, in a great many 
cases, hese thatans have temporarily abandoned their homes 
or shacks on the reserves and taken up residence in the 
cities, towns and villages. The finencial Bey of 
welfare expenditures from April 1 to he - a four 
month period - indicates a decrease of $21,624.43. The 
reatest decreases have taken place in the provinces of 
fant tobe ean? Quebec. In Manitoba the decrease oye 

to $13,767.85 and in Cuebec, to 211,093.09.

He specializes in 
the Saanen dairy type of goat and has won hundreds of 
Tizes at exhibitions in Canada and the United States. 
few months ago he sold a one-year-old pedigreed Cacaan 
male goat to a resident of London, Ont., for the sum o 
$100.00. Mr. Cole, with whom I had a ieng eng thy ta Senebien, 
expressed the opinion that the denand for goats during 
. sags six month period has been greater than it Bae 
t any time in the last 30 or 40 years. I wa 
ee ER to learn from him that he rted his. first 
eats from the State of California and imported them with 
he object of securing a milk supply for his wife, who 
was then an invalid. The fact that his wife had gone on 
a diet of goat's milk, in re se to instructions re- 
ceived from her physician, the fact that she recovered 
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rapidly convinced wir. Cole that goat's milk possesses 
Sensvel curative elements. He feels that it is his 
mission in life to encourage the farmers and thr town 
dwellers of Ontario to go more extensively for goat 
herds. I was gratified to learn from ur. Cole tha 
good grade milking goats can still be purchased at 
prices ranging from $15.00 to $25.90. ‘

I am submitting herewith a report of the 
activities of the Welfare and Ireining Service for 
the month ended Septesber 20, 1243. 


The members of the committee responsible for 
the educational survey on a nunber of our reserves in 
southwestern Ontario began their work with a study of 
conditions on the Caradoc reserve, on Tuesday, Eept- 
ember 14. Mr. Arneil, a member of the conmittee, who 
returned to Ottawa yesterday, informs me that the 
following reserves have been visited: Cape Croker, 
Saugeen, Kettle Point, Sarnia, Yalpole Island, Caradoc, 
61x Nations and New Credit. fnspector Gordon Young 
Chairman of the committee, has suggested that tno addit- 
fonal days be spent at the Caradoc agency, prior to the 
qeeevensee of the final bag de It is expected that 

his report will reach the Department in the course of 
a few weeks. 


You may remember that a couple of years ago 

a number of letters appeared in the Press of Pritish 
Columbia, in which criticism was directed ageinst the 
eéucational policy of the Department in the province of 
British Columbia and particularly the educational program 
provided at a number of our schools in the Cowichan 
agency. I regret to state that during the lest six or 
seven azonths a number of somewhat similar letters have 
hog in the Family Herald and Yeekly Star. I find 
it somewhat difficult to understand the motives by which 
the writers of these letters are actuated. Copies of the 
qvere containing these letters appear to be distributed 

a number of Indians throughout the Dominion. for 


pees a eed 2 Monture sent forward a few days ago a newse 


aper clipping containing an article Mrs. He Slynn-Yard, 

R Re No. r} “Victoria. “vs. Ward thette that with the 

exception of a few mission schools, saintained by the 

churches, no provision has been made for the education 

of the Indians of British Columbia. Mrs. Monture seemed quite 

distur>ed over the subject matter of this letter. It is just 
ssible that provision should be made hy the Department 

‘or the amount of publicity necessary to keep the general 

public informed seqeceine he work undertaken and accom- 

plished from time time by the Government on behalf 

of our Indian population. 


In view of the foregoing, this excerpt, taken 
from a letter recently received from Indian Agent Moore, 
of the Cowichan Agency, is somewhat interesting. The 
agent states: - 


"With reference to the present setup at the 
Taartlip Indian day school, I may say that er date of 


the third - 
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the third instant I made quite a sonatty report to the 
Indian Commissioner, directing his attention to the 

poe conditions at this school and the splendid 
spirit which now exists over what we found Hrertecsiy, 

in fact, ever since I came to the agency. [he Sister 

in charge, Sister Maureen Regan, has done #n excellent 
job in the short time she has been there, and the attend- 
ance, even at this early date, has been much higher than 
at ony time during the past year. I feel extremely con- 
fident that the future of the school is most promising. 
Since I came here I have never found the children so 
clean, attentive, well managed and ha as they vere at 
the time of site Altogether, [ believe that insofar 
as this schoul is concerned, the hepartment made a wise 
move to ae the Gister, particularly one so well qual- 
ified as Sister Maureen Regan is. This particular school, 
pupils and teachers alike, have been a headache to me for 
years, but I really feel now that we will make progress." 


A three-room Indien day school was estsblished 
at Restigouche in the fiscal year 1946-37, This building, 
however, proved to be wholly inadequate to provide the 
Classroom accommodation for the steadily increasing Indian 
pupil ulation at that agency. The decision reached 
ort this ist, to construct a full basement uncer the 
existing building was, in my judgment, a wise one. This 
work, which was undertaken under the supervision of ir. 
Doucet, is now completed. e have now, in sddition to 
the three original classrooms, four spacious classrooms 
in the basement, sdmirably adapted for vocational instruct- 
fon. The total cost of this addition is not likely to 
exceed 27,000.00 - approximately $1,750 per classroom. The 
payeesos’ of the school and the Indian gee in a joint 

etter dated September 27, referred to the reconstruction 
of the school end stated: 


"The wonderful improvement made at the Restigouche 
Indian Day School is now in evidence. It is a delight to 
the members of the teaching staff to express to the offic- 
dals of the Indian Affairs Pra neh their sincere gratitude 
for the beautiful work accomplished. Please accept our 
heartfelt thanks for having sent into our midst \r. Doucet 
to direct and control this labourious undertakine. Sincere 
congratulations are due Mr. Doucet for the cleverness rith 
which he overcame all the difficulties inseparable from 
such e tesk. Our school has been not only enlarged but 
made more comfortable. ‘You have every reason to be proud 
of it and I might add that this schoo) has been admired by 
all who have seen it. Roomy and well equipped classrooms 
are now at our disposal for vocational instruction. Fach 
one of us will do our utmost to prove to you that you have 
not co-operated with us in vain. 


I have referred so frequently to the substantial 
gegetze that appear to be necessary at a number of our 
Indien LH residential schools, that it 19 a pal 
Pleasure me to be able to refer to a school the actual 
condition of which leaves little to be desired. ‘ir. 
Christianson, in his report on the Onion Lake R.C. Residen- 
tial School, dated September 16, states:- 


"The exterior of this building was painted in 
1938 and is in excellent shapes in fact, everything around 
the institution appears to be in first class condition and 
in the very best of order. The provincial boiler inspector 
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had just leted his in tion. The only remark he 
there vere signs of pitting in the tubes 
I went over the laundry machinery, the 
lighting plant, the batteries, etc., and found everything 
in Al shape. grees | is also in qood order. The 
barn was also in fair shape, having been painted last 
fall by the members of the staff. This school owns 100 
head of cattle and were milking 18 cows at the time of 
be They have also 1° horses, 125 pigs and 235 
chic Be 


"I noticed that the school hed two fine 
seareee which sre s solendid example to set before the 
ndians of the reserve. These gardens appear to be as 
well kept as any one could find on an experimental farn. 
The lawns and hedges in front of the school were 

beautiful,*

The following report of the launehing of the 
destroyer "Micmac" appeared in the Halifax Herald of 
September 20:- 


"Five full-blooded feather-festive Indian 
chiefs almost ‘stole the show! from their nemeseke, 
HeM.C.S. Micmac, Canada's largest home-built ship of war, 
at her launching at dalifax shipyards, Saturday. 


"Stoically, they posed separately and with rear- 
admirals and other high officers of the armed forces, as 
if such things happened to them every day. 


"When the Press received a baptism of champagne 
which a wind blew in their direction, the workers had 
# half hour to watch their masterpiece ge down the ways 
the guard of honour composed of Nelson Sea Cadets and ail 
officials burst into Laughter. But not the Chiefs; they 
41@ not even'bat an eye’, 
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*Not until they saw the soseniay sharp-nosed 
qiietenine bow of the Micmac slide smoot 4 away from 
hem after Mrs. Macdonald hid snipped the launching 
ribbon, did the tribal chiefs give forth even an ‘ugh', 


"Then, they did themselves prouc - they chanted 
for all t were vorth the prayer to Saint Anne, their 
patron saint, into the microphones. So impressive were 
they that newsreel men aske¢ them for encores. They 
graciously oblized." 


It wovlé appesr thet e number of Indian bands 
in the Prairie Provinces are making e substential contrib- 
ution to the meat oueey of the nation. i pe Indian 
hed NeMillan, in his last report on the Blood agency, 
states:- 


"Our annul asle of Indian cattle was held on 
the 20th of the nonth, vhen approximately 513 hend of 
cattle were sold. These included “3 dry und 389 steers 
with s few canner cows. Prices vere very good indeed, 
Noe 1 steers bringing 11.95; No. © steers 19.95; helfers 
under 1050 lbs. brinsing 11.95 snd over 1050 Lbs., 10.59. 
Cons sold at 9,°5 with no No, © cows offered, and canner 
cows brourht 6.25. [t was noted that the prices received 


that day compared favourably with the market price at 
Winnipeg at that time, The amount of cash received was 
approximately $69,090 for the enttle sold." 


Indian Avent “erley, in his revort on the 
Crooked Lake Indian agency, dated September 4, also 
refers to cettle sales recently held at his sgency. The 
agent states:- 


"Cattle sules were hele on ell reserves curing 
the month, with an averazo price of $20.90 per head 
received, The top steer brought #125. The cattle are 
all in very good condition", 


Indian agents continue to refer to the success 
of their Victory Garden campaign. [Indian Agent Bryant, 
in his reported dated September 6, states:- 


"There are some very creditatle ceriens on all 
the reserves of this agency and nearly all the Indians 
have st least ea patch of potatoes, Nuring the month 
gardens were judged and prizes awarded on 411 four re- 
serves. We had an expert gardener from Kamsack to judge 
the garden plots on Cote and Keeseekoose, This gardener 
remarked that several of the Indien gardens would compare 
favourably with the white zarders in the neighborhood." 


The following 43 an excerpt from the Victoria 
Daily Colonist of August 3, 1943:- 


®Indians in many of the settlements on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island are extremely interested 
in A.R.P. work and are making a fine showing also in the 
Pacific Coast Militia Rangers, it was learned by Attorney 
General Maitland and Commissioner T.”.5, Parsons of the 
B. C. Police, who Saturday completed a tour of Vancouver 


Tsland. 
"The Indians, Commissioner Parsons stated, act 
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in the A RP ergemneations as fire-fighters end wardens 
and in this work have become closely associated with 
the Police.” 


"The following is a quotation from a letter 
received from Air Vice Marshall of the Western Air 
Command, in connection with the daring rescue L | se 
West Coast Indian of a pilot whose parachute held him 
suspended in a tree 75 feet from the ground: 


'This action on the Indian's part is condidered 
to be a very courageous and commendable feat and, needless 
to sey, is thoroug appreciated by the Royal Canadian 
Air Force and the pilot concerned.' 


Indian Agent As‘bridge, in a reference to 
ARP organization work, statest - 


*Prills and instruction in connection with 
ARP work are being carried ovt at all Indian day and 
residential schools. Gas masks have been issued to the 
residential school at Alberni and to reserves in tne 
vieinity of air ports and encampments."

However, »e were able to 
meke up @ list of 27 names, includi {iss Terrance, the 
teacher, as well as Miss Foisy, who is teaching at the 
Chenail School. All were interested in the exhibits of 
Clothing and of the qeeerass pee hes bh gee exhibited by us. 
They appeared to listen with interest to the explanations 
given ey Mr. Morris. These women elected their president 
and secretary snd an organizing committee of six. 


Our second meeting was held at the St. Regis 
Villase School on Friday the 15th at 10 ofclock A.M.

Mr. Thibault adds: "May I conclude by expressing 
my opinion that the St. Regis Indians can be ected to

ndians. The members of the St. Regis Band do not show 
that suspicion which is apparent when one meets the Oka 
Indians. However, I will be pleased to see the prorvress 
made at Oka. These Indians have fine land and many 
advantages over other Indian groups in Quebec." 


Mr. Morris also visited the Yaniwaki reserve 
on October 27. While I have not yet received a formal 
report from him, he assured me personally that the ree 
sponse of the Indians of Maniwaki was qnooureasng and 
satisfactory in every sense. It is our hope that we 

hall have an opportunity at an early date to discuss 
ae Mr. Gendron a comprehensive welfare 
t might be promoted on the Maniwaki reserve.

The Agent adds: “"e were more than satisfied 
with our potato venture and I feel, without going into the 
figures, that I have aes been able to prove that the 
cost of essential machinery for the growing of a crop is 
very negligible when proper methods are used. towover, 
4t must be understood that I cannot undertake another year 
of potato growing on such & scale without proper efficient 
machinery at i A disposal at all times. The fact that we 
did not have this machinery is not, of course the fault 
of your efforts in securi it. We understand that the 
Government has already decided to release nore agricul- 
tural machinery in 1944". 


Indian Agent Featherston, of the Rama agency, 
in his report for September, statess- 


®The gardens have been judged and prizes 
ed. The gardens have been rood, some remarkably 
good, The fourth prize went to drs. Annie Benson, mother 
of Chief Benson, a woman of 75 years. This woman, by her 
own efforts, grew a large garden with nearly all the 
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common vegetables and plenty of potatoes. There are nore 
vegetables and potatoes on this reserve now than I have 
ever seen before, This is remarkable, considering that 
the able-bodied men are mostly employed off the reserve", 


School gardens, that is, gardens cultivated 
on the lands adjoining Indian 4 s ls, are seldom a 
success, This fact can be attributed to the absence of 
the average teacher duriny the months of July and Aucust. 
However, where we have secured a married man, who 1s 
prepared to remain at the school during the summer months, 
he results are usually somewhat encouraging aye 
Agent Waite, in his report on the Swan Lake (nc. Indian 
Day School, states:- 


"The school garden at the Swan Leke Indian Day 
School this year produced the following vevetables: 
2¢ bushels of potatoes, 61 lbs. of white beans, 7 bushels 
of carrots, 1¢ bushels of turnips, £ bushels of onions 
and & bushels of tomatoes.* 


The Avent adést - "The teacher, ir. Schellenberg, 
makes request to have an a’fitional rortion of the garden 
broken so that more vegetables can be produced next year.". 


Vegetables produced at Indian oe schools are 
usually used in the ds Pettis of noonday lunches. Re- 
ports from the Prairie Provinces indicate that considerable 


@ifficulty has been experienced our agents in the oper- 
ation of community farms. With h wages prevailing in 
the adjoining districts, Indians cannot be easily persuaded 
to take a ricultural operations on their own reserves.

We do fi wever, that a very vigorous attempt should 
be made to keep these farms in operation, despite the 
difficulties we are eat present encounte: « The operation 
of these farms is desirabie, from the 8 point o: 
production, but in addition to this, we find it very 
desirable and very helpful to divide certain areas now 
under cultivation amongst young Indians returning from 
overseas service, This excerpt, taken from a report 
submitted by Indien Agent Ostrander, is vell rorthy of 
serious consideration:-

Community farming project has been a failure. It is only 
@ reminder to me that at a not far distant date the war 
will be over and the Indians whose labour is now much in 
Gemand will then be still needing a means of livelihood 
but will be again in competition with thousands of able- 
bodied white men returning from the services and war 
factories and in this competition the Indian fails miser- 
ably and has to return to his reserve and procure a 
miserable livelihood for his fanily by try to sell wood 
at very low prices, or in a manner equally discouraging 
and bes ages O I would not only like to see our present 
eomm farms continued, but I ould like to see them 
on all the reserves fitted for riculture, as they have 
proved successful under not the best of conditions as 
Pegards price of grain and occasional poor crops, and 
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have furnished a means for able-bodied Indians ‘o earn 
thousands of dollers by honest effort, where they would 
have had to be fed by other means if the Community farm 
had not been operating. Before and during the period of 
re-establishment resulting from the end of the war, the 
Department will have to face the question of how the 
Indians will make their living when ali the able-bodied 
white men are again in competition with them for the 
available jobs. I have found no more Magi way than 
in the development of the resources which the Indians have 
on their own reserves, by community farms started through 
revolving fund loans. I am este in favour of the 
repayment of these loans at the esrliest possible date 

as the actual repayment has s 00d moral effect 3 the 
Indians, but the pe of the repsynent of the loans 
should not complete. 4 submerge the great benefits which 
can be derived from the operation of these farms, snd a 
community farm which is being ey in a thriving con- 
dition shing work and a living for a Senge number 
of Indians, should not be closed out and rented to white

TRAINING 

Audit and other reports now reaching the Depart- 
ment indicate that principals of residential schools are 
one aifficulty in operating these institutions 
with the funds available from per capite grants and from 
other sources. Wr. %. FR. rt, in his audit report on 
the Sandy Bay Residential School, dated October 25, states:- 


"The cost of operation per pupil pee year works 
out at $206.85, an increase of $26.03 over the operating 
costs of the preceding year. The rate of increase 1s even 
larger than this figure vould indicate as the average supil- 
e@ of 96.8 is 9.2. The only apparent liabilities, 
other than August accounts, were arrears in salaries, At 
the end of August $1,250 was owing to the Oblate Fathers 
on account of the principal's and assistant pejneseen"s 
salaries. There was also the amount of $440.90 owin: to 
the Sisters, of which $330.00 was paid in September". 


The authorized enrolment st this school is 95 
and the per capita grant, $165.00. 


The auditor, in his report on the Pine Creek 
Indian Residential School dated October 6, states:- 


®The cost per pupil per year was $180.01, an 
increase of $8.56. attendance shows a decrease of 4.9". 


This school has an authorized enrolment of 120 
and the per capita allowance is at the rate of S165.

"Tf must admit that the bonus received in the 
past two years has helped considerably to tide over these 
conditions, but I must also say that previous to receiv-

This, I may say, is the only residential school 
operated by the members of this particular Order.

8 refusal on the part of 
Indians can be easily understood and is due, no doubt, in 
part at least, to the fact that s of 16 and 17 and girls 
of the same age are experienci ttle difficulty in securing 
sinful empl t.

®In addition to the abovem $12,000.00 was paid 
to the Osnaburgh Indian fishermen. Wo exact record of the 
Indians’ catch et Lake St. Joseph is obtainable at present, 
as their fish were shipped out along with those operating 
on other licenses. This sum, however, was divided amongst 
about 15 or 20 families, fishing regularly during the 
summer sonths". 


Mr. Ae J. Goodman, in a report on fishing oper- 
ations at the Fisher River ony submits figures indicating 
that 17 Indians, fishin; on @ finnipes, a fish cateh 
amounting to 64,905 pounds, for which they secured $5,604.52. 


; Mr. Goodman has also submitted a report on 
ar arias operations in The Pas Agency. In this report 
statess- 


®There was some fish put up and frozen during 
the late fall at this ency but none cured to keep for any 
length of time. To do s curing, Mr. Lovell suggests that 
a full-time man would have to be employed to instruct and 
demonstrate and encourage the Indians for & long time. This 
energency stock of fish should be put and cured in early 
spring late fall only when the weather is at least ve:

We are frequently critical of certain groups 
of Indiens for their refusal to assume the duties and 
responsibilities ordinarily associated with right living 
and democratic citizenship. In this connection a somewhat 
encouraging report has been received from Indian Agent 
Anfield, of Bella Coola. In this report tir. Anfield states: -

“These Bella Coola people have a grand community 
hall, which they are constantly improving and in which they 
take tremendous pride. They elected new cfficers at the 
annual meeting and the most interesting feature of the 
evening was the keen election fight among some of the reyreeet 
gwen to be at the top of the poll as janitors. This tribe 
start the yo men of 16 or 19 as janitors, on the under- 
standing that they will work their way up thro h the other 
offices such as floor manager, stockkeeper, ticket collector, 
soerecery s treasurer and hall president - a real example of 
Gemocratic living. In recording the votes, I was ressed 

the fact that in every instance the older men vould cast 
r own ballot for some other than their own son or youncer 
brother - a rather fine gesture." 


It 1s encouraging to be able to report that 

Gespite the large number of [ndians employed by white farmers 
du ne the last two crop years, enlistments and the number 
of Indians who have secured employment in war industries, 
there has been a substantial increase in the acreaze under 
cultivation on our reserves and a substantial increase, as 
well, in the actual amount of grain, vezetables and live 
stock produced. Last spring and early summer, a number of 
brood sows were purchased and distributed to a number of 
agencies in Saskatchewan, on the understanding that Indians 
receiving these sows would contribute an amount of pork or 
bacon equivalent to the value of the sow received,for ration 
Eeceenee The first bag oats on this experiment, dated 

ember £29, 1942, has been received from ir. énristianson. 
This report reads as follows:- 


"I have asked for a statement in this regaré 
froa oveny ency that was supplied with hogs, end am now 
in receipt of one fros Crooked Lake Agency, setting forth 
the following information: 


White Bear Reserve:- 5 sows were supplied at a cost of £165.00; 
4 sows farrowed and 27 young pigs raised. 


Qchapowace Reserve - 3 sovs vere gugpiicd at a cost of $90.00; 


2 sows ferro and 12 young pigs reised. 


Kehkewistahaw Res. - 1 sow was supplied at a cost of #30.003 
and & young pigs raised. 


Cowessess - 
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Cowessess Heserve - & sows were supplied at a cost of $60,003 
both farrowed and 12 young pigs raised. 


BSakimay Reserve - 2 sows were supplied at a cost of £60.00; 
neither farrowed, consequently no young 
pigs were raised. 


"Pork returned for ration ses amounted to 
1935 lbs. The total number of young pigs raised in the 
agency amounted to 59. The sows that did not farrow this 
Fp have been bred again and there wili be 900 ibs. of 
acon to be delivered aext year from those who had no 
increase this year. From the 12 sows purchased 9 farrowed 
and raised 59 pigs. Therefore, for a beginning in this 
agency, we did not do badly". 


It will thus be seen that the project has been 
reasonably successful in the Crooked Lake Agency and is 
likely to result in a substantial reduction in the aaount 
of ration bacon for this agency. 


I have, on more than one occasion, expressed 
the view that teachers in charge of Indian day schools 

should be classified as welfare and training officers and 
should be employed, not for a 10 month, but for a 12 month 
period, less the 18 days regular holiday period granted 
members of the Civil Service. It is interesting to note 

in poe e.segeee that Inspector Tomlinson, one of the mos 
experi: ublie school inspectors in the province of 
Saskatchewan, in his report dated November 26, 1943, supports 
this proposal. The Inspector states: 


®The good effect cf the earlier opening (Sept- 
ember 1) is quite evident. When times get back to normal, 
it would seem desirable to consider the teacher's job as 
a twelve-month one, with the usual Civil Service vacation. 
The many opportunities for service on the reserve, by the 
teacher, are always in evidence". 


I can only add, by way of comment, that it is 
particularly regrettable, in view of the production cam- 
paign we are seeking promote this spring, that we shall 
not have the assistance and leadership of our teachers 
during the two important months of the crop year. 


The following excerpt has been taken from the 
"Indian Missionary Record", published in Saskatchewan:-

"You stete in your letter that the Department 
are showing some concern over the financial sitaation of 
our school. TI admit it is not at the present time a peying 
Concern; but at least ~e are not in debt, if one takes into 
Consideration our current surplus. "hen I tcok over the 
administration of this school, there was not only no current 
surplus - there was a large indebtedness. 


"In ard to the salaries being in arrears, I 
have never been later than the third or fourth day after the 
end of each month. I used to pay salaries before the end 
of the month, but so many of the staff held their cheques 
over that I had to carry them az cheques outstanding. I have 
had considerable difficulty in secu staff workers, who 
ere generally of an unreliable type. come and s for 
@ week or so and leave as soon us they hear of hizher wages 
elsewhere, I have had to raise all salaries twice duri 
the present year, and still they ere low, compared with the 
generes rate of saleries in the province, and we are short- 
s 


I feel sure the Departaent realize that the 
accent financial assistunce we receive is quite inadequate 
meet the needs of present day demands. @ only way I 
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know of to make that finsnoial assistance suffice is to 

ent down on the food and clothi’ received by the P ils 

and put more boys to work instead of hiring extra labour; 

but ve should not do these things. At least I would rather 
leave than do them. Fifty cents per day, which we receive 
as our per capita allovance, seems altogether too small 
Compa: with two dollers per day, allored st the hospitals, 
and yet most of these children hy ag Pa @ great deal of care 
and certainly more bag Cage | f than they now receive. 

The charts we received from the Department a short time ago, 
al with the information regarding the diet these children 
should be receiving, are ull very fine and, I have no doubt, 
required a great denl of time and oxpense to produce; but ve 
Cannot carry then out, simply because our per capita grant 
aj.lowance is not sufrieient to enable us to do so, Our 
school is not unique in this respect. If a survey were made 
of all the schools, I hnxve no doubt one would find that very 
few schools come anywhere near to what the pupils should be 
having in the way of nourishment. Several times, staff 
members have come here from others schools and T fave encuired 
of them about the way Indian children have been fed at schools 
where they were employed. The diet we supply is, if anything, 
a little tter than at the majority of our schools, because 
we have the advantage of tomato juice and fruit; but T would 
certainly Like to see our regular meals Luproved. 


"l assure you, sir, 1t is not my intention to be 
disrespectful, but as the Department aro inelined to be crite 
feal of our finanetal situation and vorried about matters, 
it is just as well if they hear my views on the subject. If 
have been in this work for 0 years and know pretty «ell shat 
I am talking about. <A careful survey should be made of all 
the schools, if possible, by people who have a thorough and 
practical knowledge of t ts best for the welfare o: 
residential schools", 


In view of the ig pat | we have experienced, 
and are still eee » in securing teachers and janitors 
at Indian day schools, particularly men for janitor service 
in British Columbia, we ere, as officials, perhaps somewhat 
fortunate that the énurches and not the fepartment are called 
upon to operate our residential schools in this crisis. One 
@an readily understand why © of our residential school =» 
Cipels have retired as the result of 111 health during 
last two years. Three outstanding principals have retired 
bh | the present acadenic year: - Reverend U. de Bretagne, 
Prine: ve of the Sy ares) te jchool at Lebret, Sask.s Reverend

Everything considered, the outlook for our residential sehool 
is in no sense encouraging. 


On the other hand, Indian day schools, despite 
the difficulty we have experienced in securin: fully quale 
ified teachers, appear to be doing reasonably good work.

Inspector Hamilton in this report also refers 
to conditions at the Fisher River Reserve. tie states:- 


"The stock returns on this reserve show 280 
head of cattle, all in good condition...... Two Indian 
families have pigs, eight have chickens and one has five 
ewes. Of those having chickens, three have over fifty. 
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The others have flocks of from 20 to 40. The Indians on 
this reserve, however, are practically all fishermen. 

They reported @ good catch for the early part of the 

season, but the run has now sloved down and many vere 
lifting their nets at the time of my visit. The Indians 
have requested permission from the Provincial Jovernment 

to fish in Lake St. George and two other nearby lakes for 
seutage Jackfish are now worth from five to six cents per 
por . 


Two s@asons ago a machine for the baling of 
straw was purchased at the Caradoc Agency. The baler 
was purchased in the hope that a market would be found 
for the surplus hay and straw produced on the reserve. 
Reports received from the agent to date indicate that this 
rohase was amply justified. In a report dated February 4

« I have been able to keep four or five Indians working 

more than 100 tons of straw and several tons of hay 
have been already baled. ‘when one considers that e little 
over two years ago most of the straw grown on the reserve 
went up in amoke, I think that our initial expenditure for 
the baler has been justified.

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It is particularly gratifying to report en 
actual increase of cattle at the Battleford Agency. Indian 
Agent Ostrander, in his last report, states:- 


"There is a high? increase of cattle on all 
reserves, with a result: ‘fairly good increase for the 

@ agency. There is also a considerable increase in 
work horses on most of the reserves. A fairly large 
number of Indians have good work horses at the present 
time. All live stock have had a good winter as the weather 
has been very favourable. There will be many breeding sows 
carried over for breeding this year, and the whole project 
of hog raising, which was started last year, has been 
reasonably successful. This project has been the subject 
of a special report.*

The following is © brief report on the work of 
the Welfare Division for the sonth of Lecenber. 


The statement from the Treasury Office for the 
first eight months ending November 20th shows that relief costs are 
up $96,999.95 as compared with the some period last yesr. The greatest 
increases are in Nova Scotia = $19,514.33, Guevec = $23,211.89, 
Manitodse — $19,428.36, and Alberta — $14,945012. 


The Nova Scotia increase is the result of the 
building programme in connection with centralisation scheses in that 
province. 


The Quebec increase is mainly Abitibi - approximately 
$5,000, Caughnawaga - $3,500, Maniwaki = $2,300 and Restigouche = $3,000. 
These increases at these agencies will be investigated. 


The Norway House Agency in Manitobe shows the 
greatest increase totalling $14)305e82. Note, a quantity of pork had to 
be condemned. The cost of replacing it amounted to $1,400. Approximately 
$1,700 was required to purchase additional groceries for destitute issues. 
A gost herd was purchased and a barn built to house thenj hay and oats were 
bought at Winnipeg for winter feed; three sewing machines as well as @ 
quantity of sewing waterial wae supplied to the Cross Lake Homemakers’ Clubs, 
an addition to the warehouse was built to properly store greater quentities 
of food, particularly bacon. 


The incresse in Alverta totals approximately $14,900. 
Lesser Slave Lake - approximate increase $4,800; Recky Mountain House ( « new 
agency) = $1,489 = purchase of harness, farm machinery, etc. The purchase 
of clothing in Alberta shows an increase of approximately 26,000 under the 
heading of general. Quantities of military clothing were nade availavle 
at Calgary. Thies clothing was purchased and distributed to the various 
agencies. 


Reports from the various Homemakers’ Clubs show 
that they have all been very active. Great quantities of children's wearing 
epparel have been made up from discarded military clothings The rosen 
are very interested in their work. The following is a letter which I 
received from ¥rs. Mary Sinclair, President, of one of the three Homemakers! 
Cluds organised at Cross Lake at the tine of ay visitys=- 


© We, the homemakers of Cross Lake wish to express our 
gratitude to you for the nice sewing machine you sent use Also 
we have been very glad of the good counsels you gave us lest summer 
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of how we wight help our husbands in many ways. Yes, Mr. Morris, 
you are helping us @ lots and we thank you very much.

The cattle herds are showing increases and are commencing the winter 
in excellent health with plenty of hay and fodder available. The following 
is an excerpt from Indian Agent Young's report, dated December 15th = 


« Conditions are very good. The Indian farmers are doing 
well, due to good crops and good prices for their grains A 
number of them have purchased machinery, horses, and have also 
repaired their housese 

Besides doing this the Indian faruers have paid $1216.68 off 
their old seed grain debt since June, 1944. This seed grain cebt 
was for seed received prior to 1937." 


Thies office is particularly pleased with Mr. Young's 
action in collecting $1216.68, being payments on old seed grain debts. 
Mr. Young's ability to collect debts for seed grain prior to 1937 is to be 
commended as they have already been placed in the uncollectavle colusn. 
Such debte are seldom collected. Mr. Young reports that a totul of 58,228 
bushels of grain were harvested in his agency this year = community 
farms 21,418, Indian faras 36,810. When the grain >elonging to the two 
community farme is sold there undoubtedly will be a balance to their credit 
of approximately $20,000. The balance at present is $16,474e346 


Mra. M. Eo Watsier, special investigator of the 
Children's Aid Society, visited the office. Mre. Watsier has been very 
helpful in dealing with several cases of young Indian giris who gave birth 
to illegitimate children.

which they have nye together from various sources, and 
it is a delight observe what has been accomplished, 


Upon a recommendation of Indian Superintendent 
Randle, approval was granted for Mr. Joseph Hill, the 
principal of the Six Nations No, 11 School, to conduct a 
physical training and athletic program for teen-aze Indians 
at the Six Nations superintendency. ITIhese classes are held 
in the agency community hall on Monday end Friday each week 
from 8 to 10 P.M. The program followed and the attendance 
for the month of November, 1944, was 2s follovs:-

1 A Training Division for the month ended March 31, 


Indian Agent Orford had arranged a ‘plane 
trip around Hudson's Bay for the month of March. ‘ve 
took advantaze of this situation to have Yr. Doucet 
accompeny him. Mr. Doucet left Ottawa on March 5 and was 
absent for three veeks. Purinz that period he haq an 
opportunity of visiting the two residential schools at 
Fort George, Cue., the residential school and a day school 
at Albany, the residential school and the day school at 
Moosonee and the day school at Rupert's house. At each 
of the points mentioned he had the opportunity of staying 
sufficiently long to enable him to revier the work that 
is being done and to make practical suggestions to the 
principals and teechers regarding improvement of the class- 
room work. 


A report received from the public school 
inspector on the Fort-a-la Corne South Indian Day School, 
ne Lake Agency, province of Sask., reads in part as 

‘ollowss- 


"Mr. and Mrs. Ahenakew are to be complimented 
on their real interest in the welfare of the students. 
Mr. Ahenakew is supplying some instruction in manual 
training, while Mrs. Ahenakew instructs the «irls in 
sewing, knitting and embroidering. This type of instruct- 
ion is going to be of real practical value to the students." 


Mr. Ahenakew is an Indian whom we assisted 
some years ago in taking a high school and teacher's 
training course. 


The Inspector's report has been received on 
the Onion Lake R.C, Residential School. The following 
excerpts from that report are interesting:- 


"Written work was superior to that of many 
public schools. In particular I might mention letters 
which were written by all the pupils at my request. 


*I found that writing was above the average 
and reading equal to thet of pupils of foreitzn extraction 
in attendance at white schools. 


The work done in the primary classroom of any 
school is extremely important, as it lays a firm foundation 
for the future development of the pupil. 
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The Susserang, Goeeres from @ report of the 
school inspector on the thunderchild fiesidential School 
is consequently very encouraging: <- 


"This is a progressive classroom for beginners 
in the study of English. The children live in a natural 
atmosphere and there is a harmony of idea, action, colour, 
sound, etc., which encourages grovth. The teacher tries 
to understand her pupils and they respond eagerly to her 
appeal. I am sure correct social and study habits are 
encouraged.” 


The Inspector also notes with pleasure the 
success that this school obtained in securi prizes for 
hand work at the Regina and Prince Albert Fairs. 


A few months ago we had several complaints 
regarding the Brandon Indian Residential School. The 
matter was discussed with the Secretary of the So0ard of 
Home Missions of the United Church, and the Reverend ir. 
QO. B. ven? formerly Principal of the Mount Elrin 
Residential Behool in Ontario, was transferred to Brandon 
as Principal. Subsequent to fis taking charge of the 
school we arranged with Mr. Hamilton to make monthly in- 
spections with a view to keeping a close check on this 
important school, In a letter dated March 10, Mr. Hamilton 
reports that conditions have improved at the school and 
that a much better feeling exists between the staff and 
the pupils. 


The Indian Residential School conducted under 
the auspices of the 4.5.C.C. at Fort George, (ue., was 
destroyed by fire on January £6, 1943, The Anglican Chureh 
authorities have recently completed a new building at this 
point. It is 100 ft. 6. in. by 85 ft. The msin floor has 
a 10 ft. ceiling and the second floor an 8 ft. ceiling. 
Building operations were commenced in the early summer of 
1943 and the building 8 not finally completed until 
October, 1944, We allow per capita grant for 50 pupils. 


During the month 430 letters were sent out 
from this Division and 682 vouchers were passed for 
payment.

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In a telegram date¢ April 9, Indian agent Todd 
advised this Branch thet the pump-house at the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School had been destroyed by fire on 
April 6. Fortunately, all the equipment was saved, and 
arrangements were made to rebuild the pump-house at a 
cost of less than $200.00. The material was supplied by 
the Department and the work was done without cost to us, 
by the senior boys, under the direction of the manual 
training instructor.

Mary's Indian Residential fchool was 
visited Major Ian Eisenhardt, Federal Director of National 
pogecees tness. He was accompanied by Captain G. C. Darby, 
University of Saskatchewan, Mr. Ray Youmans, University of 
Manitoba, and Mr. Gerry Mathieson, of the British Columbia 
Fitness Programme. I met these gentlemen at the school. 
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®The school teams put on a display which was 
declared by Major Eisenhardt to be the best he had seen in 
his tour of the country. He was also greatly impressed by 
the singing of both boys and girls. 


"Major Eisenhardt stated it was his intention to 
call upon the Department, when he returns to Ottawa, around 
April 23r4, and seemed to be anxious to mske arrangements, 
if possible, for a team from the school to give displays 
ecross C a, Covding the coming summer, He will doubt- 
less go fully into 8 re-actions when he visits you.

Indian Agent - 
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Indian Agent Matters (Chapleau gency) advises 
that, at the Spring Convocation of Wycliffe College, 

John Jeffries, a member of the Missanabee Cree Band, grad- 
vated and wilh eventually become e clergyman of the Church 
of England. Jeffries was formerly 6 pupil of the Chapleau 
Residentiel School. 


Pire of unknown origin broke out in the boiler- 
room at the Ermineskin Residential Schocl (Hobtbema Indian 
ency) just after midnight on April 16. Shortly after 

the outbresk of the fire, it was discovered and prompt 
action was taken to extinguish it. As a result of the work 
of the staff, assisted by the City of Yetaskiwin Fire 
Departaent, the fire was brought under control within an 
hour and a half. This is a churoh-owned school and the 
management carried insurance, which will cover the damage 
to the building. Commenting on the fire, Indian Agent 
Lewis writes:- 


"T give credit, for this fire not sssuming 
greater proportions, to the fire drill, which is regularly 
fog be Hay in this school, where everyone has a job to do 

n case of fire, and knows how to do it, and the assistance 
grecerate given the Wetaskiwin Fire Depertment, to whom 
f would ask that the Department forward its thenks, 
officially. 


I also wish to report that the school was evac- 
vated in five minutes, each pupil parading in front of the 
school with a blanket. When it was found that there wae 
no immediate danger, the older pupils got clothing and 
bedding from the dormitory end the girls end smaller boys 
were billeted in the Church for the night. The older boys 
were allowed back into the dormitory of the new wing efter 
the fire was out.*

I submit herewith a report of the activities 
of the Training Division for the month ended Yay 31, 1945: 


In a report recently received from ur. D. 5. 
Pitts, Principal of the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Residential 
School, Kenora Agency, he advises that the Boys! Hand from 
that school made a splendid showing at the Manitoba Vusical 
Festival, which is stated to be one of the largest in the 
British ire. The Band won two competitions and was 
second in the third, with marks of 86, 85 and 85. 


Under the direction of Dr. ". & Barelay, Medical 
Superintendent of the Cocualeetza Hospital, the second 
annual Tuberculosis Poster Contest was carried out fe 
the Indian schools in fritish Columbia. fleven of the 13 
residential schools competed and sent a total of 37 entries. 
The material was sent to approximately 44 of the day schools 
in the province, but it is disappointing to note that only 
5 of these competed. The Department alloved an amount of 
@25.00 for prizes and the grand prise was won by Sally 
Prince, aged 15 - Grade & = from the Lejac Indian Residen- 
bed School, It is intended to hold another contest this 

all. 


In reporting on his inspection of the St. Mary's 
Mission Residential School, Mission City, British Columbia, 
on rst 2 and 3, the public school inspector wrote in part 
as follows:- 


"Judging by all reasonable standards, the child- 
ren are exceptionally well cared for. The treatment 
accorded them is not coldly preceestons’. They are growin: 
up in an environment of kindliness, sympathy and under- 
standing. To this treatment the pupils ma e a fine re- 
sponse, with genuine loyalty and affection towar’s their 
teachers and the Principal. 


"In physical education high standards have beer 
attained, the older boys displaying superior skill and 
M+ pw in the most advancec programme of physical educ- 
ation. 


A short time after receiving the above report, 
Major Ian Eisenhardt, National Director of Physical Fitness, 
Departaent of National Health and Welfare, visited the 
Branch and interviewed the Acting Director. wUajor Fisen- 
hardt wrote as follows:-

you attach to physical fitness; at least with you I did not 
have to do any selling job.

raining in physical education, which is given at the St. 
Mary's Indian Residential School at Mission City, B.C. we 


"J would also appreciate your official suthoriz- 
ation to take along on a proposed Trans-Canada tour of a ey 4 
British Coluabia csymnastic team, a contingent of Indian leew 
poys from the above mentioned school. 


®Both of the above proposed activities have the 
full approval of your local officials. 





"The matter of considering Indians and skimoes 
as the 10th province under the National Physical Fitness 
Act is one which I would appreciate very much, if you would 
discuss with your Minister and I, on my side, will take the 
question up with the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare, The Honourable Brooke Claxton, and as soon as one 
of us has any news regarding further developments, we should 
advise the other." 






We are hopeful that the interest of Major Fisen- 
hardt in our Indian children will result in the encourage- 
ment of physical training at our Indian schools.

During the past month there has been consider- 
able correspondence with respect to repairs and equipment 
required at the various schools throughout Canada for the 
coming ecademic year. 





Requisitions for school material have been com- 
pleted and forwarded to the Government Stationery Office. 


Approximately 560 letters have been sent out 
from the Pivision and 485 vouchers were passed for payment. 






Mr. Dovcet was absent for approximately three 
weeks, dorang which time he inspected the following 
Residential Schools: Spanish, Shingwauk Home, Fort William, | 
Sioux Lookout, McIntosh and fort Frances. He also in- | 
spected the Day Schools on the Garden River Reserve. The 
following are extracts from his report: 


SPANISH RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL: 


"The pupils have been divided into two groups, 
the juniors and the seniors. This division takes place 
in the refectory and in the dormitories, The result has 
been very gratifying to the pupils and the management. 
The senior boys have their clubroom near the dormitory. 
This clubroom is under the management of the pupils then- 
selves. They need not retire at the same time as the i 
juniors but may do so at their own ¢iscretion. Their good 
behaviour entitles them to this privilege. This is a . ‘ 
definite step in the training of responsibility. sy 


"A great improvement is noticeable in the spirit #f 
of these pupils. This, I believe, is due in part to the ee 
divisions mentioned above and to the introduction of other { bas 
activities such as organized games, skating parties, etc., 

in which both boys and girls participate. This is normal 

in the life of young people and with the proper supervision 

4s bound to have a good result. In general, in all the 

schools there cugeces to be a better spirit among the 

Children. This is attributed mostly to the application of 

the principles encouraged by the general convention at 
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Winnipeg."

"The Girl Guides do good work. There is a happy 
- spirit among the girls. They attend meetings with other 


girls in the city. TIbrey are left to manage these meetings

"The cadets are doing very commendable work, 

They take a great deal of pride in their appearance and 
carry on very bt pe bes fe They deserve a great deal of 
credit. In order to train for their work they walk once 
a week five miles to get to Sioux Lookout, march, drill, 

| and practise there for a number of hours and then return 

| to their school. They were preparing for a general in- 
spection in Sioux Lookout and I had the pleasure of meeting 
the executives and the various training officers. These 
people expressed their satisfaction with the work done by ’ 
the Sioux Lookout Indian Cadets."

This, I wish 
to add, to my mind, is of primary importance. 
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Public School Inspector McBurney, in reporting 
on his inspection of the Sioux Lookout tndfan Residential 
8chool, Sioux Lookout, Ontario, wrote as follows:-

"It was also a pleasure to renew acquaintances 
with the principal of the school, fev. A. B. Cheales, and 
with Mrs. Cheales, During this war period Mr. Cheales has 
had an added burden because of the scarcity of fully- 
qualified teachers for his school."

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Inspector Warkentin, in reporting on his inspect- 
ion of the Fort A lexander Residential School, Clandeboye 
Agency, Manitoba, made the following interesting comments: - 
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"The progress made by the pupils in Miss Tetrault's 
room is excellent and truly exceptional. This is particul- 
arly evident in the beginners! class, who have had only one 
year's instruction, While most of them, if not all of them,

The water for the Alberni fesidential School, 

| situated in the Yest Coast Agency, Vancouver Island, 
British Columbia, is secured from the town of Alberni, 
For some months past the management has been complaining 
regarding the charges for the water. Indian Commissioner 
MacKay was instructed to arrange with officials of the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch, Vancouver, to investigate 
the matter. This was done recently and it was found that 
the water system was leaking at the rate of 10,000 
gellons per ¢ay, maximum pressure. This leak has been 
repaired, at no expense,

On July 31 there were 32 Indian day schools 
for which we had not yet secured a teacher for the academic 
year 1945-46. At 19 of this number the teacher has always 
been nominated by one of the Churches. In each of these 
oases the Churoh concerned has assured us that a teacher will 
be secured before September 1. To secure teachers for the 
remaining 13, we have been in communication with the Indian 
Arent and the local Inspector and others interested and we 
ere still hopeful that at the majority of them, at least, we 
will be able to secure a teacher before the new academic 
year cormences. 


During the first part of the month Mr. Doucet 
visited the Restigouche Reserve and made arrancements for 
necessary Fao ot Pager Hh to the school. On the return trip he 
visited Bersimis, where we are now crore nae the school from 
March 1 to November 15. There was an excellent attendance of 
pupils at the time he was present and the classroom work 
appeared to be progressing satisfactorily. On July 28 he left | 
for Winnipeg, to conduct a Teachers’ Conference at St. Boniface 
| Manitoba, during the last week of the month.

A report from the Principal of the Elkhorn Residen- 
tial School supplied detailed information regarding the grad-

In my report for the month of July I stated 
that on July 31 there were 52 Indian day schools for which 
we had not yet secured a teacher for the academic year 
1945-46, On August 31 there were 22 schools for which a 
teacher had not yet been secured. Of this mimber, 11 were 
schools at which the Church concerned {1s allowed to 
nominate the teacher, and in all of these cases the church 
authorities feel that a teacher will yet be secured, 


From July 31 to August 3, inclusive, 
Mr. Doucet conducted a summer course at St. Poniface. This 
was attended by &f teachers from Indian residential schools 
in Manitoba. On August 6, 7, @ and 9 he conducted a sintlar ‘ 
course at the Qu'Anpelle fnaian Residential School, Lebret, 
Sask., which was attended by 40 teachers of Indian residen- 
tial schools, Reports from those interested indicate that 
great interest was shown by all present and everyone 
appeared satisfied with the manner in which these courses 
were conducted, 
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Following these conferences, Mr. Doucet 
proceeded to The Pas, where he examined the buildings of 
The Pas Air Force, with @ view to determining if they would 
be suitable for a residential school, requested by the 
Missionary Society of the Church of Encland. Mr. Doucet!s 
conclusions were that the buildings available at this noint 
would not be suitable as a residential school,

The beds were quite close tozether, but 
with all the windows I am sure the children have plenty 
of fresh air. The bedding was clean and there was 
abundant. 





"The classrooms were very bright and the walls 
nicely decorated. The desks, although in use for some 
years, were almost without a scratch. I am certsin, from 
the books seen, that the Sisters do very excellent work 
in the classroom. 


"I examined the work done in the sewing-room 
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and must admit that the girls do splendid sewing. They 
make dresses, knit all kinds of garments and do very 
excellent patch-work and darning. 


"The kitchen and dining rooms were in excellent 
order and the girls receive a <ood training in cooking 
and baking. The children seen were in good health and IT 
am sure are well cared for and well fed. 


"The school hes a larze garden, which this year by ji 
was pete late and of course was not up when I was there, 
The Rev. Father keeps some very fine Holstein cows, a flock if* 
of hens and some pigs. The school is under excellent all 
management and the children appeared very happy. The ee 
operating of such an excellent school in this remote area 
is a great credit to the Church and Government. The Rev. 
Father Trudeau is interested in his work and is assisted 
by an excellent staff of Sisters." 


with your approval, I visited the 
Caughnawaga Heserve during the month, in order to choose 
accommodation for another classroom, rendered necessary 
by the return to the reserve of several Indian families 
who have been residing in the Jnited States. A store on 
the main street of the village was secured and this should 
prove suitable for the current academic year. I also went 
to Brantford, where Colonel Randle and myself interviewed 
Rev. We Je F4nmerman, who is now Principal of the Yohawk 
Institute, Detailec reports regarding these visits have 
already been submitted to you. 
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Requests for materials and sunplies of

I submit herewith a report of the activities 
of the Traini Division for the month ended 
September 30, 1945. 


In my last monthly report I stated that on 
August 31 there were 2° Indian day schools for which 
a teacher had not been secured for the academic year 
1945-46. During the past month we have succeeced in 
re-opening 7 of these and consequently on Septenber 30, 
1945, there were 15 Indian day schools without teachers, 
divided as follows: Ontario 5; Manitoba 23; Saskatch- 
ewan 1; and British Columbia 7. It is interesting to 
note that an article in the Winnipeg Free Press dated 
August 29, 1945, stated that at the re-opening of the 
white schools in Manitoba on September 1 there were 
125 rural schools without a teacher. 


Early reports from various parts of the Dominion 
indicate that we may expect very larze attendances at 
all our day schools. This is probably due to a great 
extent to the payment of family allowances. As soon as 
the September quarter returns are received, it is in- 
tended to review each of them carefully and make certain 
that children enrolled are attendinz regularly.

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As family allowances are not paid to parents 
whose children are enrolled in residential schools, it 
was felt some months ago that there might be considerable 
diffieulty in obtaining full enrolment at the residential 
schools this year. towever, with the exception of a few 
schools, recent reports indicate that practically all 
our residential schools will have their full enrolment, 
and in many cases they have received anplications for 
more pupils than there is accommodation available.

In_ my last report I stated that on 
September 50, 1945, there were 15 Indian day schools 
without teachers, On October 31 there were 10 Indian 
day schools without teachers, divided as follows: 
Ontario 3, Saskatchewan 1 and British Columbia 6, 


In my last report I referred to information 
that had been received regarding increased attendances 
at day schools, This week I reviewed the returns re- 
ceived from the Indian day schools for the quarter 
ended September 30, 1945, and compared them with the 
returns received for the quarter ended September 30, 
1944, In nearly every case there was a very greatly 
increased enrolment and a corresponding increase in the 
average attendance, On some reserves, where we have 
had trouble obtaining attendance, it was found that 
although the enrolment wi much larger the average 
attendance had not shown a corresponding increase, In 
all such cases the agent was written ond referred to 
the action that he is authorized to take in regard to 
family allowances where Indian children residing on a 
reserve where school facilities are available do not 
attend regularly. 


CANADA 
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The September quarter returns from the 
residential schools also show largely increased enrol- 
ments and thus many schools have considerably nore 
pupils than their authorized enrolment. As a consequence, 
it can be expected that we will have many requests for an 
increase in the pupilage at our residential schools,

With reference to the provision being made 
in the supplementary estimates for assisting certain 
Indian residential schools in employing qualified 
vocational teachers, we have made extensive inciiries 
with a view to securing such teachers, "hile the number 
available is limited, we have at the present time nine 
or ten vocational teachers in view, whose services we 
hope to secure in the next month or so. 


The routine work of this Division has been 
very heavy during the month, as we received the quarterly

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returns from all the residential schools for the 
quarter ended September, All these have to be checked 
carefully in order to calculate the amount of per 
capita allowance due. Day school return forms have 
to be reviewed and the enrolments and average attend- 
ances recorded so that the figures will be available 
when preparing the annual report.
